Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I present  the  28th  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  for  the  year  1938,  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Districts  constituting  the  East  Berks  Combination. 

The  general  style  and  arrangement  follow  the  previous  lines,  with 
a few  additions  to  comply  with  the  fresh  requirements  of  the  official 
Circular  issued  annually  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  late  publi- 
cation of  the  Report  is  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  essential  statistics 
were  not  obtained  from  the  Registrar  General  until  the  end  of  May 
instead  of  March  or  April. 

Amongst  the  items  calling  for  special  mention  are  the  following. 
The  several  Sewerage  Schemes  in  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District 
are  now  in  operation  and  a full  account  of  the  year’s  working  is  given 
for  record  purposes.  Certain  extensions,  however,  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Bracknell  will  be  required  in  the  near  future.  The  present 
Scheme  for  sewering  the  rapidly  growing  villages  on  the  Western  side 
of  the  Wokingham  Rural  District  makes  slow  progress,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  “ speeding  up  ” will  take  place  during  the  ensuing 
year,  as  the  Cesspool  emptying  now  undertaken  is  becoming  over- 
whelming. At  the  time  of  writing,  the  Scheme  for  sewering  the 
parishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham  has  received  approval  of  the  Minister 
of  Health  and  will  be  put  in  hand  shortly. 

With  regard  to  health  matters,  there  is  comparatively  little 
variation  in  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  the  several  Districts, 
while  the  Infant  Death  Rate  (except  in  Maidenhead)  shows  a distinctly 
downward  tendency.  In  this  connection,  Wokingham  Borough 
achieves  the  distinction  of  having  a “ Nil  ” return  so  far  as  infant 
deaths  are  concerned.  The  only  outstanding  feature  in  regard  to 
infectious  disease  is  the  outbreak  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile 
Paralysis)  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Crowthorne  which  occurred  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  This  is  described  in  detail  in  the  Easthampstead 
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section.  In  general,  the  Case  Rate  per  1,000  of  population  for  the 
principal  infectious  diseases,  except  in  Windsor  Rural  District,  is  lower 
than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

Once  more  I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Sanitary  Staff,  both  indoor  and  outdoor,  and  also  the 
courtesy  extended  to  me  by  the  other  officers  of  the  various  Councils, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  individual  Councillors  with  whom  I have  come 
in  personal  contact. 

Copies  of  this  Report  will  be  supplied  to  each  member  of  the 
several  District  Councils  as  soon  as  printed  copies  are  available.

CONSTITUTION  AND  HISTORY  OF  THE  DISTRICTS. 

The  ccmbination  of  Districts  in  East  Berks  for  Public  Health 
purposes  was  originally  effected  by  an  Order  of  the  (then)  Local 
Government  Board  dated  10th  November,  1910,  in  pursuance  of 
Section  286  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

The  ccmbination  then  comprised  Maidenhead  Urban,  Cookham, 
Easthampstead  and  Windsor  Rural  Districts,  later,  by  a fresh 
Order  dated  27th  October,  1922,  Wokingham  Urban  and  Wokingham 
Rural  Districts  were  added. 

The  principal  details  of  these  two  Orders  and  sundry  other 
matters  relating  to  the  constitution  of  the  combined  districts  as 
well  as  the  geological  formation  and  social  conditions  of  the  area 
were  given  in  the  Report  for  1930  at  pages  22-30. 

The  area,  population  and  rateable  value  of  the  several  districts 
in  the  combination  are  given  in  the  table  below,  while  particulars 
of  the  populations  in  the  Parishes  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

ALTERATIONS  OF  BOUNDARIES. 


1.  In  consequence  of  a Memorial  presented  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  by  the  Borough  of  New  Windsor  in  pursuance  of  Section  54 
of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1888,  the  Parish  of  Clewer  Without 
was  transferred  from  Windsor  Rural  District  to  Windsor  Urban 
District  on  the  9th  November,  1920. 

The  area  thus  transferred  comprised  1,900  acres  and  included 
a population  of  5,873  persons. 

2.  On  1st  October,  1927,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Provisional 
Order  (Wokingham  Extension)  Act,  1927,  a portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Wokingham  Without  (Wokingham  R.D.)  was  transferred  to  Woking- 
ham Urban  District.  The  portion  transferred  was  2,829  acres  in 
extent  and  the  population  therein  at  the  Census  of  1921  was  1,948. 

3.  On  1st  April,  1935,  by  the  Berks  Review  Order  (1934)  made 
under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  portions  of  the  Parishes  of 
Bray  and  Cookham  (Cookham  R.D.)  were  transferred  to  Maidenhead 
Urban  District.  The  portions  so  transferred  were  : —

Previously  the  acreage  of  Maidenhead  U.D.  was  2,124  and  of 
Cookham  R.D.  27,803. 

4.  On  the  same  date  and  under  the  same  Order  a detached 
portion  of  the  Parish  of  Shinfield  (Wokingham  R.D.)  known  as 
“ Beech  Hill  ” and  situated  in  the  Parish  of  that  name  in  Bradfield 
R.D.,  was  transferred  from  Wokingham  R.D.  to  Bradfield  R.D. 

The  portion  so  transferred  was  187  acres  in  extent  with  a popu- 
lation of  15  persons.

Public  Health  matters  relating  to  the 
Districts  in  common  are  also  discussed.

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LABORATOKIES  AND  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR 
EXAMINATION  OF  MORBID  AND  OTHER  SPECIMENS. 

By  an  arrangement  with  The  Clinical  Research  Association, 
Ltd.,  Watergate  House,  York  Buildings,  Adelphi,  London,  W.C.2, 
every  medical  practitioner  practising  in  the  East  Berks  Districts 
is  provided  with  outfits  for  taking  and  transmitting  to  the  above- 
named  Association,  Swabs  for  Diphtheria,  Sputum  for  Tubercle 
and  Blood  for  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever.  The  cost  of  examination 
and  report  (of  which  a duplicate  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health)  is  defrayed  by  the  Local  Authority  of  the  District  wherein 
the  patient  resides. 

Examination  of  other  morbid  materials  may  be  arranged  for, 
and  further  information  or  outfits  supplied  on  application  to  : 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Guildhall,  Maidenhead. 

Samples  of  water  from  public  or  private  sources,  both  for  chemical 
and  bacterial  examination,  are  sent  either  to  the  above-named 
Association  or  to  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene, 
23,  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.l. 

Samples  of  milk,  both  formal  and  informal,  are  taken  by  the 
County  Police  and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  report. 
Unofficial  samples  in  addition  are  taken  in  Maidenhead  and  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  occasionally  special  samples 
are  sent  to  the  National  Institute  for  Research  in  Dairying,  at 
Shinfield,  near  Reading. 

Samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  are  taken  by  Inspectors  of  the  County 
Weights  and  Measures  Department. 

An  account  of  the  work  done  under  this  heading  is  given  for 
each  District  in  paragraph  33. 

Meat  and  carcases  of  slaughtered  animals  are  examined  locally 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  are  qualified  by  examination  to 
act  as  Inspectors  of  Meat,  etc.  See  paragraph  32  in  the  District 
Sections. 
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TERMINAL  DISINFECTION. 

Terminal  disinfection,  i.e.,  disinfection  of  premises,  clothing, 
etc.,  after  removal  to  hospital,  recovery  or  death  of  a patient 
suffering  from  a notifiable  infectious  disease  is  carried  out  in  a 
modified  form  in  all  Districts  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  an  assis- 
tant acting  on  his  behalf,  the  usual  procedure  being  by  spraying 
with  diluted  Formalin  Solution,  or  by  a Formalin  tablet  vaporising 
lamp.  In  special  cases  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  are  removed  to 
the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Maidenhead,  to  be  treated  in  the 
steam  disinfector.  Occasionally,  upon  the  request  of  the  house- 
holder or  the  doctor  in  attendance  disinfection  is  carried  out  after 
other  (non-notifiable)  diseases  such  as  Cancer.  The  cost  of  this 
process  is  borne  by  the  District  Council  concerned,  but  subsequent 
work  such  as  stripping,  cleansing,  and  re-decorating  the  room 
occupied  by  the  patient  is  borne  by  the  owner  or  occupier.

In  the  Eeport  for  1934  (pages  10 — 11)  an  account  was  given  of 
the  Scheme  formulated  by  the  Berks  County  Council,  in  reviewing 
the  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  in  East  Berks,  under  powers 
conferred  by  Sec.  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  also  of  the 
consequent  alteration  in  the  agreements  made  by  the  Maidenhead 
Corporation  (Owners  of  the  Hospital)  with  the  Councils  of  the 
respective  Districts  and  with  Windsor  Urban  District  for  the 
reception  of  cases. 

The  official  accommodation  now  is  : — 

Diphtheria  Cases. — 82  beds  in  Main  Wards  and  Side  Wards  with 
3 or  4 beds  in  Boom  Upstairs  available  for  convalescent  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever  Cases. — 16  beds  in  Main  Wards  with  3 or  4 additional 
beds  for  convalescents  in  Room  Upstairs. 

Cubicle  Block. — 6 single-bed  wards  and  2 two-bed  wards,  total 
10  beds. 

Grand  total  olbeds — 48,  with  6 (or  8)  additional  cots  or  beds 
available. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  belonging  to  Windsor  R.D.  on  the  Ham 
Island,  Old  Windsor,  has  been  abandoned  as  accommodation 
has  now  been  provided  at  the  new  Smallpox  Hospital,  Reading.

ANTE-  AND  POST-NATAL  SERVICES. 

Borough  of  Maidenhead. 

All  expectant  mothers  who  are  not  insured  under  the  National 
Insurance  Scheme  and  who  engage  with  a midwife  for  the  confine- 
ment are  eligible  for  ante-natal  examination  either  at  the  Clinic, 
5,  Castle  Hill,  on  Wednesdays  at  2.30  p.m.,  or  by  any  of  the  local 
doctors  whom  they  may  choose,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

A compensatory  fee  is  payable  to  the  midwife  in  respect  of  a case 
engaged  by  her  and  taken  out  of  her  practice  as  a result  of  this 
scheme. 

In  June,  1937,  the  local  medical  practitioners  -were  notified 
that  the  Local  Authority  had  resolved  to  extend  the  scope  of  the 
original  scheme  so  as  to  include  post-natal  examinations.  These 
examinations  are  to  be  conducted  upon  the  same  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  for  ante-natal  examinations  in  all  cases  where  the  doctor 
chosen  by  the  patient  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  further  examin- 
ation is  necessary  or  desirable  and  the  findings  to  be  endorsed  on 
the  original  forms. 

Details  of  the  Scheme  fees  payable,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  the 
corresponding  paragraph  in  previous  Reports. 


Other  Districts. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  made  arrangements  by  which 
any  woman  who  needs  treatment  in  hospital  on  account  of  abnormal 
conditions  associated  with  pregnancy  or  parturition  may  obtain 
such  treatment  at  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading,  or  the 
Radchffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  or  the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital, 
Windsor. 

Transport  by  ambulance  will  also  be  provided  if  the  doctor 
in  attendance  is  prepared  to  certify  that  such  is  necessary  in  the 
interests  of  the  patient. 
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In  cases  of  emergency  application  for  admission,  ambulance, 
etc.,  should  be  made  directly  to  the  hospital  by  the  doctor  in  attend- 
ance on  the  patient,  but  in  less  urgent  circumstances  it  is  advisable 
to  arrange  for  the  patient  to  attend  as  an  out-patient  for  preliminary 
examination  at  the  Hospital. 

Alternatively,  one  or  other  of  the  Consultants  whose  names, 
addresses  and  telephone  numbers  are  given  in  a succeeding  para- 
graph may  be  called  in  consultation  at  the  patient’s  home,  and  if 
any  bacteriological  examination  is  required  in  consequence  of  that 
consultation  the  cost  will  be  defrayed  by  the  County  Council. 

These  arrangements  hold  good  throughout  the  East  Berks 
Districts,  with  the  exception  of  Maidenhead  Borough,  for  which 
see  above.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Maidenhead  is  well  known  as  a residential  riverside  resort  and 
so  far  retains  that  character,  although  pleasure  traffic  on  the  river 
has  fallen  greatly  in  recent  years.  One  or  two  small  factories  have 
been  established  in  the  neighbourhood,  these,  together  with  certain 
large  laundries,  garages  and  a well-known  brewery,  constitute  the 
only  industries  carried  on  in  the  Borough.  Employment  is  chiefly 
provided  by  way  of  Shop-keeping,  Building  and ' allied  trades. 
Transport  work.  Clerical  work.  Professional  and  Personal  Service, 
while  for  women,  a considerable  number  are  occupied  in  Laundry 
work. 
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With  regard  to  unemployment,  it  is  difficult  to  make  any  compre- 
hensive statement  as  there  is  no  staple  industry  carried  on  in  the 
neighbourhood,  but  from  inquiry  at  the  local  Labour  Exchange  it 
would  appear  that  1938  was  a “ bad  ” year,  chiefly  on  account  of 
slackness  in  the  building  trade.  Taking  typical  weeks  throughout 
the  year,  the  actual  number  of  totally  unemployed  seldom  dropped 
below  600,  and  during  the  winter  months  was  as  high  as  679,  while 
the  usual  fall  in  the  summer-time  was  comparatively  small.  In  the 
previous  year,  which  was  more  typical  of  the  usual  run,  the  maximum 
figures  in  the  winter  months  did  not  exceed  552,  while  in  May  and 
June  they  dropped  to  335-315.  These  figures,  it  should  be  noted, 
refer  not  to  Maidenhead  only,  but  to  the  area  served  by  the  Branch 
Office  which  takes  in  the  Cookham  Kural  District  as  well.  Although 
significarit,  it  cannot  be  said  that  this  increase  in  unemployment 
caused  any  widespread  distress,  as  this  district  is  well  provided  with 
charities,  particularly  for  the  provision  of  comforts  for  the  aged,  and 
through  the  agency  of  the  Health  Visitors,  help  from  private  sources 
can  generally  be  obtained  for  children  and  families  temporarily  in 
straightened  circumstances.

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5.  BIRTHS. 

After  correction  for  residents  and  non-residents,  the  net  number 
of  Births  (live  and  still)  attributed  to  this  District  is  327,  which  is 
13  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  12  were  still  births 
and  18  or  6.12  per  cent,  illegitimate.  In  the  previous  year  there  were 
25  illegitimate  births,  giving  a percentage  of  8.28,  and  14  still  births. 

Calculated  per  thousand  of  population  the  Birth  Rate  works  out 
at  14.17,  as  compared  with  13.04  in  the  previous  year,  and  an  average 
for  ten  years  of  14.32.

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6.  DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  locally  has  to  be  corrected  for 
non-residents  who  die,  for  instance,  in  institutions  in  the  district,  and 
also  for  residents  who  die  elsewhere.  The  number  so  obtained, 
expressed  in  terms  per  thousand  of  the  population  estimated  as  at 
mid-year,  gives  the  net  Death  Rate.  In  order  to  make  this  strictly 
comparable  with  death  rates  in  other  districts,  a further  correction 
has  to  be  made  for  “ age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population,” 
otherwise  a residential  district  with  a large  porportion  of  retired 
elderly  people  would  compare  unfavourably  with  an  industrial  district 
where  young  healthy  males  preponderate.  As  explained  at  length 
in  the  Report  for  1934  (pages  198-202)  this  correction  is  applied  by  a 
factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  the  figure  so  obtained 
is  known  as  the  Standard  Death  Rate.

The  net  number  of  Deaths  attributed  to  the  district  for  1938  is 
294,  or  eleven  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  which  gives  a net  Death 
Rate  of  12.74  per  1,000  of  estimated  population.  The  average  for 
the  past  ten  years  is  12.07,  and  for  England  and  Wales  the  1938 
Death  Rate  is  11.6.

7.  INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age  there  were  22  deaths,  as 
against  9 in  the  preceding  year.  These  referred  to  19  legitimate 
infants  and  3 illegitimate,  in  addition  there  were  12  still-births,  of 
which  2 were  illegitimate. 

Maternal  Mortality.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

8.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

As  recorded  in  previous  Reports,  the  Sanitary  Staff  consists  of  one 
whole-time  qualified  Sanitary  Inspector  and  two  student  Assistants, 
one  of  whom  usually  qualifies  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  moves  on 
to  another  full-time  appointment  elsewhere.  In  addition,  there  is 
a third  student  assistant  who  acts  as  clerk,  a portion  of  his  time  being 
spent  in  work  for  the  United  Districts. 

Since  November,  1937,  a full-time  lady  clerk  has  been  employed 
in  the  Department  and  the  engagement  of  further  student  assistants 
has  been  discontinued.  The  recently  qualified  senior  student 
assistant  was  formally  appointed  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
as  from  1st  January,  1939.  On  1st  May,  1936  (Mrs.)  E.  Mary  Bell, 
M.B.,  Ch.B.,  D.P.H.,  was  appointed  as  assistant  for  the  School 
Medical  Service  and  also  to  take  charge  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  work.  Three  qualified  nurses  are  employed  for  the  combined 
offices  of  Health  Visitor,  School  Nurse  and  Child  Welfare  Officer. 
There  is  also  a full  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff  with  a Porter  and  a 
Gardener  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital.  Occasional  unskilled 
assistants  are  employed  for  out-door  work  when  required  for  special 
work,  e.g.,  during  “ Rat  Week  ” by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  inadequacy  and  inconvenience  of  the  office  accommodation 
has  been  commented  upon  in  this  paragraph  for  the  past  four  or  five 
years,  but  there  is  a likelihood  that  that  will  be  remedied  in  the  near 
future,  as  the  plans  for  the  new  Municipal  Offices  are  now  well 
advanced.

A statement  of  specimens  examined,  analyses  made,  etc.,  is  given 
in  Section  E,  paragraph  33,  under  the  heading  Analysis,  Adulteration, 
etc. 


11.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Town  Council  operate  an  Ambulance  Service,  using  two  Motor 
Ambulances,  which  are  available  at  any  time  for  use  in  Maidenhead 
and  the  surrounding  District. 

No  charge  is  made  for  its  use  in  cases  of  accident  or  sickness 
within  the  combined  areas  of  the  Borough  and  the  Cookham  Rural 
District,  but  for  journeys  outside  these  a fee  of  5s.  or  more  according 
to  length  of  journey  is  payable.

12.  HOME  NURSING. 

Home  Nursing  in  this  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Maidenhead 
and  District  Nursing  Association,  a voluntary  institution,  whose 
headquarters  are  at  Nos.  3 and  5,  Castle  Hill.  A full  description 
of  the  activities  of  this  Association  was  given  in  the  Survey  Report 
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for  1930  (pp.  35 — 37).  These  have  been  extended  still  further  by 
the  establishment  of  a branch  at  Pinkneys  Green  to  cope  with  the 
work  in  the  outl5dng  part  of  the  added  area.

— The  “ Wilderness  ” and  at  certain 
Schools,  Mondays  and  Thursdays.  Mornings  10  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m., 
afternoons  2 p.m.  to  4 p.m. 

In  addition  to  these  Clinics  the  Out-patient  Special  Departments 
at  the  Maidenhead  General  Hospital  are  also  available  for  Minor 
Operations  and  Surgical  Treatment,  Radio-graphic  Examinations, 
Ophthalmic  Treatment,  and  for  affections  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat.  The  last-named  Department  was  opened  in  June,  1937. 

Reports  upon  the  Clinics  are  as  follow  : — 

Ante  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

The  facilities  available  for  every  uninsured  expectant  mother 
who  is  resident  in  Maidenhead  and  has  engaged  with  a midwife  for 
attendance  at  confinement,  are  described  in  the  Preface. 

These  examinations,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  will  take  place  at 
the  patient’s  home  or  at  the  doctor’s  surgery,  but  in  order  to  provide 
for  cases  for  which  no  such  arrangement  can  be  made  as  well  as  for 
those  that  do  not  come  within  scope  of  the  scheme,  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  previously  held  at  No.  5,  Castle  Hill,  in  connection  with  the 
Maternity  Home  is  still  available.  Arrangements  for  the  examin- 
ation of  such  cases  on  Wednesday  afternoons  may  be  made  with 
Dr.  E.  Mary  Bell  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  Similar 
facilities  are  available  for  Post-Natal  examinations. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  providing  for  their  examin- 
ation to  be  made  by  the  doctor  chosen  by  the  patient,  the  attendances 
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at  the  Castle  Hill  Clinic  have  naturally  fallen  off  considerably,  and 
when  the  Welfare  Centre  is  accommodated  in  the  proposed  new 
building,  this  Clinic  will  be  closed. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  attendances  at  the  Clinic  were  29  and  the  number  of  mothers 
18,  while  156  mothers  were  examined  by  local  Medical  Practitioners 
under  the  Scheme  inaugurated  in  1936.  This  represents  48.7%  of 
births  notified  during  the  year. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

The  following  information  is  abstracted  from  the  Report  upon 
the  tenth  year  of  work  of  the  local  branch  Clinics  : — 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938,  there  were  50  Clinic 
meetings  on  Friday  afternoons  (from  2 p.m.)  in  the  Out-Patient  Rooms 
of  the  Maidenhead  Hospital. 

On  Wednesdays,  as  well  as  on  Fridays,  massage  and  remedial 
exercises  (the  latter  chiefly  for  school  children)  are  conducted  by 
Miss  Rita  Hale,  C.S.M.M.G.,  M.E.,  L.R.T. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  1938  was  253  ; total 
attendances  were  1,544  ; 13  patients  were  transferred  inwards  from 
other  Clinics,  and  none  outwards. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Wingfield-Morris  Hospital 
was  8,  and  the  number  discharged  8. 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  books  at  31st  December,  1938, 
was  116  ; new  patients  treated  128  ; discharged  175.

15.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  carried  on  at 
“ The  Wilderness,”  a large  old-fashioned  private  house  situated  in 
Cookham  Road  near  to  the  Town  Hall.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge 
is  Dr.  E.  Mary  Bell,  who  was  formerly  Hon.  Assistant  Physician  at 
the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Children’s  Hospital ; her  report  for  the 
year  1938  follows  : — 

Report  on  Maidenhead  Infant  Welfare  Centre  for  1938. 

Considering  the  limitations  of  the  Maidenhead  Infant  Welfare 
Centre,  because  of  the  unsuitability  of  the  premises  where  it  is  held, 
it  is  surprising  that  the  numbers  of  attendances  of  infants  continue  to 
increase.  The  total  number  of  attendances  during  the  year  was 
4,280  and  of  these  2,025  were  under  one  year  of  age,  and  2,255  were 
between  one  and  five  years  of  age.  During  the  previous  year  there 
were  3,687  attendances,  1,824  under  one  year  of  age  and  1,863  between 
one  and  five  years  of  age. 

During  1938  first  attendances  at  the  Centre  were  made  by  126 
babies  of  under  one  year,  and  34  children  of  one  to  five  years  of  age. 
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Tlie  average  number  of  children  attending  at  a session  is  88,  which 
is  really  too  many  for  the  limited  accommodation  at  “ The  Wilder- 
ness,” where  there  is  no  waiting  hall. 

During  the  year  990  infants  (440  babies  of  under  one  year  and 
550  infants  of  one  to  five  years)  were  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer,  an 
average  of  about  9 babies  and  12  toddlers  per  session. 

There  has  been  increased  dental  treatment  in  the  children  of  pre- 
school age.  Altogether  there  were  274  attendances  of  children  under 
5 years  of  age  and  not  yet  at  school  to  the  dentist.  This  included  ;

During  the  year  1938  there  were  13  Infant  Welfare  children 
attending  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  held  at  Maidenhead  Hospital. 

The  social  life  of  the  Centre  has  continued  as  far  as  possible  under 
existing  circumstances.  Particular  mention  might  be  made  of  an 
interesting  and  instructive  film  shewn  to  the  mothers  by  the  Milk 
Publicity  Council  on  the  occasion  of  their  annual  Christmas  tea. 

The  mothers  continue  to  make  good  use  of  the  penny  bank  started 
in  Coronation  Year.

The  services  and  facilities  available  for  mothers  and  children 
residing  within  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  are  summarised  in  the 
following  paragraphs. 

I.  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Midwives  practising  in  this  area  are  neither  subsidised  nor  super- 
vised by  the  Maidenhead  Local  Authority,  supervision  being  carried 
out  by  the  Berks  County  Council. 

The  total  number  residing  in  this  neighbourhood  is  13,  of  whom 
three  are  in  the  employ  of  the  County  Council  (Public  Assistance 
Institution),  six  are  in  the  employ  of  the  Maidenhead  and  District 
Nursing  Association,  and  four  are  in  private  practice  or  in  private 
Nursing  Homes. 

The  local  Maternity  Home  is  situated  at  No.  5,  Castle  Hill  {Tel. 
651),  where  it  adjoins  the  District  Nursing  Association,  at  No.  3. 
Exclusive  of  isolation  and  labour  beds,  there  are  7 beds  available  in 
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single  or  double  rooms.  One,  or  if  necessary  two  beds,  for  isolation 
purposes,  are  provided  in  a separate  block  on  the  same  site.  The  total 
number  of  cases  admitted  during  the  year  1938  was  87,  of  which  27 
were  conducted  by  the  midwives  on  the  Staff,  and  the  other  60  by 
local  doctors.  In  nine  of  the  midwives’  cases,  medical  aid  was  sought. 
The  average  duration  of  stay  was  14  days  and  ten  of  the  babies  born 
were  not  entirely  breast-fed  while  in  the  Home.  Three  of  the  infants 
were  still-born  and  four  died  within  ten  days  of  birth. 

The  notes  in  regard  to  cause  of  death  in  these  cases  are  : 
Still-born. 

1.  Breech  presentation  with  Prolapse  of  Cord. 

2.  Elderly  primipara  (45  years)  Macerated  foetus. 

3.  Macerated  foetus  (monster). 

Ten-day  Deaths. 

1.  Brow  presentation.  Forceps  delivery.  Lived  16|  hours. 

2.  Second  of  twins  born  14  hours  after  first.  Exhaustion. 

3.  Difficult  labour.  Child  lived  23  hours. 

4.  Vomiting  from  birth,  died  at  4 days. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  but  four  of  the  mothers  developed 
pyrexia,  from  which  they  recovered.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Ante-  and  Post-natal  Services  are  provided  for  by  a Scheme 
which  was  introduced  in  1936  and  extended  to  cover  Post-natal  work 
in  1937.  (For  details,  see  Keport  1937,  pages  25 — 27).  The  number 
of  attendances,  etc.,  are  given  in  paragraph  13,  “ Clinics  and  Treat- 
ment Centres.” 

The  steps  taken  to  obtain  early'information  of  deaths  arising  from 
or  in  connection  with  child-birth  for  the  purpose  of  investigation  have 
already  been  described  in  previous  Reports.  During  the  past  year 
there  were  four  maternal  deaths  in  this  District.  These  were 
investigated  in  detail  and  the  results  sent  to  the  Maternal  Mortality 
Committee  at  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

II.  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

In  addition  to  the  Maternity  Home  mentioned  above,  the  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  privately  known  as  76,  St.  Mark’s  Road,  may 
be  called  upon  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  unmarried 
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mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children.  A local  branch 
of  the  Rescue  and  Preventive  Association  is  conducted  by  Miss  Ethel 
Wilson,  at  12,  York  Road,  Maidenhead  (Tel.  Maidenhead  492), 
whereby  unmarried  mothers  may  be  accommodated  with  temporary 
shelter  and  assistance  pending  other  arrangements.  Local  charities 
occasionally  give  assistance  in  these  cases  and  generally  speaking 
the  necessary  relief  is  always  forthcoming. 

For  the  nursing  of  expectant  mothers  and  of  children  under  5 
years  of  age,  maternity  nursing  or  the  nursing  of  puerperal  fever, 
there  are  no  Nurses  employed  by  the  Local  Authority,  but  three  Nurses 
from  the  local  Nursing  Association  are  available.  During  the  year 
they  attended  34  maternity  cases  at  home  and  9 children  under  school 
age.  For  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  beds  are 
available  in  the  cubical  block  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

Altogether  ten  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  but  none  of  Puerperal 
Fever,  were  notified  during  the  year.  These  cases  were  dealt  with

III.  Health  Visiting. 

Three  whole-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed,  who  also  act  as 
School  Nurses,  etc.  A description  of  the  work  done  by  them  in  this 
connection  was  given  in  the  Report  for  1932  at  page  42.

Free  meals  are  not  given  at  the  Centre,  but  milk  is  supplied  free 
of  cost  at  home  through  the  customary  milk  purveyor,  to  nursing  and 
expectant  mothers  and  to  debilitated  children  for  periods  of  one 
month  at  a time,  or  longer  if  necessary.  The  quantity  so  supplied 
during  1938  was  901 J gallons.  Vouchers  are  given  in  suitable  cases 
to  mothers  enabling  them  to  obtain  dried  milk  and  other  baby  foods 
at  a reduced  price  from  the  local  retailers. 

IV.  Child  Life  Protection. 

The  Medical  Ofiicer  of  Health  is  nominated  as  the  person  to  whom 
notices  and  communications  relating  to  the  reception  of  children 
for  reward  should  be  addressed.  Visiting  of  the  homes  where  children 
are  so  received  is  carried  out  by  the  three  Health  Visitors,  who  visit 
regularly  at  least  once  every  three  months  or  oftener  as  occasion 
requires.  The  results  of  these  visits  are  recorded  and  reported  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

There  are  12  Homes  in  Maidenhead  where  children  are  kept  for 
payment  and  the  number  of  children  so  kept  is  about  30.  With  one 
exception — a large  Home  where  there  is  accommodation  for  25  to  30 
children — all  the  others  have  one  nurse  child  only.  Each  home  is 
visited  regularly  once  a quarter,  the  large  Home  at  least  monthly 
and  additional  visits  are  paid  as  required  to  the  other  Homes.

V.  Dental,  Orthopaedic,  etc..  Treatment. 


In  connection  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 
some  further  progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  dental  treatment 
of  children  of  pre-school  age,  and  the  year’s  total  amounted  to  274 
attendances  at  the  Dental  Clinic.  These  included  113  inspections, 
114  fillings  and  139  extractions. 

It  has  not  been  possible  yet  to  extend  dental  treatment  to  the 
mothers  who  attend  the  Centre  for  the  reason  that  this  additional 
work  cannot  be  carried  on  in  the  premises  available  at  present. 

Cases  requiring  Orthopaedic  treatment  are  referred  to  the  local 
branch  of  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  which  is  held 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Maidenhead  Hospital  weekly, 
on  Fridays  at  2 p.m.  During  the  past  year  13  children  under  5 years 
of  age  were  so  referred  from  the  Welfare  Centre,  and  in  addition 
52  children  (all  ages)  attended  the  Classes  for  Remedial  Exercises 
held  twice  weekly  in  connection  with  this  Department. 

Other  forms  of  treatment  considered  necessary  are  referred  either 
to  the  family  doctor  or  to  the  local  hospital.  Exceptionally  a case 
is  referred  to  one  or  other  of  the  special  hospitals  in  London  or  to  one 
of  the  larger  provincial  hospitals  in  Windsor  or  Reading.  In  such 
cases,  if  necessity  arises,  the  cost  of  travelling  is  defrayed  out  of  one 
of  the  local  charities,  viz.,  the  Mayor’s  Fund.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

16.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

As  already  described  in  previous  Reports,  the  main  water  supply 
of  Maidenhead  is  from  the  local  Water  Company.  A few  of  the  older 
houses  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town  derive  their  water  from  tube  wells 
driven  into  the  river  drift  gravel.  This  form  of  supply  has  proved 
quite  satisfactory  both  in  regard  to  quantity  and  quality.  The 
following  information  in  regard  to  premises  connected  has  been 
supplied  by  Mr.  Walter  Gilroy,  Collector  to  the  Company  : —

The  source  of  supply  is  from  four  wells  70  to  80  feet  deep  in  the 
chalk,  two  at  the  Works  in  College  Avenue,  Maidenhead,  and  two 
in  a field  between  Maidenhead  and  Cookham  Village.  An  additional 
boring  was  made  in  1912-13  at  Maidenhead  to  a depth  of  over  1,000 
feet  into  the  Greensand  in  order  to  obtain  a supply  of  soft  v/ater, 
but  for  various  reasons  this  supply  is  not  now  utilised. 

The  water  is  not  treated  in  any  way  but  chlorinating  plant  has 
been  installed  at  the  Cookham  Works  and  is  ready  for  use  at  any 
time.  Samples  are  taken  for  bacterial  analysis  twice  weekly  and 
so  far  have  proved  uniformly  satisfactory.  The  only  exception  that 
can  be  taken  to  the  water  is  its  hardness,  which  is  about  20  degrees. 
The  supply  is  copious,  and  provision  is  made  for  a daily  distribution 
amounting  to  32  gallons  per  head  of  population  served. 

The  water  from  the  wells  is  pumped  to  service  reservoirs,  from 
which  it  is  distributed  ; these  are  :

The  Company,  which  is  a private  one. 

derives  its  powers  from  an 

Act  of  1875,  and  several  subsequent  Provisional  Orders.  The  area 
of  distribution  covers  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  and  practically 
the  whole  of  the  surrounding  Rural  District  of  Cookham.  The  popula- 
tion so  served  is  approximately  34,000  persons. 

The  total  rainfall  taken  at  Pond  House  reservior  for  1938  was  18.03 
inches  ; for  the  previous  year  it  was  32.87  inches. 

17.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

At  present  only  part  of  the  Borough  is  drained  into  the  main 
sewerage  system.  Generally  speaking  that  portion  which  comprised 
the  Borough  prior  to  1934  is  adequately  sewered  with  the  exception 
of  small  areas  in  the  S.E.  and  N.E.,  in  which  it  is  estimated  that  there 
are  some  174  cesspools.  In  that  portion  of  the  Borough  which  was 
added  in  1934  there  are  virtually  no  sewers,  a population  of  over 
5,000  persons  draining  into  about  1,100  cesspools.  The  Council 
undertakes  to  remove  the  contents  from  these  cesspools  and  for  this 
purpose  maintain  a fleet  of  three  motor  cesspool  emptying  machines. 

In  continuation  of  comments  that  have  appeared  from  year  to 
year  in  this  paragraph,  the  following  notes  have  been  kindly  supplied 
by  Mr.  C.  T.  Read,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Drainage. 

Although  there  are  certain  lengths  of  surface  water  sewer  in  the 
Borough  there  is  no  comprehensive  surface  water  sewerage  system. 

The  great  majority  of  the  roads  are  drained  by  means  of  individual 
soakaways  sunk  into  the  chalk  or  gravel  sub-soil,  but  in  a few  parts 
this  cannot  be  done,  owing  to  an  overlying  clay  stratum  of  appreciable 
thickness. 
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Roof  water  is  almost  universally  disposed  of  by  means  of  soaka- 
ways. 

It  is  appreciated  that  there  are  objections  to  such  methods  of 
disposing  of  road  and  roof  drainage  and  the  Council  has  from  time 
to  time  given  consideration  to  this  problem,  the  last  occasion  being 
during  the  preparation  of  the  5 year  programme  of  capitable 
expenditure. 

Having  regard  to  the  engineering  difficulties  presented  in  an  area 
of  which  so  much  is  extremely  flat  the  cost  of  surface  water  sewerage 
would  be  very  heavy,  and  the  Council  has  decided  that  their  financial 
commitments  are  already  so  large  as  to  make  it  impracticable  to 
provide  therefor  in  this  5 year  plan. 

Sewerage. 

Next  year  should  see  definite  progress  in  remedying  this  incom- 
plete state  of  affairs,  for  the  Council  has  entered  into  a contract  with 
Messrs.  W.  & C.  French  Limited  in  the  sum  of  £121,077,  for  the  con- 
struction of  approximately  24  miles  of  sewers.  The  Consulting 
Engineers  are  now  entirely  engaged  in  preparing  the  contract 
particulars  for  the  construction  of  the  pumping  stations  required  to 
lift  the  sewage  to  the  disposal  works,  and  for  the  enlargement  of  these 
works  to  deal  with  the  additional  flow. 

Provision  is  being  made  in  the  design  of  these  pumping  stations 
and  additions  to  the  outfall  works  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  which 
it  is  anticipated  will  be  discharged  into  the  Borough  sewerage  system 
from  parts  of  the  adjoining  Rural  District  of  Cookham.  The  terms 
of  agreement  between  the  two  authorities  are  drawn  and  the  proposals 
of  the  Rural  District  have  been  the  subject  of  a Local  Inquiry.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  nothing  may  arise  which  will  further  delay  this 
part  of  the  Council’s  scheme. 

The  disposal  works  are  situated  in  the  area  of  the  Thames  Con- 
servancy, who  have  taken  regular  samples  of  the  effluent.  No 
complaints  have  been  received  that  these  are  unsatisfactory. 

18.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  Thames  is  closely  guarded  as  regards  pollution  by  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  and  may  be  taken  as 
free  from  any  gross  pollution.

The  Cut,  an  artificial  tributary  of  the  Thames,  receives  the  effluent 
from  the  Maidenhead  Sewage  works  and  this  again  is  carefully 
watched  by  the  Conservancy  Inspectors.  During  the  past  year  no 
adverse  report  has  been  received  upon  any  of  the  numerous  samples 
taken. 

The  Moor  Stream,  originally  a ditch  draining  the  low-lying  land 
near  the  river,  now  receives  the  surface  water  from  the  streets  in  the 
central  part  of  the  town.  From  time  to  time  it  has  been  cleaned  out, 
widened,  deepened  and  graded  so  that  a comparatively  free  flow  is 
now  obtained  in  this  otherwise  sluggish  stream.  No  gross  pollution 
occurs,  although  in  places  the  stream  looks  untidy  from  bottles,  jars, 
tins,  etc.,  thrown  in  by  children  and  others. 

19.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

As  reported  in  corresponding  paragraphs  of  previous  Reports 
the  majority  of  the  houses  in  Maidenhead  are  provided  with  water- 
closets  fitted  with  individual  flushing  cisterns  and  are  connected  by 
proper  drainage  systems  to  cesspools  or  to  the  sewers.  The  exceptions 
consist  of  176  cottage  properties  situated  at  Garden  Cottages,  West 
Street,  The  Croft  and  Bath  Road,  which  are  supplied  with  waste 
water  tipper  closets,  and  as  a result  of  the  recurring  nuisances 
occasioned  by  this  type  of  closet  and  the  faulty  condition  of  the 
drainage  in  connection  therewith,  every  attempt  is  being  made  to 
secure  their  conversion  to  washdown  closets  of  modern  design, 
together  with  new  systems  of  drainage.  Seven  such  conversions  were 
made  during  1938. 

The  survey  of  properties  which  were  included  in  this  district  by 
reason  of  the  extension  of  the  Borough  Boundaries  is  almost  complete. 
Two  privies  have  been  abolished  during  the  year  and  water-closets 
with  the  necessary  drainage  provided  in  their  stead. 

20.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Collection  of  Refuse. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  fleet  of  covered  motor 
refuse  collection  vehicles  and  to  make  occasional  use  of  a fourth 
vehicle,  the  amount  of  house  refuse  having  risen  to  approximately 
105  tons  per  week. 
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Arrangements  for  an  improved  system  of  trade  refuse  collection 
are  now  under  consideration. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  system  of  pulverising  the  house  refuse  and  compositing  with 
crude  sewage  sludge  for  the  production  of  agricultural  fertiliser  has 
been  re-instituted  by  contract  with  Agricultural  & Public  Contractors 
Limited.  The  -process  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily  without 
nuisance. 

A proportion  of  trade  refuse  is  similarly  treated,  but  certain 
innocuous  materials  are  dumped. 

Cesspool  Emttying. 

From  the  foregoing  remarks  under  " Drainage  and  Sewerage  ” 
it  is  obvious  that  the  position  as  regards  the  necessity  for  emptying 
cesspools  remains  substantially  as  in  former  years  and  the  Council 
continues  to  operate  3 motor  vacuum  machines  to  convey  the  contents 
to  the  Disposal  Works  for  treatment.

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An  Application  for  the  transfer  of  the  registered  slaughterhouse 
No.  8 was  received  and  granted,  subject  to  the  carrying  out  of  certain 
drainage  and  structural  amendments. 

A circular  letter  is  sent  every  quarter  to  the  occupiers  of  the 
slaughter-houses  drawing  their  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Bye-laws,  requiring  the  lime-washing  four  times  every  year  of  the 
internal  surface  above  the  floor  or  pavement  of  such  slaughter- 
house. 

Rag  Flock. 

Seven  samples  of  Rag  Flock  were  collected  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  analyses  and  in 
each  instance  the  flock  was  found  to  conform  with  the  Rag  Flock 
Regulations,  1912. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-six  applications  were  received  for  advice 
in  baiting  and  ridding  premises  of  rats  and  mice  and,  as  in  previous 
years,  every  effort  was  made  to  co-operate  with  the  occupiers  in 
ridding  their  premises  of  rodents. 

Rat  Week  (November  7th — 12th,  1938). 

Posters  were  exhibited  on  all  bill-posting  stations  in  the  district 
and  a Notice  inserted  in  the  local  press  calhng  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  National  Rat  Week  and  requesting  those  needing  assistance 
or  advice  to  make  application  to  the  Local  Authority.  A compara- 
tively small  number  of  applications  were  received  in  response  to  this 
appeal. 

Two  men  were  engaged  in  laying  baits  at  premises  in  respect  of 
which  applications  had  been  received  and  also  at  premises  known  in 
the  past  to  have  been  infested  and  judging  from  the  small  number  of 
complaints  since  received  the  results  appear  to  have  been  very 
satisfactory. 

Altogether  upwards  of  three  hundred  and  fifteen  premises  in  some 
ninety-five  streets  were  visited  during  the  course  of  the  week  and  an 
effort  was  made  to  bait  every  part  of  the  district  in  which  infestation 
was  suspected. 

The  three  varieties  of  poison  used  were  Klearwell  Safety  Biscuits, 
Harrison’s  ” Safety  First  ” Squill  Preparation  and  Harrison’s 
Phosphorous  Paste,

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22.  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act  and  altogether  some  138  shops  were  inspected  and 
38  Notices  served.  Details  of  the  number  and  nature  of  the  contra- 
ventions discovered  and  remedied  will  be  found  by  reference  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Eeport.  A special  inspection  was  made  of  the 
heating  facilities  available  during  the  particularly  cold  spell  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  in  several  instances  instructions  were  given  for 
additional  means  of  heating  to  be  provided.  In  most  cases,  notices 
were  complied  with  without  resort  to  Statutory  action. 

Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restrictions)  Act,  1936. 

In  consequence  of  a petition  received  from  the  small  traders, 
pointing  out  the  hardships  entailed  by  the  operation  of  the  above 
Act,  the  Council,  at  their  meeting  on  the  26th  July,  made  the  following 
Order  : — 

Shops  {Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Act,  1936. 

Shops  {Sunday  Trading)  Partial  Exemption  Order,  1938. 

The  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  in  pursuance  of  the 
power  vested  in  them  by  Section  2 of  the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading 
Restriction)  Act,  1936,  hereby  order  that  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough 
the  following  transactions  are  wholly  exempted  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  to  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

The  sale  of : 

(а)  bread  and  flour  confectionery,  including  rolls  and  fancy  bread  ; 

(б)  fish,  including  shellfish  ; 

(c)  groceries  and  other  provisions  commonly  sold  in  grocers’  shops. 
23.  CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  Borough,  but  gypsies 
occasionally  camp  in  the  Green  Lane,  adjoining  the  sewage  works 
off  Bray  Road,  which  is  a public  highway.  As  soon  as  they  are 
discovered,  the  Police  are  notified  as  the  Lane  referred  to  comes  under 
their  jurisdiction. 
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The  meadow  at  the  rear  of  the  Ritz  Theatre,  in  Bridge  Street,  is 
periodically  used  as  a fair-ground,  and  as  such  is  exempt  from 
licensing.  Public  water  supply  and  separate  water-closet  accommo- 
dation is  available. 


24.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

On  three  occasions  during  smoke  observations,  smoke  nuisances 
were  discovered  and  in  two  instances  the  nuisance  arose  through 
faulty  stoking  whilst  the  other  nuisance  arose  through  the  use  of  dusty 
fuel.  The  stokers  concerned  were  cautioned  and  requested  to  exercise 
more  care  in  the  future. 

25.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  recognised  bathing  stations  or  pools  in  the  adjacent 
reaches  of  the  Thames  or  tributaries.  There  are  two  Municipally- 
owned  Open-Air  Swimming  Baths  in  the  town.  (See  Report,  1937, 
p.  66,  for  details.) 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  during  July  from  the  Swimming 
Pool  in  Cookham  Road  and  the  Old  Bath  in  East  Street  and  submitted 
to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analyses.  The  results  revealed  that  the  water  of  the  Old  Bath  was 
highly  satisfactory  and  gave  no  reason  for  special  concern.  The 
water  of  the  new  Swimming  Pool  showed  an  excessive  amount  of 
chlorine  and  had  therefore  a low  bacterial  content.  Owing  to  the 
frequent  re-use  of  the  water  the  concentration  of  dissolved  sohds 
was  high. 

Despite  the  unfavourable  weather  during  the  season  the  new 
Swimming  Pool  was  well  patronised,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
no  less  than  36,994  admissions  were  registered. 

Expenditure  in  respect  of  the  new  Swimming  Pool  amounted  to 
£1,499  Is.  8d.  Income  comprising  mainly  admission  receipts 
£597  14s.  Od.,  and  Cafe  receipts  £17  Os.  Od.,  amounted  to  £630  16s.  3d. 

26.  DISINFESTATION. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report,  three  Council  workmen  were 
specially  trained  to  undertake  work  of  fumigation  of  verminous  houses 
and  these  men  now  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Building 
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Inspector  and  it  is  one  of  his  duties,  on  a change  of  tenancy  at  a 
Council  house,  or  on  receipt  of  a complaint  from  a tenant,  to  make  an 
inspection  of  the  property  and  if  the  premises  are  found  to  be 
verminous,  to  arrange  for  the  necessary  fumigation  or  spraying  with 
a suitable  vermicide.  Further,  13  cases  of  infestation  found  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  housing  inspections  were  dealt  with 
in  a similar  manner. 


27.  SCHOOLS. 

All  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  and  the  two  County  (Secondary) 
Schools  in  this  District  have  the  public  water  supply  laid  on  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one  small  school  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough, 
which  is  drained  to  a cesspool,  all  have  main  drainage. 

During  August,  re-constructional  work,  the  re-arrangement  of  the 
classrooms  and  the  provision  of  improved  cloakroom  and  sanitary 
accommodation  were  undertaken  and  completed  at  the  Church  of 
England  School  in  East  Street. 

Owing  to  the  frequent  stoppages  in  the  drainage  system  of  one  of 
the  private  schools,  a thorough  examination  was  made  and  it  was 
found  that  owing  to  defective  joints  to  the  section  of  sewer  service 
this  and  adjoining  properties,  roots  had  gained  access,  thus  causing 
stoppage.  This  section  of  sewer  was  accordingly  taken  up  and  relaid, 
since  when  no  further  trouble  has  arisen. 


28.  SANITARY  MATTERS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

As  outlined  in  paragraph  17  of  this  Report,  next  year  should  see 
the  main  drainage  scheme  well  in  hand. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  new  Municipal  Offices  is  being 
given  full  consideration  by  the  Council  and  the  matter  of  the 
acquisition  of  a suitable  site  and  the  preparation  of  the  necessary 
plans,  are  being  proceeded  with. 

Proposals  for  the  erection  of  a Municipal  Health  Centre  on  the 
“ Wilderness  ” site  are  well  advanced. 
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SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

29.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Progress  in  the  matter  of  Housing  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  The  work  of  reconditioning  working-class  houses 
continues  apace,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  some  of  the  older 
properties  mthin  the  original  Borough  boundaries  and,  as  in  previous 
years,  the  owners  of  properties  inspected  continued  to  show  willing- 
ness to  co-operate  with  the  local  authorities  in  maintaining  a desirable 
standard  of  housing  in  the  district. 

Sixteen  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious 
to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  of  these  three  have 
been  demolished  as  a result  of  the  making  of  Demolition  Orders, 
five  in  anticipation  of  the  making  of  such  Orders,  one  has  been  re- 
conditioned and  rendered  fit,  and  the  remaining  seven  have  been 
closed  with  a view  to  demolition  at  an  early  date. 

With  regard  to  the  17  outstanding  cases  of  overcrowding,  these 
are  being  gradually  absorbed  as  suitable  vacancies  occur  in  the  Council 
houses. 

Closing  Orders  were  made  on  seven  Underground  Rooms  which 
could  not  be  made  to  conform  with  the  Regulations,  and  one  room  was 
reconditioned  and  brought  into  conformity  with  such  Regulations. 

Calculated  from  the  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  and  number  of  habitable  houses  on  the  Rate  Book, 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  works  out  at  3.38.  Last  year 
the  figure  was  3.42.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

31.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
from  shops,  roundsmen,  etc.,  and  submitted  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  unofficial  analyses.  Twenty-two  of  the  samples  were 
found  to  be  genuine  and  the  remaining  sample  was  slightly  below  the 
standard  far  fat  content, 

The  above  samples  were  also  submitted  to  a sediment  test,  the 
results  of  which  were  satisfactory  except  in  one  instance,  where,  on 
investigation  it  was  found  that  the  straining  cloths  were  re-used  after 
washing  with  detrimental  results.  The  farmer  has  been  requested  to 
use  fresh  cloths  at  each  milking. 

There  are  now  11  farms  in  the  Borough  where  milk  is  produced 
as  one  ceased  production  on  30th  September.  At  one  of  the  farms 
an  entirely  new  system  of  drainage  to  the  cowsheds  and  dairy, 
together  with  increased  cesspool  accomniodation,  has  been  provided 
and  the  lighting  and  ventilation  improved,  as  the  new  tenant  farmer 
was  intending  to  make  application  for  a licence  to  sell  “ Accredited 
Milk.” 

32.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  9 slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  all  of  which  are 
registered,  and  these  are  visited  regularly  and  considering  that  they 
are  mostly  old  buildings,  they  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  condition. 
The  whole  of  the  meat  found  to  be  unsound  or  diseased  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  conveyed  to  the  sewage  farm  for  disposal.  One 
licensed  slaughterhouse  was  closed  during  the  year  as  the  proprietor 
was  giving  up  business. 

There  are  72  shops  in  the  Borough  where  meat  is  sold  and  frequent 
inspection  ensures  that  they  are  kept  in  a cleanly  and  proper  condition. 

Twenty-two  bakehouses  are  on  the  register  and  contraventions 
during  the  year  consisted  mainly  of  overdue  limewashing  and  in- 
frequent cleansing  of  floors. 

The  8 fried  fish  shops  were  periodically  inspected  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 
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Reference  is  made  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  to  an  appli- 
cation received  to  establish  a fried  fish  shop  in  the  Bridge  Road  area 
and  the  application  was  refused  for  the  reasons  therein  stated.

33.  ANALYSES,  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

The  facilities  for  the  examination  of  morbid  specimens  for  diag- 
nostic purposes  have  already  been  referred  to  in  the  Preface,  these 
being  the  same  throughout  all  the  Districts  in  the  combination. 

Official  samples  of  milk  are  taken  from  time  to  time  by  the  Police, 
while  similar  samples  of  Foods  and  Drugs  are  taken  by  the  Inspectors 
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of  the  County  Weights  and  Measures  Department.  In  addition  to 
these,  unofficial  samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
at  various  times  of  the  year. 

With  regard  to  water,  reliance  is  placed  upon  the  routine  samples 
taken  by  the  local  Water  Company,  whose  reports  are  open  to  in- 
spection by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  When  occasion  arises, 
samples  of  private  water  supplies,  or  where  the  public  supply  is 
obtained  through  a domestic  cistern,  are  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  results  of  these  and  other  samples  are  recorded  in 
the  following  statement.

34.  HEALTH  PROPAGANDA,  NUTRITION,  ETC. 

At  the  weekly  Welfare  Centre,  informal  instruction  is  given  to 
the  mothers  on  Health  subjects  and  occasionally  a special  address. 
Owing  to  the  unsuitability  of  the  present  premises,  formal  lectures 
are  almost  impossible,  but  adequate  provision  for  such  is  being  made 
in  the  new  premises  that  are  under  consideration. 

Leaflets  are  occasionally  distributed  and  the  well-known  magazine, 
“ Better  Health  ” is  supplied  to  all  Head  Teachers  and  others.

SECTION  F. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

35.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  the  notifications  of  Diphtheria 
numerically  exceed  those  of  Scarlet  Fever,  but  in  neither  case  is  the 

number  excessive,  namely,  24  of  the  former  and  23  of  the  latter.  Had 
it  not  been  for  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  two  Institutions,  which 
together  accounted  for  18  cases,  including  carriers,  the  record  of  6 
cases  only  amongst  a general  population  of  over  20,000  would  have 
been  a remarkably  good  one.  Towards  the  end  of  January  a nurse 
in  one  of  the  Private  Homes  was  notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria, 
thereupon  wholesale  swabbing  of  noses  and  throats  of  all  inmates 
and  staff  was  undertaken,  with  the  result  that  four  carriers  were 
discovered  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This  terminated 
the  outbreak.  Later  in  the  year  (August)  when  this  institution  had 
moved  to  more  commodious  premises  in  the  town,  a recently  admitted 
infant  was  discovered  to  be  suffering  from  nasal  diphtheria.  Again 
there  was  swabbing  of  all  staff  and  inmates,  when  one  of  the  former 
and  six  of  the  latter  were  found  to  be  infected.  The  same  procedure 
as  before  brought  the  outbreak  to  an  end.  In  April,  a case  of 
Diphtheria  was  discovered  in  the  Children’s  Ward  at  the  General 
Hospital  and  the  usual  investigation  resulted  in  five  patients  being 
transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  staff  in  this  instance  being 
free.  The  ward  was  closed  for  a period,  cleansed  and  redecorated 
and  on  resuming  no  further  cases  occurred.  The  other  six  cases 
were  dispersed  throughout  the  Borough  and  had  no  relation  with  each 
other.  All  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  there 
was  one  death— that  of  a child  from  the  General  Hospital,  whose  home 
was  outside  the  Borough. 

The  23  Scarlet  Fever  cases  (18  of  which  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital)  occurred  in  runs  of  twos  and  threes  at  different 
times  of  the  year  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  They  were  all  of  a 
very  mild  type  and  no  death  occurred,  either  from  this  or  any  of  the 
other  notifiable  diseases,  except  Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis. 

The  only  other  notifiable  disease  calling  for  comment  is  Puerperal 
Pyrexia,  of  which  10  cases  were  notified.  Four  of  these  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but  of  the  six  home-nursed  cases-two  died. 
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and  these  were  the  subject  of  special  inquiry  and  report  to  the 
Maternal  Mortality  Committee  at  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Of  the  other  diseases  notified,  there  were  6 of  Pneumonia  (one 
death),  2 of  Erysipelas  and  1 of  Ophthalmia  neonatorum,  which  was 
nursed  at  home  and  recovered  without  impairment  of  vision.  There 
were  no  cases  of  Typhoid  or  any  of  the  other  fevers  coming  under 
this  heading. 

The  Case-rate  per  1,000  of  population  for  the  principal  infectious 
diseases  for  this  District  are  ; Scarlet  Fever  0.95,  Diphtheria  1.04, 
Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid,  etc.),  0.00,  Erysipelas  0.09  ; while  the  corres- 
ponding rates  for  England  and  Wales  are  2.41,  1.58,  0.03  and  0.40 
respectively.

37.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  specific  action  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  (compulsory 
discontinuance  of  employment)  or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925  (compulsory  removal  of  patient  to  institution).

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38.  OTHER  SPECIAL  DISEASES. 

Cancer. 

There  were  40  deaths  from  cancer  (15  males,  25  females)  during 
the  past  year.  Calculated  per  1,000  of  population,  the  Cancer  Death 
Rate  for  1938  is  1.73,  while  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  1.76. 
For  the  previous  year  the  figures  were  respectively  17  males,  22 
females,  total  37,  and  rate  1.69.  The  facilities  provided  by  the 
neighbouring  hospitals  appear  to  be  adequate  for  treatment  so  far  as 
they  are  called  for  and  no  special  propaganda  work  has  been  under- 
taken.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The  Borough  of  Wokingham  is  residential  rather  than  industrial 
in  character.  The  chief  occupations  of  the  working  class  are 
similar  to  those  in  the  surrounding  district,  namely  building  and 
allied  trades,  brickmaking  and  road  transport.  As  compared  with 
other  districts  in  the  County,  there  is  a high  proportion  of  workers 
in  wood  and  furniture.  The  professions,  commerce  and  finance  also 
claim  a high  proportion,  as  does  also  personal  service  for  both  males 
and  females.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  there  are  several  large 
schools  and  well-known  educational  establishments,  which  undoubt- 
edly account  for  the  large  number  of  professional  workers.  There 
are  no  occupations  carried  on  that  can  be  said  to  have  a prejudicial 
effect  on  health. 

With  regard  to  unemployment,  it  is  difficult  to  separate  that 
which  belongs  to  the  Borough  and  that  of  the  surrounding  Rural 
District,  but  the  figures  supplied  by  the  local  Employment  Office 
indicate  that  unemployment  is  not  rife  in  the  neighbourhood.  Taking 
typical  weeks  in  the  year  as  an  index,  the  figures  referred  to  are  :

After  allowance  for  residents  and  non-residents  the  total  number 
of  Births  attributed  to  this  District  is  79  live  births  and  6 still-births, 
making  85  in  all.  Of  the  live  births,  5 are  illegitimate,  as  was  also 
one  of  the  still-births,  which  gives  an  illegitimacy  rate  of  7.06%  of 
all  registered  births.  In  the  previous  year  the  corresponding  figures 
were,  90  live  births  (6  illegitimate)  and  3 still-births.

7.  INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY.

Districts  in  the  combination  and  are  described  under  the  appropriate 
heading  in  the  Preface,  where  a list  of  Special  Clinics,  Consultants,  etc., 
will  also  be  found. 

A statement  of  specimens  examined,  analyses  made,  etc.,  is  given 
in  Section  E,  paragraph  33,  under  the  heading  “ Analyses,  Adulter- 
alton,  etc.” 

11.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

A private  Ambulance  is  available  for  hire,  the  terms  depending 
upon  distance  and  requirements,  from  Messrs.  Herring  Bros.,  The 
Garage,  Peach  Street  (Telephone  Wokingham  196). 

An  effort  is  being  made  locally  to  raise  a fund  to  provide  a St. 
John  Ambulance  for  use  in  the  district. 


12.  HOME  NURSING. 

Home  Nursing  in  this  area  is  undertaken  by  the  two  Parish 
Nurses  (St.  Paul’s  and  All  Saints’)  and  they  cover  practically  all  the 
essential  work  in  the  Borough.  The  nursing  work  in  connection  with 
the  Schools  is  carried  out  by  the  County  School  Nurse. 

13.  TREATMENT  CLINICS. 

The  local  treatment  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Wokingham  War 
Memorial  Hall  in  Denmark  Street,  and  include,  besides  the  Welfare 
Centre,  an  Ante-natal  Clinic  in  connection  with  it,  an  Orthopaedic 
Clinic  as  a branch  of  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  a 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  conducted  by  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
and  a School  Dental  Clinic  also  conducted  by  the  County. 

The  Clinic  is  also  available  for  ” First  Aid  ” in  connection  with 
Air  Raid  casualties,  and  consideration  is  being  given  to  its  being 
adapted  for  primary  treatment  of  Gas  cases. 

The  following  brief  extracts  from  the  18th  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1938,  give  an  indication  of  the  work  carried 
on,  in  addition  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  for  which  see  para.  15. 
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Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  is  conducted  in  relation  to  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Headington,  Oxford.  Transport  of  patients  is  arranged  by 
voluntary  workers.  Plaster  of  Paris  for  bandages,  etc.,  is  supplied 
free  by  a local  resident,  and  the  laundry  work  is  done  gratuitously 
by  a local  Laundry. 

The  Clinic  has  been  opened  48  times  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  Eegister  on  31st  December,  1938 
was  183. 

The  number  of  attendances  during  the  year  was  911. 

The  number  of  new  cases  was  54. 

The  number  taken  off  the  Eegister  was  4G  ; of  these  19  have  been 
discharged,  7 have  left  the  district,  10  being  transferred  to  other 
Clinics,  and  10  have  refused  further  treatment. 

The  average  cost  per  patient  over  a period  of  ten  years  is  £1 16s.  3d. 
and  1,267  patients,  making  8,856  attendances,  have  been  dealt  with 
in  that  time. 

School  Dental  Clinic. 

Since  instituting  a School  Dental  Service  for  the  County,  the 
Berkshire  Education  Committee,  by  arrangement  with  the  Woking- 
ham Clinic  Committee,  have  used  the  premises  as  a Central  Clinic  for 
children  attending  schools  in  the  Borough  and  neighbouring  villages. 
All  the  children  on  the  school  rolls  are  now  eligible  for  treatment. 

During  1938  the  total  number  of  children  in  this  area  who  were 
recommended  for  treatment  amounted  to  736  ; consent  was  given  to 
treatment  in  465  instances  ; 403  of  these  children  were  treated  and 
62  were  absent  from  the  Clinic. 

These  figures  show  that  the  percentage  of  those  treated  in  1938 
was  54.7,  as  compared  with  42.5  in  1935,  39.3  in  1934,  35.8  in  1933, 
50.5  in  1932  and  37.7  in  1931. 

Ambulance  and  A.E.P.  Work. 

In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  the  Centre  has  been  largely 
used  this  year  for  training  those  who  wish  to  join  the  Eed  Cross 
Society  as  V.A.D.s,  for  Air  Eaid  Precautions  or  Eeserves,  for  members 
of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  or  anyone  who  desires  a practical 
knowledge  of  First  Aid  work.  The  call  for  volunteers  in  this  con- 
nection has  met  with  a gratifying  response,  but  more  are  still  needed. 
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It  may  be  noted  that  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  uses  these  premises 
as  their  local  headquarters,  and  contributes  a substantial  sum 
towards  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

14.  HOSPITALS. 

Other  than  the  Public  Assistance  Institution,  there  is  no  hospital 
within  the  Borough.  For  general  cases,  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital  at 
Reading  and  occasionally  the  special  hopsitals  in  London  are  used. 
By  public  subscription  an  endowed  bed  at  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital 
is  maintained  for  the  use  of  local  patients. 

In  common  with  the  other  districts  in  this  combinaiton,  cases  of 
infectious  disease,  chiefly  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  are  accom- 
modated at  the  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital. 

Provision  is  made  for  cases  of  Small-Pox  to  be  accommodated  at 
the  County  Joint  Small-Pox  Hospital  at  Reading,  in  accordance  with 
the  County  scheme. 

15.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Memorial  Clinic  in  Denmark  Street,  which  was  opened  shortly 
after  the  Great  War,  continues  to  serve  the  needs  of  Wokingham 
Borough  and  District  in  matters  pertaining  to  Welfare  and  Clinic 
Work.  The  following  notes  abstracted  from  the  18th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Clinic  gives  an  indication  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
voluntary  work  carried  on  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  but  see  also  para.  13,  Treatment  Clinics,  for  other  activities. 

A voluntary  Welfare  Centre  has  been  conducted  on  these  premises 
for  the  past  eight  years,  a local  Medical  Practitioner  being  in  atten- 
dance weekly.  Milk,  Malt  and  Oil  are  supplied  at  reduced  rates  to 


suitable  cases.  A grant  is  received  from  the  County.

The 
attendances  have  been  very  regular. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

16.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

As  mentioned  in  a previous  Report,  the  local  Water  Company  has 
been  absorbed  in  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company  of  Frimley  Green, 
Aldershot,  which  supplies  the  whole  of  the  Borough.  There  are  now, 
as  far  as  is  known,  87  private  wells,  more  or  less  in  use  in  the  Borough. 
There  has  -been  no  scarcity  or  restriction  of  supply  throughout  the 
year,  and,  apart  from  excessive  hardness,  no  fault  can  be  found  in 
the  quality  of  the  supply. 

17.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewerage  System  of  the  Borough  was  described  in  the  Survey 
Report  for  1930  (page  80)  and  minor  alterations,  extensions,  etc.,  have 
been  noted  in  the  corresponding  paragraph  in  succeeding  Reports. 
The  purification  works  are  under  the  management  of  Mr.  R.  R.  Hole 
(Sanitary  Inspector  and  Borough  Surveyor). 

New  sewers  have  been  constructed  in  Commons  Road,  Lowther 
Road  and  Southlands  Road,  under  the  Private  Streets  Works  Act, 
1892. 

During  the  year  under  review,  6 houses  formerly  drained  to 
cesspools  and  4 premises  without  drainage  were  connected  to  the 
public  sewer. 

There  are  at  present  approximately  205  premises  not  connected 
to  the  sewer,  of  which  about  71  adjoin  a sewer  and  could  be  connected 
if  occasion  arose. 

18.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  only  local  stream  of  importance  is  the  Embrook,  which  drains 
into  the  Loddon — a tributary  of  the  Thames.  The  effluent  from  the 
Sewage  Works  discharges  into  this  stream  which,  in  consequence,  is 
closely  watched  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 
There  has  been  no  report  of  pollution  during  the  past  year,  but  one 
case  of  obstruction  has  been  remedied. 

19.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  well-established  policy  of  connecting  privies  or  pail-closets  to 
the  water  carriage  system  whenever  occasion  arises  continues  to  be 
pursued,  although  the  number  annually  so  converted  is  nov/  com- 
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paratively  small,  as  the  following  statement  shows  : In  1937,  out  of 
2,288  houses,  2,199  had  water  closets  drained  to  cesspool  or  sewer 
and  89  had  pail  (earth)  closets.  Of  the  latter,  5 were  abolished  in 
1938,  leaving  84  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

20.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A brief  description  of  the  Wet  and  Dry  Scavenging  systems  was 
given  in  the  corresponding  paragraph  of  the  Report  for  1935.  As  the 
methods  of  collection  and  disposal  remain  the  same  for  the  year 
under  review  there  is  no  need  to  repeat  that  information. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  as  required  by  the  Council’s  own  apparatus 
and  workmen  without  charge  where  no  public  sewer  is  available,  but 
otherwise  a nominal  charge  is  made  when  the  premises  are  within 
100  feet  of  a sewer. 

The  extension  of  sewers  has  been  commented  upon  from  time  to 
time  (see  paragraphs  entitled  “ Drainage  and  Sewerage  ” in  previous 
Reports,  especially  1930,  page  80  and  subsequent  Reports).  The 
practical  outcome  of  this  policy  is  shown  by  the  following  figures  ; —

Wet  Scavenging. 

The  motor-vacuum  cesspool  emptier  is  employed,  as  a rule,  on 
ten  days  a month,  the  number  of  cesspools  emptied  being  about  90, 
an  average  of  9 per  day.  The  cesspool  contents  are  disposed  of  by 
being  discharged  into  a convenient  manhole  in  the  sewerage  system. 
Most  of  the  premises  drained  to  cesspools  are  on  “ private  ” roads 
which  are  not  sewered. 

The  figures  for  1938  are  : The  number  of  cesspool  emptyings  1,297 
and  the  quantity  removed  782,508  gallons  ; and  for  the  previous  year 
(1937),  1,375  emptyings  and  1,033,500  gallons,  an  average  of  rather 
less  than  750  gallons  per  cesspool. 
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Dry  Scavenging. 

The  scheme  for  the  removal  of  house  refuse  which  has  been  in 
operation  in  the  Borough  for  the  past  30  years  and  more  was  described 
in  the  Eeport  for  1935  at  page  77.  Briefly,  it  consists  of  a weekly 
removal  by  an  S.D.  freighter,  marketable  material  is  sorted  out  and 
the  residue  burnt,  the  ash  being  used  to  level  up  hollows  at  the 
sewage  works.

22.  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Forty -two  inspections  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1934.  Two  contraventions  were  discovered  (1)  the  lack  of 
washing  facilities,  which  were  provided  after  verbal  notice  had  been 
given ; and  (2)  the  lack  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing 
facilities,  the  action  in  this  case  being  temporarily  suspended  whilst 
the  tenant  secures  more  suitable  premises. 
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23.  CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  at  present  two  plots  in  the  Borough  occupied  as  camping 
sites,  both  being  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Stanley  Road. 

The  first  site,  between  Nos.  4 and  5,  Stanley  Road,  is  occupied 
by  two  caravans  used  for  sleeping  and  a shed  used  as  a living  and 
work  room.  Two  adults  and  one  child  occupy  one  caravan  and  two 
adults  and  two  children  the  other.  On  the  second  site  there  are  two 
caravans  occupied  in  each  case  by  two  adults,  and  in  addition  a shed 
licensed  annually  by  the  Council  used  as  a living  room. 

Water  is  laid  on  from  the  main  to  two  standpipes,  and  two  earth 
closets  used  are  kept  in  a sanitary  condition. 

Neither  of  the  plots  are  at  present  licenced  under  Section  269  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  matter  being  under  consideration. 

24.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  is  called  for  in  this  District  in  regard  to  Smoke  Abate- 
ment under  the  Act  of  1926. 

25.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

A description  of  the  excellent  (privately  owned)  Swimming  Bath 
and  Childrens’  Pool  was  given  in  the  corresponding  paragraph  in  the 
Report  for  1937,  at  page  95.  The  same  amenities  and  facilities  were 
available  during  the  year  under  review. 

26.  DISINFESTATION. 

No  systematic  work  is  undertaken  with  regard  to  disinfestation. 
Five  Council  houses  were  treated  for  bed  bugs.  When  repairs  and 
decorations  were  being  carried  out,  the  infested  rooms  were  subjected 
to  fumigation  by  “ Cimex  ” and  a blow  lamp  was  used  where  necessary 
on  holes  in  the  walls,  etc. 

Four  privately  owned  houses  were  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s 
staff,  3 infested  with  bugs  and  1 with  fleas.  The  cost  of  disinfestation 
varied  according  to  the  degree  the  house  was  infested. 

Tenants  are  advised  after  disinfestation  to  observe  scrupulous 
cleanliness  in  their  houses  and  to  exercise  great  caution  when  purchas- 
ing second-hand  furniture  and  bedding. 
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27.  SCHOOLS. 

All  the  five  public  elementary  schools  in  the  Borough  are  supplied 
with  water  from  the  public  mains  and  are  drained  to  the  public  sewer. 
The  closets  are  of  the  automatic  flush  type  and  no  exception  can  be 
taken  to  their  sanitary  condition.  The  conditions  as  to  infectious 
disease  are  dealt  with  in  paragraphs  35  and  36  (Table  IV). 

28.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

In  reference  to  the  corresponding  paragraph  in  the  previous  year’s 
Report,  the  extension  of  the  public  sewer  in  the  three  roads  mentioned 
has  now  been  completed. 

The  matters  now  arising  for  attention  are  : 

(1)  The  consideration  of  certain  groups  of  property  with  a view 
to  effecting  Clearance  Areas,  and  the  demolition  of  the  block  of  ancient 
houses  at  the  corner  of  Rose  Street  and  Cross  Street,  which  are  now  in 
a dangerous  condition. 

(2)  The  compulsory  provision  of  Regulation  Dustbins  uniformly 
throughout  the  town  (Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  75). 

(3)  Conversion  to  automatic  flush  of  so-called  “ hand-flushed  ” 
water  closets,  of  which  there  are  a considerable  number  in  the  town. 

(4)  Consideration  of  the  question  of  instituting  Controlled  Tipping 
of  the  collected  refuse  instead  of  burning  in  the  open,  as  now  practised. 
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SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

29.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

There  is  little  to  add  to  what  appeared  in  this  paragraph  in  the 
Report  for  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  houses  at  present  owned  by  the  Borough  is  79, 
20  of  which  were  taken  over  from  the  Rural  District  when  the  bound- 
aries were  extended  on  1st  October,  1927. 

The  Council  are  at  present  embarking  on  Clearance  Schemes  in 
respect  of  old  property  at  the  bottom  end  of  Rose  Street,  and  a row 
of  cottages  off  Rose  Street  known  as  Queen’s  Terrace.  The  Schemes 
will  include  24  houses,  and  the  preliminary-  work  is  being  proceeded 
with. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a block  of  five  very  old  half-timbered 
cottages  at  the  corner  of  Rose  Street  and  Cross  Street  have  now  fallen 
into  a ruinous  state  and  are  past  saving.  These  cottages  were  quite  a 
feature  of  the  town  while  in  occupation,  but  were  vacated  in  antici- 
pation of  a building  scheme  which  has  not  matured.  Unfortunately, 
efforts  to  preserve  them  have  failed,  and  so  Wokingham  loses  one  of 
its  ancient  land-marks. 

Calculated  from  the  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  and  number  of  habitable  houses  on  the  Rate  Book, 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  works  out  at  3.25.  Last 
year  the  figure  was  3.28.

32.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Of  the  5 slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough,  3 are  registered  and  2 
are  licensed,  the  latter  being  comparatively  new  structures.  With 
one  exception,  which  is  kept  up  to  fair  standard  of  cleanliness  only 
by  frequent  visits  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Assistant,  no 
exception  can  be  taken  to  the  condition  of  the  others.  The  fish  stores 
are  clean  and  well  kept. 

The  11  bakehouses  in  the  Borough  are  all  well  kept  and  regularly 
lime-washed  ; 42  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made. 
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It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any  formal  notice  with  regard  to 
their  sanitary  condition.

33.  ANALYSES,  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  samples  of  milk  are  taken 
by  the  Police,  and  of  other  food  stuffs  and  drugs  by  Inspectors  of  the 
County  Weights  and  Measures  Department. 
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Milk,  etc. 

Of  the  former,  9 samples  were  taken,  one  of  which  was  deficient 
in  non-fatty  solids.  Of  the  latter,  one  informal  sample  of  each  of  the 
following  substances  were  taken : Camphorated  Oil,  Cheese,  Cinna- 
mon (ground).  Cinnamon  (stick).  Cream,  Egg  substitute.  Mustard, 
Oatmeal,  Olive  Oil,  Rice  (ground).  All  proved  genuine. 

Water  Samples. 

Two  samples  were  taken  by  the  Local  Sanitary  Inspector,  one  for 
chemical  and  one  for  bacteriological  examination,  from  a well  supplying 
a sports  pavilion.  The  results  showed  that  the  water  was  unfit  for 
drinking  purposes,  and  the  supply  was  marked  accordingly.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

35.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

As  may  be  noted  from  Tables  I and  III  below,  the  number  of  cases 
notified  of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases  varies  greatly  from  year 
to  year.  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  are,  numerically  the  most 
important  of  these,  and  this  year  the  latter  was  in  the  ascendant  with 
11  cases  as  against  4 in  the  previous  year,  while  Scarlet  Fever  accoun- 
ted for  only  3 cases  as  against  28  in  1937.  Four  of  the  Diphtheria 
cases  occurred  in  February,  namely,  two  cases  in  each  of  two  adjacent 
houses  in  an  outlying  part  of  the  Borough.  Two  unconnected  cases 
occurred  in  May,  two  more  in  different  streets  in  August,  one  in 
September  and  two  more  in  November,  so  that  with  the  exception  of 
the  first  four,  one  of  which  ended  fatally,  no  relationship  could  be 
traced  amongst  them.  As  for  the  three  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  except 
that  they  were  of  the  mild  variety,  there  w^as  no  common  factor  to  be 
noted.  Two  occurred  in  January,  and  one  in  March. 

The  only  other  disease  notified  (apart  from  Tuberculosis)  was 
one  fatal  case  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  in  the  month  of  February. 

The  average  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  annually 
during  the  past  four  years  is  6.4  and  Scarlet  Fever  16. 

The  Case-rate  per  1,000  of  population  of  the  principal  infectious 
diseases  for  this  District  are  : Scarlet  Fever,  0.39  ; Diphtheria,  1.47  ; 
Enteric  Fevers  (Typhoid,  Paratyphoid,  etc.)  0.00,  Erysipelas  0.00. 
The  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  are  : 
2.41,  1.58,  0.03  and  0.40  respectively.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  specific  action  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  (compulsory 
discontinuance  of  employment),  or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925  (compulsory  removal  of  patient  to  institution),  now 
incorporated  in  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
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Five  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  ntoified  in  this 
district  during  the  year  1938.  There  was  only  1 death  of  a previously 
notified  case,  a male  aged  59.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT. 

This  district,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  is  called  “ Rural  ” is  more 
of  a residential  and  riverside  resort  area  than  agricultural.  According 
to  the  Census  returns  the  proportion  of  agricultural  labourers  is  lower 
than  that  of  the  County  generally,  but  there  is  a corresponding 
increase  in  the  number  returned  as  gardeners.  The  proportion  of 
males  in  personal  service  is  also  high,  as  well  as  that  of  females  in 
domestic  service.  Persons  engaged  in  professional  service  reach  a 
high  figure,  all  of  which  is  in  acordance  with  the  description  of  the 
district  given  above. 

Brick  and  tile  making  and  building  trades  are  the  chief  occupations 
amongst  employed  males,  otherwise  the  distribution  of  employment 
is  similar  to  that  of  the  adjoining  Borough  of  Maidenhead. 

As  to  unemployment,  this  is  very  much  the  same  as  for  Maiden- 
head, where  the  chief  Employment  Office  is  situated.  Since  separate 
figures  are  not  obtainable  it  may  be  taken  that,  as  in  the  case  of 
Maidenhead,  unemployment  is  not  excessive  and  that  it  has  similar 
seasonal  fluctuations  with  weather  conditions.

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7.  INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  10  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  one  of 
which  was  illegitimate.  The  total  was  the  same  in  the  preceding 
year.  In  addition  there  were  4 Still-births  (one  illegitimate). 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  was  1 death  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  which  gives  a Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  of  6.25  per  1,000  when  calculated  upon  the  160  total 
(live  and  still)  births,  or  a rate  of  0.09  per  1,000  when  calculated  upon 


the  estimated  population  of  10,350.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

8.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

The  staff  consists  of  one  whole -time  Santiary  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  H. 
Joynt),  who  is  also  Building  Surveyor  and  Superintendent  of  Scaven- 
ging, two  out-door  assistants  (unqualified)  and  a clerical  assistant 
(shorthand  typist). 

New  and  more  commodious  premises  have  been  provided  for  office 
work  at  38a,  High  Street,  Maidenhead.  {Tel.  Maidenhead  1590). 

9.  LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE. 

The  following  is  a list  of  Adoptive  Acts,  Byelaws  and  Local 
Regulations  relating  to  Public  Health,  in  force  in  this  district : — 

Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Section  66  (Provision  of  Fire-plugs) 
applicable  to  whole  of  District,  now  incorporated  in  the  Fire  Brigades 
Act,  1938  ; Section  161  (Provision  of  Street  Lighting)  applicable  to 
the  Parishes  of  Bray,  Cookham  and  White  Waltham  only. 

Infectious  Disease  (Prevention  )Act,  1890. 

Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  Part  III,  1890. 

Certain  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act, 
1907,  came  into  force  on  23rd  November,  1936,  namely  : 

Sections  15,  16  and  23  (subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  33 
and  certain  other  limitations)  comprised  in  Part  II  (Streets  and 
Buildings)  ; and 

Sections  35,  44,  45  and  49  comprised  in  Part  III  (Sanitary 
Provisions). 

Section  39  comprised  in  Part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1925 
relating  to  Sanitary  Provisions,  came  into  force  for  the  contributory 
places  of  Bray,  Cookham  and  White  Waltham  on  24th  May,  1937. 

All  the  above  are  now  superseded  by  incorporation  in  the  corres- 
ponding Sections  of  the  new  Public  Health  Act  of  1936,  which  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1937. 
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Byelaws. 

The  following  Byelaws  relating  to  : 

Open  Spaces  (under  Open  Spaces  Act,  Section  5,  1887,  and  the 
Commons  Act,  1899,  Sections  1 and  7)  ; 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  (under  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act,  1885,  Section  9 (2)  ). 

Both  these  sets  of  Byelaws  were  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  in  1903. 

Paving  of  Yards  (Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890, 
Sec.  23). 

The  above  Byelaw  was  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
in  1914. 

Byelaws  made  under  the  Commons  Act,  1899,  applicable  to  the 
Moor  and  Odney  Common,  dated  13th  February,  1934  : 

New  Streets  and  Buildings  (Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Section  157) 
also  the  additional  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Acts 
(Amendment)  Act,  1890,  Section  23.  Confirmed  5th  February, 
1936. 


10.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  laboratory  facilities  are  the  same  for  this  as  for  the  other 
Districts  in  the  combination  and  are  described  under  the  appropriate 
heading  in  the  Preface,  where  a list  of  Special  Clinics,  Consultants, 
etc.,  will  also  be  found. 

A statement  of  specimens  examined,  analyses  made,  etc.,  is  given 
in  Section  E,  paragraph  33,  under  the  heading  “ Analyses,  Adulter- 
ation, etc.” 


11.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  general  and  accident  cases,  the  Borough  Ambulance  Service, 
Maidenhead,  towards  which  the  District  Council  makes  an  annual 
contribution,  is  available,  and  for  infectious  cases  the  Maidenhead 
Isolation  Ambulance. 
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12.  HOME  NURSING. 

For  that  part  of  Cookham  Rural  District  which  adjoins  Maidenhead 
Borough,  the  home-nursing  services  of  the  staff  of  the  Maidenhead 
and  District  Nursing  Association,  3 and  5,  Castle  Hill,  Maidenhead 
{Tel.  651)  are  available.  This  Association  has  a branch  establishment 
at  Pinkneys  Green  which  covers  the  area  formerly  in  the  Cookham 
Rural  District,  but  now  incorporated  with  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead. 
The  name  and  address  of  the  nurse  stationed  there  is  Mrs.  Glover,  87, 
Pinkneys  Road,  Maidenhead  {Tel.  Maidenhead  975). 

For  the  rest  of  the  district  the  County  (formerly  Parish)  Nurses 
are  available  ; their  names  and  addresses  will  be  found  in  the  Preface. 

13.  TREATMENT  CLINIC. 

There  are  no  treatment  clinics  established  in  this  District,  but 
those  at  Maidenhead,  as  well  as  the  County  Clinic  at  Reading,  are 
available.  See  list  of  such  in  Preface. 

14.  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  in  this  District ; but  adequate  facilities 
are  available  at  the  Maidenhead  General  Hospital,  also  the  General 
Hospitals  in  Windsor  and  Reading  and,  as  occasion  requires,  special 
hospitals  in  London.  Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are 
accommodated  by  arrangement  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital, 
Maidenhead.  It  may  also  be  remarked  here  that  the  Nursing  Homes 
in  Maidenhead  are  available  for  patients  residing  in  the  Cookham 
Rural  District. 

In  this  connection  it  is  worth  while  mentioning  an  old  established 
Charity,  which,  in  virtue  of  its  very  age,  is  apt  to  be  overlooked. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  E.  Bannard,  of 
Littlewick  (a  former  member  of  the  Cookham  Rural  District  Council) 
for  the  following  note  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  rescue  the  said  Charity 
from  oblivion. 

Extract  from  Report  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  on  the  Parochial 
Charities  of  Hurley,  Berks,  as  ordered  by  the  House  of  Commons  to 
he  printed,  27th  June,  1910. 
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WILLCOCKS  CHAKITY. 

The  bequest  of  the  testators  is  in  the  following  terms  : — 

Joseph  Willcocks  by  his  will  dated  24th  March  1788  (proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  on  7th  January  1792)  gave  £2,6oo 
Consolidated  Reduced  Bank  Annuities  to  the  treasurer  for  the  time 
being  of  the  Westminster  Infirmary  in  James  Street,  Westminster,  to 
be  applied  towards  carrying  on  the  charitable  designs  of  the  said 
Infirmary  in  memory  of  Joseph  Willcocks,  many  years  Dean  of 
Westminster  Abbey,  and  it  was  his  will  that  on  account  of  this  legacy 
the  trustees  and  governors  for  the  time  being  of  such  Infirmary  should 
consent  to  receive  for  ever  yearly  as  in-patients  at  least  three  proper 
patients  who  should  be  sent  to  them  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
the  parish  of  Hurley,  in  Berkshire,  such  patients  being  inhabitants 
of  the  said  parish.  The  will  also  contains  a like  direction  in  respect  of 
patients  from  each  of  the  parishes  of  Thames  Ditton,  in  Surrey,  and 
Bromley,  in  Kent. 

The  Overseers  of  the  parish  of  Hurley  -occasionally  send  an  in- 
patient to  Westminster  Hospital  by  virtue  of  this  bequest.  The 
number  of  patients  sent  does  not  exceed  one  in  three  years,  and  from 
a report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Parish  Council  it  appears  that 
between  1868  and  1895  only  three  patients  were  sent. 

15.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  is  no  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  this  District, 
but  the  one  at  Maidenhead  is  used  by  those  living  in  the  neighbouring 
villages.  Home  visiting  is  done  by  the  County  Nurses. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

16.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Public  Companies  supplying  this  District  with  water  are  : — 

(a)  The  Maidenhead  Water  Company,  College  Avenue,  Maiden- 
head, which  supplies  practically  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District, 
with  the  exception  of  the  extreme  northern  portion  of  the  Parish 
of  Bisham.  Samples  of  the  Maidenhead  Company’s  water  are 
taken  at  the  two  Pumping  Stations  twice  weekly  by  the  Works 
Manager  for  bacterial  analysis,  and  these  have  proved  uniformly 
satisfactory.  A chlorinating  apparatus  has  been  installed  at  the 
Cookham  works  and  can  be  brought  into  operation  at  any  moment 
if  necessary. 

(b)  The  Marlow  Water  Company  Ltd.,  13,  High  Street,  Marlow, 
which  supplies  the  northern  area  of  the  District  not  supplied  by  the 
Maidenhead  Water  Company.  Their  supply  is  not  chlorinated. 

(c)  The  Wokingham  Rural  District  Council,  who  are  themselves 
water  undertakers,  supply  one  stand-pipe  at  Knowl  Hill,  in  the  Parish 
of  Hurley,  and  also  serve  a few  dwelling-houses  in  the  vicinity  of 
Cockpole  Green  in  the  same  Parish.  Their  supply  is  now  chlorinated. 

A deep  boring  has  been  made  at  Beenham’s  Heath  in  the  Parish 
of  White  Waltham  for  the  Mid- Wessex  Company  (see  Report  for 
1936,  page  107),  and  is  now  in  use,  but  this  Company  does  not  supply 
water  in  the  Cookham  Rural  District. 

Samples  of  water  from  private  wells  and  other  sources  to  the 
number  of  44  were  taken  for  analysis  during  the  year.  Of  these  17 
were  good,  6 passable,  and  22  unfit.  In  the  locality  known  as  Spade 
Oak  adjoining  the  river  Thames  on  the  extreme  northern  boundary 
of  the  district,  there  have  been  altogether  at  various  times  some 
38  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  wells,  etc.,  supplying  the  dwellings 
there  that  are  mostly  used  as  summer  residences.  The  results  were  : 
Good  17,  Passable  3,  Unfit  18.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  cost 
of  laying  on  a public  supply  to  this  outlying  area  would  be  about 
£1,000,  and  the  question  of  the  Council  acting  as  guarantors  to  the 
local  Water  Company  is  being  considered. 
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The  following  list  giving  the  number  of  premises  supplied  by  the 
Maidenhead  Water  Company  has  been  kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  Walter 
J.  Gilroy,  the  Collector  to  the  Company.

17.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Drainage. 

With  regard  to  surface  water  drainage,  there  is  nothing  to  add 
to  what  appeared  under  this  heading  in  the  Report  for  1936,  page  108, 
and  again  in  the  Report  for  1937,  page  116.  Progress  under  the 
voluntary  scheme  for  cleansing  the  lower  reaches  of  The  Cut  has 
been  suspended  pending  the  action  of  the  Conservators  of  the  River 
Thames  under  Section  4 (1)  (6)  of  the  Land  Drainage  Act,  1930.  The 
scheme  put  forward  by  that  body  for  the  abolition  of  the  Internal 
Drainage  Districts  within  the  Thames  catchment  area  has  now  been 
confirmed  by  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
it  is  hoped  that  when  the  Conservators  are  invested  with  the  necessary 
powers  a comprehensive  scheme  for  relieving  flooding  in  and  around 
the  village  of  Bray  will  be  undertaken. 

Sewerage. 

No  part  of  this  District  is  sewered,  but  Wet  Scavenging  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council  in  the  more  populous  parts  (see  paragraph  20). 
The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Cookham  and  Bray,  first 
mooted  in  1914  (see  Annual  Report  for  that  year,  page  90)  and 
revived  in  1933  (see  Report  for  that  year,  page  83  and  corresponding 
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paragraphs  in  subsequent  Reports)  has  made  progress  in  so  far  that 
the  Civil  Engineers,  Messrs.  Howard  Humphreys  & Sons,  of  17, 
Victoria  Street,  Westminster,  have  now  prepared  the  necessary  Forms, 
Plans,  etc.,  for  a Public  Enquiry  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  which  is 
to  be  held  at  Maidenhead  on  the  4th  April,  1939.  Sanction  for  the 
scheme  has  since  been  received. 

18.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

These  were  described  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1930,  page  104. 
There  is  nothing  further  to  add  to  that  account. 

19.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  figures  representing  the  closet 
accommodation  were  approximately  : Water  Closets  3193,  Earth 
(Pail)  Closets  344,  Privies  67.  During  the  year  2 privies  were  abolished 
and  pail  closets  substituted,  4 privies  were  abolished  and  water  closets 
substituted  and  60  pail  closets  were  converted  into  water  closets.  All 
new  dwelling-houses  are  provided  with  water  closets.  Taking  these 
into  consideration,  together  with  the  conversions,  the  position  at  the 
end  of  the  year  is  (approximately)  : Water  Closets  3303,  Earth  (Pail) 
Closets  286  and  Privies  61. 

20.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  question  of  Public  Cleansing,  i.e.,  Wet  and  Dry  Savenging, 
was  discussed  at  length  in  the  Report  for  1933  (pages  84 — 88)  and  an 
account  of  the  projected  scheme  was  given  in  the  Report  for  1934 
(pages  92 — 93).  That  scheme  is  now  in  operation  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  Mr.  J.  H.  Joynt  (Sanitary  Inspector),  who  has  supplied 
the  material  for  the  following  account. 

Wet  Scavenging. 

Wet  Scavenging,  i.e.,  cesspool  emptying,  is  carried  on  in  four  of 
the  seven  parishes  in  this  District ; the  parishes  which  are  not  so 
scavenged  are  Waltham  St.  Lawrence,  Shottesbrooke  and  Hurley. 
In  the  parishes  of  Bisham  and  White  Waltham  the  work  is  done  by  a 
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private  contractor  who  undertakes  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and  the 
disposal  of  their  contents.  In  the  parishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham 
the  Council’s  own  employees  and  vehicles  (two  1,000  gallon  Dennis 
vacuum  machines)  do  the  work  and  the  contents  are  disposed  of  by 
broad  irrigation  at  two  disposal  sites,  one  in  each  of  the  parishes 
named. 

Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  dealing  with  the  number  of 
applications  for  cesspool  emptying  in  the  parishes  of  Bray  and 
Cookham.  The  employment  of  staff  on  overtime  is  still  being 
continued  and  the  Council  are  giving  consideration  to  the  purchase 
of  a dual  purpose  machine,  i.e.,  a chassis  with  interchangeable  refuse 
collection  and  cesspool  emptying  bodies. 

When  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham  are  sewered, 
the  following  number  of  houses  will  probably  be  connected  to  the 
sewers,  and  the  use  of  their  respective  cesspools  will  be  discontinued. 
The  net  result  of  this  is  shown  below  :

During  the  financial  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1939,  the  cesspools 
emptied  by  the  private  Contractor  in  Bisham  and  White  Waltham 
numbered  610  at  the  contract  price  of  £325,  or  at  a rate  of  10s.  8d. 
per  cesspool.  For  the  previous  year  (1937-38)  the  corresponding 
figures  were  581  cesspools  at  £300,  or  10s.  4d.  per  cesspool. 

In  Bray  and  Cookham  during  the  same  period,  and  by  direct  labour, 
4,974  cesspools  were  emptied  of  7,062,000  gallons  of  sewage  on  298 
working  days,  at  a cost  of  £2,197  Os.  Od.,  or  6s.  2|d.  per  1,000  gallons, 
i.e.,  the  nominal  contents  of  one  cesspool.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  the  previous  year  are  4,908  cesspools,  6,841,000  gallons,  310  work- 
ing days,  total  cost  of  £2,178  13s.  Od.,  or  6s.  4|d.  per  1,000  gallons. 
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The  expenses  of  the  above  services  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,

Dry  Scavenging. 

Dry  Scavenging,  i.e.,  removal  of  household  refuse,  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  own  employees  and  vehicles  (two  Dennis  covered 
vans,  each  of  10  cubic  yards  capacity)  in  all  seven  parishes  of  the 
District,  the  collection  being  weekly.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping,  at  three  sites,  these  being  disused  pits.  A further 
pit  has  been  filled,  making  two  since  the  scheme  was  commenced. 
Another  site  has  been  acquired  near  Nightingale  Lane,  Cookham. 

Like  the  Wet  Scavenging  Schemes,  where  increased  cost  has  been 
reported,  this  service  has  also  been  worked  to  its  maximum  capacity 
in  order  to  deal  with  the  increasing  volume  of  refuse  to  be  collected 
and  disposed  of.  The  part  time  services  of  a further  workman  have 
been  found  necessary  during  the  year.  This  increase  is  again  due  to 
building  activities  and  the  provision  of  refuse  bins  appears  to  increase 
the  yield,  for  it  is  found  that  where  refuse  bins  are  not  in  use,  a small 
bucket  or  pail  is  utilised  for  storage  of  house  refuse  and  the  house- 
holder appears  to  deal  with  any  surplus  by  burning  or  “ some  other 
method.” 

During  the  financial  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1939,  1,140  loads, 
or  approximately  3,070  tons,  were  collected  in  270  working  days  and 
disposed  of  at  a total  cost  of  £1,913  Os.  Od.,  or  12s.  7|d.  per  ton. 

In  the  previous  year  the  figures  were  1,184  loads,  or  3,083  tons, 
total  cost  of  £1,812  5s.  7d.,  or  at  the  rate  of  11s.  9d.  per  ton.

J.  Drainage.

Drainage  systems  were  relaid  or  repaired  to  13  existing  dwelling 
houses,  after  service  of  notice. 

K.  Verminous  Premises. 

One  cottage  only  was  found  to  be  infested  and  disinfestation  was 
carried  out  by  this  Council,  the  Owner  of  the  premises  bearing  the  cost. 

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  with  Cimex  preparation  or  by  spraying 
with  solution.  (See  also  paragraph  26.) 

L.

Considerable  activity  has  taken  place  in  the  District  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  above  Acts.

3d.,  towards  which  this  Council  contributed  £3,570  by  way  of 
grant. 

It  is  anticipated  that  early  in  the  forthcoming  year  the  whole  of 
the  village  of  Bisham  will  have  been  reconditioned  under  the  above 
Acts.

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22.  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

The  majority  of  the  village  shops  are  of  the  Owner-occupier  type 
where  no  staff  is  employed,  and  ofhces  are  usually  of  the  domestic 
sort  in  connection  with  an  occupation  carried  on  at  home. 

Systematic  inspection  and  recording  of  results  in  the  case  of  the 
larger  and  lock-up  shops  has  been  begun,  34  special  visits  having  been 
made  for  that  purpose. 

23.  CAMPING  SITES. 

During  the  year,  6 applications  for  camping  licences  were  received, 
under  Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  2 licences  were  refused 
and  4 granted,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  viz.,  compliance  with 
Byelaws  relative  to  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds,  the  siting  of  tents  or 
caravans  so  as  to  have  a distance  of  not  less  than  15  feet  between  any 
two  tents  or  caravans,  and  the  provision  of  approved  Sanitary 
Accommodation  (Water  Closets  or  Elsan  Closets). 

The  Water  Supply  to  the  sites  in  question  was  by  tube  wells  in 
two  cases  and  Main  Water  Supply  for  the  remainder.  Samples  of 
water,  other  than  Main,  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  found  to  be  fit  for  domestic  purposes,  the  applicant  for  licence 
bearing  the  cost  of  analysis. 

Generally  speaking.  Camping  Sites  were  well  maintained  during 
the  year  and  no  complaints  were  made. 

At  the  village  of  Hurley,  The  Camping  Club*of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  are  using  a rather  extensive  area  of  land  for  camping  purposes, 
and  the  Minister  of  Health  has  granted  this  organisation  a Certificate 
of  Exemption.  A sample  of  well  water  from  this  site  was  found  to  be 
fit  for  domestic  purposes  on  bacteriological  examination.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  conditions  at  this  site  were  excellent,  due  generally 
to  the  rather  strict  code  of  camping  instituted  by  the  Club.

24.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Action  under  this  heading  is  not  necessary  in  this  District. 

25.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  four  places  in  this  District  where  swimming  is  open  to  the 
public  ; these  are 

(1)  A privately-owned  swimming  bath  in  the  village  of  Waltham 
St.  Lawrence  ; 

(2)  Odney  Common  Swimming  Pool  at  the  weir  of  that  name  on 
the  River  Thames  ; 

(3)  Hurley  Swimming  Pool  at  Hurley  Weir  on  the  Thames  ; 

(4)  Quarry  Wood  Road  Pool  on  a backwater  of  the  Thames  near 
Marlow. 

With  regard  to  the  first,  this  is  in  enclosed  private  ground  and  is 
really  an  artificial  enlargement  of  what  was  formerly  a pond  fed  by 
land  drains.  The  water  is  derived  largely  from  a well  dug  in  the 
vicinity  and  circulation  is  maintained  by  continuous  pumping  through 
a filter,  but  there  is  no  chlorinating  plant  installed.  There  is  good 
dressing-box  accommodation  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  well 
kept.  A sample  of  water  from  this  swimming  pool  was  submitted 
for  bacteriological  analysis  and  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This 
appeared  to  be  due  to  lack  of  chlorination  and  the  owner  has  been 
advised  to  provide  a chlorinating  plant. 

Odney  Common,  which  adjoins  the  second  mentioned,  is  under 
control  of  the  Parish  Council  and  is  subject  to  the  Byelaws  of  the 
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District  Council  (see  paragraph  10).  Dressing  shelters  are  provided 
and  there  are  also  sanitary  conveninces  supervised  by  an  employee 
of  the  Parish  Council. 

The  third  pool  at  Hurley  is  similar,  but  the  conveniences,  etc., 
are  supervised  by  an  employee  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 

The  fourth  Pool  is  of  a like  nature,  and  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Marlow  Urban  District  Council. 

26.  DISINFESTATION. 

No  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  bug-infested,  and  consequently 
none  disinfected  during  the  year.  One  other  house  was  found  to  be 
bug-infested  and  badly  infested  with  fleas.  The  methods  employed 
for  disinfestation  are  by  “ Cimex  ” preparation,  and  spraying  with 
“ Zaldecide  ” Solution.  The  letting  of  Council  houses  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Housing  Manager  of  the  Council,  who,  along  with  the 
Surveyor  is  responsible  for  this  matter. 

When  premises  are  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin,  the  occupier 
is  instructed,  after  disinfestation  measures  have  been  carried  out, 
to  cleanse  thoroughly  all  articles,  including  the  premises,  and  where 
possible  to  burn  all  material  of  no  value.  Periodical  visits  are  also 
paid  to  the  premises  to  see  that  same  are  kept  in  a cleanly  condition, 
and  whether  or  not  any  reinfestation  has  occurred. 

A formal  letter  is  usually  sent  to  both  the  Owner  and  Occupier 
advising  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent  or  remedy 
infestation. 


27.  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  12  public  elementary  schools  in  this  District,  all  under 
the  Berks  County  Education  Authority.  All  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  Water  Company.  The  water 
closets  and  sinks  in  the  village  schools  are  drained  to  cesspools  or 
septic  tanks,  which  are  emptied  by  the  District  Councils’  vacuum  tank 
in  the  Districts  where  wet  scavenging  is  in  force.  The  others  have 
pail  closets  which  are  emptied  and  cleansed  daily  by  the  Caretaker. 

All  the  schools  have  been  inspected  this  year,  and  reports  have 
been  presented  to  the  responsible  parties,  viz.,  the  Berks  County 
Council  or  the  School  Managers. 
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The  following  schools  have  now  installed  Water  Closets  with 
appurtenant  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  : 

Church  of  England  Schools,  White  Waltham. 

Church  of  England  Schools,  Cookham  Village. 

Council  Schools,  Cookham  Else. 

New  pedestal  W.C.  pans  of  modern  type  have  been  installed  and 
the  drainage  system  has  been  relaid 

Other  schools  not  so  appointed  are  receiving  attention,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  these  matters  will  be  taken  in  hand  during  the  forthcoming 
year. 

With  regard  to  prevention  of  infectious  diseases,  etc.,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  acts  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
from  whom  a weekly  list  of  absentees  from  illness  is  obtained.  See 
Table  IV  in  paragraph  36. 

28.  SANITARY  MATTERS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

Most  of  the  matters  mentioned  under  this  heading  in  previous 
Reports  have  now  been  attended  to.  Wet  scavenging  is  not  carried 
on  in  three  parishes,  namely,  Waltham  St.  Lawrence,  Shottesbrook 
and  Hurley,  but  in  the  event  of  the  charges  for  the  sewering  of  Bray 
and  Cookham  being  spread  over  the  whole  District,  it  would  be  worth 
while  considering  the  extension  of  the  Wet  Scavenging  Scheme  to  these 
parishes,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  sewage  in  the  District  would  be 
adequately  dealt  with  and  a uniform  rate  charged. 

Prevention  of  flooding  at  Bray  is  in  abeyance  at  the  moment 
pending  action  on  the  part  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  (see 
paragraph  17). 

The  question  of  providing  a public  water  supply  in  the  locality 
known  as  Spade  Oak  is  receiving  attention  (see  paragraph  16). 

Great  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  dealing  with  the 
increased  number  of  applications  for  cesspool  emptying  in  the 
parishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
abated  when  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme  for  parts  of  the  parishes  is 
installed. 

Arising  from  house  to  house  inspections  under  the  Housing  Act, 
it  appears  that  there  may  be  one  or  two  groups  of  houses  which  will 
require  to  be  dealt  with  as  “ Clearance  Areas.”

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

29.  GENEEAL  INFOEMATION. 

A Housing  Scheme  is  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  parish 
of  Bray,  to  rehouse  persons  from  insanitary  and  overcrowded  houses. 
This  is  being  undertaken  by  an  architect  in  private  practice. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable 
land  for  Housing  Schemes,  particularly  in  the  parish  of  Hurley. 

Calculated  from  the  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  and  number  of  habitable  houses  on  the  Rate  Book, 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  works  out  at  2.93.  Last 
year  the  figure  was  3.08. 

The  houses  erected  and  owned  by  the  District  Council  number 
133.  New  houses  completed  during  the  year  numbered  63  and  228 
plans  for  new  buildings,  alterations,  extensions,  etc.,  to  existing 
buildings  were  submitted  for  approval.

As  a result  of  information  received,  the  Divisional  Inspector  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  inspected  herds  at  two 
Farms  in  the  Parish  of  Waltham  St.  Lawrence,  and  took  samples  of 
milk  for  microscopic  examination  and  biological  tests.  The  result 
of  one  test  stated  that  no  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  and  in  the  second 
the  biological  test  revealed  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  one  cow, 
and  the  same  was  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1938. 

One  case  of  Anthrax  at  a Farm  at  Hurley  was  reported,  a cow 
being  found  to  be  infected. 

32.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 
Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  4 registered  and  2 licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the 
District,  and  considering  that  most  of  them  are  old  premises,  their 
condition  is  reasonably  good. 
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One  registered  slaughter-house,  situated  at  The  Forge,  Holloway, 
Littlewick,  was  demolished  during  the  year. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  visits  were  paid  to  slaughter- 
houses and  butchers’  shops  during  the  year.

Bakehouses. 

There  are  9 premises  in  the  District  where  baking  of  bread  is 
carried  on.  Generally  speaking,  it  may  be  said  that  half  of  them  are 
housed  in  rather  old  buildings,  but  as  electricity  becomes  available 
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power  is  obtained  and  machinery  usually  installed,  thereby  methods 
are  more  cleanly  in  character  and  further  time  is  available  for  cleansing 
of  premises.  On  the  whole  they  are  well  kept  and  frequently  inspected 
and  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  issue  a formal  notice  for 
cleansing,  white  washing  or  any  other  defect. 

33.  ANALYSES,  ADULTEEATION,  ETC. 

Official  samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  Police  and  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  examination.  Of  the  46  samples  so  taken  during 
1938,  3 were  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  25.67%, 
15.67%  and  12%  respectively,  while  5 others  were  low  in  fat,  and 
8 were  low  in  non-fatty  solids. 

Samples  of  other  foodstuffs,  drugs,  etc.,  are  taken  by  Inspectors 
of  the  County  "Weights  and  Measures  Department,  who  report  that 
the  10  informal  samples  taken  of  various  kinds  of  Spirits  proved 
genuine. 

Forty -four  samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were  taken  for 
Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analysis,  with  the  result  that  17  were 
classed  as  “ Good,”  5 as  “ Passable,”  while  22  were  ” Unfit.”  In 
the  last  case,  steps  were  taken  to  provide  a main  water  supply  if 
available,  and  where  this  was  not  so,  the  existing  wells  were  cleansed 
or  reconditioned.

34.  HEALTH  PROPAGANDA,  NUTRITION,  ETC. 

Apart  from  the  Health  Visiting  done  by  the  County  Nurses,  there 
is  no  child  welfare  work  carried  on  in  this  District. 

Several  of  the  mothers  from  the  neighbouring  villages  and  parishes 
of  Bray  and  Cookham  come  to  the  Welfare  Centre  at  Maidenhead 
with  their  children,  and  there  receive  the  instruction  given.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

35.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

In  the  two  years  preceding  1938,  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified  each  year,  but  in  the  year  mentioned  there  were  9 cases  ; this 
number,  however,  is  not  greatly  in  excess  of  the  8 cases  notified 
annually  in  1933-34  and  '35.  With  one  exception,  where  there  were 
two  simultaneous  cases  in  one  household  (mother  and  child),  the 
others  were  in  no  way  related  to  each  other.  Scarlet  Fever  accounted 
for  15  cases,  which  again  is  rather  more  than  the  usual  5 to  10  cases 
during  the  past  five  years.  The  increase  is  made  up  of  some  6 cases 
that  occurred  in  Bisham  parish  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  As  this 
disease  was  prevalent  in  the  neighbouring  Urban  District  of  Marlow 
at  the  time  and  children  from  both  areas  meet  at  the  village  school, 
the  village  cases  may  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  outbreak  in  the 
adjoining  district.  After  the  first  group  of  cases  was  notified,  an 
individual  inspection  was  made  of  all  children  in  the  village  school 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  no  missed  or  suspicious  cases 
were  found  ; there  are,  however,  many  other  opportunities  for  contact 
between  children  from  the  two  areas.  Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  at  Easter  came  home  from  Residential  Schools  which  had 
been  closed  on  account  of  this  disease.  All  the  Diphtheria  cases  and 
11  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Maidenhead. 

One  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  (Sleepy  sickness)  was  notified 
and  admitted  to  the  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital  for  observation. 
The  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  and  the  child — a boy  of  6 years— 
was  discharged  after  a week.  One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was 
notified,  nursed  at  home  and  recovered.  Three  cases  of  Erysipelas 
were  notified  and  1 of  Pneumonia,  but  these  do  not  call  for  comment. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  these  diseases.  , 

The  Case-rate  per  1,000  of  population  of  the  principal  infectious 
diseases  for  this  District  are  : Scarlet  Fever  1.45,  Diphtheria  0.87, 
Enteric  fevers  (Typhoid,  Paratyphoid,  etc.)  0.00.  Erysipelas  0.29. 
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The  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  are  : 
2.41, 1.68,  0.03  and  0.40  respectively.  Further  statistical  information 
in  regard  to  the  notifiable  diseases,  except  Tuberculosis,  for  which 
see  Paragraph  37,  is  given  in  the  Tables  below. 

With  regard  to  the  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  that  affect 
children  mostly,  the  chief  source  of  information  is  that  obtained  from 
the  weekly  returns  made  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  Schools.  The 
contents  of  these  Returns  are  classified  in  Table  IV,  from  which  it 
will  be  observed  that  Measles  was  prevalent  in  all  localities  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Mumps  affected  certain  schools  about  the  same 
time,  but  only  one  school  was  invaded  by  Whooping  Cough  after 
Measles.  In  the  parish  of  Waltham  St.  Lawrence,  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  “ Sore  Throat  ” amongst  the  children  in  February,  but 
throughout  the  year  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  from  that 
parish  and  only  1 of  Scarlet  Fever  some  two  months  later.

38.  OTHER  SPECIAL  DISEASES. 

Cancer. 

The  average  cancer  death  rate  for  the  past  ten  years  is  1.83,  and 
for  the  present  year  the  net  cancer  deaths  number  8 males  and  6 
females,  giving  a total  of  14,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  1.35  per 
1,000  population.  In  the  previous  year  the  figures  were  8 males, 
8 females,  total  16,  and  rate  1.55.  The  facilities  provided  by  the 
neighbouring  Hospitals  appear  to  be  adequate  for  treatment  so  far  as 
they  are  called  for  and  no  special  propaganda  work  has  been  under- 
taken. 

Blindness. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified  this  year. 
Work  in  connection  with  the  care  of  the  Blind  is  undertaken  by  the 
County  Authority.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT. 
Occupations,  etc. 

This  area  is  almost  entirely  residential  in  character  and  amongst 
the  labouring  class  brick-making  is  the  chief  occupation.  In  the 
Census  returns,  professional  workers,  students,  teachers,  etc.,  form  a 
very  high  proportion  of  the  population,  and  this  of  course  is  accounted 
for  by  such  institutions  as  the  Royal  Military  College,  Sandhurst, 
and  Welhngton  College,  Crowthorne,  besides  other  large  educational 
establishments,  being  situated  in  this  District.  Broadmoor  Criminal 
Lunatic  Asylum  is  also  located  in  the  parish  of  Crowthorne.  Although 
styled  “ Rural  ” agricultural  work  is  not  carried  on  to  such  extent  as 
the  term  would  imply,  much  of  the  land  being  occupied  by  forest, 
extensive  parks,  and  private  grounds  attached  to  large  residences. 
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This  also  is  reflected  in  the  occupational  returns.  As  the  proportion 
of  agricultural  labourers  is  low,  that  of  gardeners,  gardeners’  labourers, 
and  persons  engaged  in  personal  service  is  comparatively  high. 
Amongst  females,  next  to  domestic  service,  laundry  work  is  the 
principal  occupation.  There  are  no  offensive  trades  or  occupations 
likely  to  affect,  prejudicially,  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.

4.  POPULATION. 

For  Public  Health  statistical  purposes  the  population  of  East- 
hampstead  Rural  District  is  very  difficult  to  assess,  as  a considerable 
proportion  consists  *of  non-civilians  {e.g.,  Royal  Military  College, 
Sandhurst).  The  Registrar-General  usually  gives  two  figures,  one 
upon  which  to  estimate  the  Birth  Rate  and  the  other  for  calculating 
the  civilian  Death  Rate,  but  this  practice  has  now  been  discontinued. 
The  following  figures  show  the  growth  of  civilian  population  since  the 
beginning  of  the  present  century.  There  have  been  no  alterations  in 
the  extent  of  the  District.

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5.  BIRTHS.

The  net  total  Births  (live  and  still)  attributed  to  this  District  for 
1938  is  269,  of  which  11,  including  2 still-births,  or  4.09%  of  all  births 
were  illegitimate.  For  the  previous  year  the  corresponding  figures 
were  236  with  9,  or  3.81%,  illegitimate.  Based  on  an  estimated 
population  of  19,240,  the  live  Birth  Rate  works  out  at  13.62  per 
1,000  of  population.  In  the  previous  year  it  was  11.97  and  the 
average  for  a ten  year  period  is  12.62. 

6.  DEATHS. 

For  reasons  explained  in  the  paragraph  above,  the  number  of

8.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

As  indicated  in  the  corresponding  paragraph  in  the  previous  year’s 
Report,  considerable  changes  in  the  Staff  and  office  accommodation 
have  recently  taken  place.  The  complete  Staff  now  consists  of  the

Since  25th  January,  1937,  when  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  office 
staff  moved  into  new  premises  in  Church  Road  {Tel.  Bracknell  500), 
the  office  accommodation  for  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been 
adequate.

10.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  general  arrangements  for  supplying  the  local  medical 
practitioners  with  swabs,  etc.,  are  as  described  in  the  appropriate 
paragraph  in  the  Preface,  where  a list  of  the  Laboratories,  Con- 
sultants, etc.,  is  also  given. 

Samples  of  Milk  are  taken  by  the  County  Police,  and  of  other  Foods 
and  Drugs  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Department  for  Weights 
and  Measures.  These  samples  are  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst. 
Samples  of  water  for  domestic  use  are  taken  from  time  to  time  by  the 
local  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  sent  to  one  or  other  of  the  well-known 
laboratories  in  London  for  analyses.  The  results  of  these  investi- 
gations are  given  in  the  paragraph  on  Analyses,  Adulteration,  etc. 
(No.  33.). 

11.  AMBULANCE  AND  MORTUARY  FACILITIES. 

For  the  transport  of  accident  and  other  cases  a St.  John  Ambulance 
is  now  available  in  Bracknell  and  neighbouring  districts  at  any  time 
upon  application  to  :

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A moderate  charge  is  made  for  its  use  and  a man  to  accompany 
the  patient  in  the  ambulance  can  be  arranged  for. 

For  infectious  diseases  the  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Maiden- 
head Isolation  Hospital  is  employed. 

Mortuary  and  Post  Mortem  Room. 

The  office  accommodation  Committee  of  the  Council  decided  to 
provide  the  above  facilities  at  the  new  Council  Offices  site,  and 
instructed  the  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications. 

The  site  chosen  was  at  the  rear  of  the  offices,  screened  by  trees 
from  the  adjoining  property,  and  by  a high  fence  from  the  Council’s 
car  park.  It  was  decided  to  extend  the  car  park  so  that  vehicles 
could  drive  up  to  the  Mortuary  gates  and  be  unseen  from  the  public 
highway. 

The  plan  provides  for  a Post  Mortem  room  measuring  13ft.  Sin.  by 
10ft.  3in.,  communicating  with  the  Mortuary,  which  measures  16ft. 
9in.  by  10ft.  Sin.  A viewing  lobby  is  provided  leading  to  the  Mortuary 
so  that  bodies  can  be  inspected  without  actually  entering  the 
Mortuary. 

The  building  is  faced  externally  with  local  multi-coloured  hand- 
made bricks  and  roofed  with  local  hand-made  tiles.  The  internal 
finishes  are  red  quarry  floors  with  the  walls  covered  in  white  glazed 
tiles  to  a height  of  5ft.  The  remainder  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  are 
finished  in  hard  plaster  and  white  gloss  paint. 

Wheeled  trollies  are  provided  in  the  Mortuary  and  the  Post  Mortem 
room  is  complete  with  the  necessary  Mortuary  slab,  sink,  surgeon’s 
lavatory  basin,  etc.  Constant  hot  water  is  provided  by  gas  geyser 
and  the  lighting  and  heating  are  by  electricity. 

The  building  was  completed  and  became  available  for  the  public 
on  the  1st  of  January,  1939,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  model  bye- 
laws under  Section  198  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  Manage- 
ment of  the  Mortuary  and  Post  Mortem  room  were  adopted  and  came 
into  force  on  the  same  date. 

The  total  cost  of  the  building  and  equipment,  including  the 
extension  to  the  Council’s  car  park,  fencing  and  paths,  amounted  to 
£516  Os.  Od. 

The  premises  are  available  for  cases  from  neighbouring  districts. 
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12.  HOME  NURSING. 

A list  of  the  local  Nursing  Associations  is  given  in  the  Preface. 
For  general  nursing  there  appears  to  be  a sufficient  staff.  In  the  event 
of  an  outbreak  of  a dangerous  infectious  disease,  e.g.,  Scarlet  Fever 
or  Diphtheria,  a special  nurse  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  supervise 
home-nursed  cases.  There  has  been  no  need  to  employ  such  assistance 
in  recent  years,  but  an  account  of  the  services  rendered  on  the  last 
occasion  of  an  outbreak  of  this  nature  is  given  in  the  Report  for  1930 
on  page  153. 

13.  TREATMENT  CLINICS. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic — a branch  of  the  Wingfield  Morris-Ortho- 
paedic Hospital,  Oxford — is  held  at  the  Mission  Room,  Branksome  Hill 
Road,  Sandhurst,  on  Mondays  at  1.30  p.m. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Report  for  1938  : — 

Sandhurst  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  has  been  open  forty-eight  times  and  there  have  been 
322  attendances  during  1938.  It  is  superintended  by  the  After- 
Care  Sister  from  the  Wingfield-Morris  Hospital,  assisted  by  the 
members  of  V.A.D.  Berks  16,  who  also  supervise  daily  exercises 


for  patients  in  their  own  homes.

The  receipts  for  the  year,  including  a balance  of  £28  16s.  9d. 
from  the  previous  year,  amounted  to  £94  2s.  lid.,  and  the 
expenditure  to  £59  6s.  5d. 

The  Out-Patients’  Department  at  the  Windsor  and  Reading 
General  Hospitals  are  available  for  persons  from  this  District,  as  is 
also  the  V.D.  Clinic  at  Reading. 

There  is  no  local  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  but  those  at  Windsor  or 
Wokingham  are  available. 
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District  Nurses  are  stationed  in  the  villages  of  Binfield,  Bracknell 
and  Crowthorne. 

Details  as  to  time,  place,  secretary,  etc.,  of  the  Nursing  Institu- 
tions are  given  in  the  Preface. 


14.  HOSPITALS. 

The  Hospitals  utilised  by  the  inhabitants  of  this  Area  are  the  Royal 
Victoria  Nursing  Home  and  Cottage  Hospital,  South  Ascot  (5  miles), 
the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading  (10  miles).  King  Edward  VII 
Hospital,  Windsor  (8  miles),  and  for  Infectious  Diseases,  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  local  Authority,  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Maidenhead 
(9  miles).  The  distances  given  are  approximate  and  measured  in  a 
straight  line  from  the  centre  of  the  District.  The  service  rendered 
appears  to  be  adequate. 


15.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Welfare  Centres  are  held  periodically  in  the  villages  of  Binfield, 
Bracknell,  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst,  particulars  as  to  time,  place, 
etc.,  are  given  under  appropriate  heading  in  the  Preface. 

The  Berks  County  Council  has  entered  into  Agreements  with  the 
undermentioned  voluntary  bodies  for  the  services  of  whole-time 
certified  midwives  to  be  available  in  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

16.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

A brief  description  of  the  water  supply  and  method  of  treatment 
in  the  area  was  included  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  Mid-Wessex  and  South-West  Suburban 
Water  Companies  have  kindly  furnished  the  following  particulars 
relating  to  alterations  in  the  supply  during  the  year  : —

4,522  yards  of  these  mains  were  new  supplies,  while  the  remaining 
8,441  yards  were  to  augment  the  existing  supplies. 

Five  Fire  Hydrants  were  installed  during  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties  the  whole  of  the 
District  now  obtains  a supply  from  Company’s  mains,  the  only  area 
where  difficulty  arises  with  regard  to  water  supply  being  the  Westley 
Mill  area,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report.  During  the  year  this  area 
was  inspected  and  it  is  found  that  there  are  15  houses,  with  a popu- 
lation of  48  and  a total  rateable  value  of  £110.  These  houses  rely  on 
shallow  wells  for  their  water  supply,  and  in  two  cases  these  wells  were 
dry  during  a short  period  of  last  summer.  In  one  case  the  owner 
arranged  for  a supply  to  be  taken  to  the  cottage  by  means  of  a 
watercart . 
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In  order  to  supply  these  properties  with  main  water  it  would  have 
been  necessary  to  lay  a 4in.  main  a distance  of  1,370  yards,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £595.  This  would  have  meant  that  the  Council 
would  have  to  pay  a substantial  annual  contribution  towards  the  cost 
of  the  supply,  and  as  no  offers  were  forthcoming  from  the  owners  of 
the  properties  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  scheme. 

Ten  houses  were  supplied  with  Company’s  water  in  place  of 
defective  well  supplies,  after  service  of  informal  notices. 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  given  consideration  to  the 
advisability  of  routine  sampling  of  the  two  Companies’  supplies  and 
the  following  arrangements  have  been  made. 

South-West  Suburban  Water  Co. 

The  Council  has  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  4 other 
authorities  supplied  by  this  Company  whereby  each  Council  takes 
4 samples  per  year  in  its  own  area  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis,  the  results  of  the  analyses  being  transmitted  to  all  the 
authorities.  This  arrangement  was  put  into  effect  on  the  1st  August, 
and  samples  have  been  taken  in  regular  rotation  since  that  date. 
(See  corresponding  paragraph  in  Windsor  Section.) 

Mid-Wessex  Water  Co. 

On  the  27th  April,  1938,  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Co.  invited  the 
representatives  of  local  authorities  in  their  supply  area  to  attend  a 
conference  at  the  Company’s  offices,  when  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the 
Company’s  Analyst,  Dr.  Ernest  Suckling,  described  in  detail  the  steps 
taken  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  supply. 

While  this  Council  felt  that  the  steps  taken  to  ensure  the  purity  of 
the  supply  appeared  to  be  adequate  it  was  thought  advisable  to  have 
periodical  samples  taken  in  various  parts  of  the  rural  district  as  a 
check.  An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public 
Health  and  Hygiene  for  the  taking  of  monthly  samples  for  a modified 
bacteriological  report  and  a report  as  to  hardness,  and  this  arrange- 
ment came  into  effect  on  the  31st  October. 

The  Companies’  supplies  can  generally  be  described  as  satisfactory, 
although  it  is  felt  that  the  supply  of  the  South-West  Suburban  Water 
Company  is  unduly  hard,  and  the  same  applies  to  the  Mid-Wessex 
supply  in  the  Parishes  of  Binfield  and  Warfield,  which  also  shows 
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traces  of  iron.  Representations  with  regard  to  these  defects  have 
been  made  to  the  latter  Company,  from  whom  the  following  reply 
has  been  received  ; 

“ The  reasons  for  the  hardness  being  higher  than  the  statutory 
limit  was  because  the  water  was  being  pumped  into  supply  at  the 
time  from  the  Company’s  new  source  of  supply  at  Beenhams  Heath, 
where  permanent  softening  plant  has  yet  to  be  installed. 

“ Under  normal  circumstances,  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  Been- 
hams Heath  source  to  be  utilised,  but  it  was  found  last  summer, 
when  temporary  pumping  plant  had  been  installed  against  a possible 
emergency,  that  the  water  had  the  propensity  of  absorbing  iron  from 
incrustation  in  the  mains.  For  some  weeks,  however,  we  have  been 
making  experiments  in  consultation  with  the  Company’s  Analyst 
for  eliminating  this  propensity,  so  that  if  the  emergency  does  arise, 
it  may  be  possible  for  water  to  be  supplied  from  Beenhams  Heath 
without  causing  undue  complaint. 

“ It  is  anticipated  that  the  permanent  works  will  be  completed 
and  in  use  by  the  middle  of  next  year.” 

Details  as  to  number  of  samples  taken  and  results  will  be  found  in 
paragraph  33,  Analyses,  etc. 

17.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Drainage. 

With  regard  to  surface  water  drainage,  comment  has  already  been 
made  (see  Survey  Report  1930,  pp.  136-137  ; Report  1936,  p.  136) 
upon  the  absence  of  sufficient  outlet  for  surface  water  in  the  localities 
known  as  Owlsmoor  and  College  Town  in  the  Parish  of  Sandhurst. 
The  condition  has  certainly  been  improved  of  late  as  a result  of  the 
cleansing  and  re-conditioning  of  the  Blackwater  river  which  drains 
this  part  of  the  District,  and  there  has  also  been  great  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  roadside  ditches  by  the  Berks  County  Council. 
No  serious  flooding  has  been  reported  during  the  past  winter,  such  as 
used  to  occur  previous  to  these  works  being  carried  out,  and  the 
position  may  now  be  regarded  as  being  as  satisfactory  as  possible, 
unless  very  extensive  works  are  undertaken  for  the  drainage  of  the 
whole  of  the  area. 
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Sewerage. 

Under  this  heading  there  has  appeared  from  year  to  year  a 
commentary  upon  the  Sewage  Works  serving  the  villages  of  Bracknell, 
Binfield,  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst.  A comprehensive  report  upon 
these  works  has  been  compiled  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  who 
is  now  in  charge  of  them. 

Another  sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the  scattered  hamlets  in  the 
Parish  of  Winkfield  was  completed  in  September,  1937.  A brief 
description  of  the  extent  and  general  lay-out  of  the  works  was 
furnished  by  Messrs.  Lemon  & Blizzard,  of  25,  Victoria  Street,  S.W.l, 
who  were  the  Consulting  Engineers  in  charge  of  the  scheme  and,' 
reproduced  in  the  Report  for  1937,  at  page  153. 

REPORTS  UPON  THE  VARIOUS  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 
IN  OPERATION  IN  EASTHAMPSTEAD  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(1)  GENERAL. 

Developments  in  the  provision  of  main  drainage  for  the  District 
have  continued  during  1938.  While  it  has  not  been  found  possible 
to  give  further  consideration  to  the  comprehensive  drainage  scheme 
for  the  Northern  area  of  the  District,  which  was  the  subject  of  a 
report  from  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  in  1937,  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  connections  to  the  Winkfield  drainage 
scheme,  and  the  Amen  Corner,  Binfield  scheme  referred  to  in  last 
year’s  report,  has  not  been  completed.  Work  has  also  commenced 
on  the  Owlsmoor  extensions  to  the  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst 
drainage  scheme,  and  the  Council  has  sanctioned  a small  extension 
to  serve  Skimped  Hill,  Bracknell. 

The  total  length  of  sewers  now  laid  in  the  District  amounts  to 
approximately  37  miles. 

Outstanding  works  in  connection  with  sewerage  which  require 
attention  are  the  following,  which  are  placed  in  order  of  urgency  : 

(1)  The  construction  of  automatic  electrically  operated  pumping 
equipment  at  the  Bullbrook  and  Bracknell  Pumping  Stations 
of  the  Bracknell  Drainage  Scheme  ; 

(2)  Some  of  the  more  urgent  extensions  to  the  present  Winkfield 
Drainage  scheme,  particularly  the  areas  of  Church  Lane, 
Maidens  Green,  and  Lock’s  Ride  ; 
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(3)  The  Warfield  Street  and  Newall  Green  areas  of  Warfield. 

A detailed  description  of  the  year’s  working  of  the  various  sewerage 
schemes  is  given  below. 

(2)  BINFIELD  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewering  of  the  Parish  of  Binfield  has  now  been  substantially 
completed  by  the  Amen  Corner,  Wokingham  Road,  and  Popeswood 
Road  extensions. 

The  whole  of  this  area  gravitates  to  the  existing  Bracknell  Works, 
and  the  sewage  is  treated  there  by  an  arrangement  between  the 
Binfield  Drainage  Committee  and  the  Bracknell  Special  Purposes 
Committee.  The  cost  of  the  extensions  amounts  to  £7,166  13s.  3d., 
and  approximately  3,800  yards  of  Tin.  cast  iron  and  glazed  stoneware 
sewers  have  been  laid  to  serve  107  properties  with  an  estimated  popu- 
lation of  378. 

The  work  on  this  scheme  was  commenced  in  mid-August  and  the 
sewers  were  taken  over  by  the  Council  on  the  10th  January,  1939. 

No  alterations  have  been  made  to  the  existing  Binfield  Drainage 
scheme  other  than  routine  repairs  at  the  works  and  the  addition  of 
a top  layer  of  fin.  clinker  to  the  filters.  No  serious  trouble  has 
occurred  with  sewer  blockages  since  the  thorough  cleansing  and 
scraping  of  the  sewers  undertaken  last  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  dismantle  the  chain  pump  used  for 
removing  sludge  from  the  humus  tank,  and  this  has  been  overhauled 
and  refitted. 

302  properties  are  now  connected  to  these  sewers. 

(3)  BRACKNELL  SEWERAGE. 

A full  description  of  the  Bracknell  Sewerage  scheme  was  given 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1937,  at  page  155. 

During  the  year  55  new  properties  have  been  connected  to  the 
sewers,  and  there  are  now  1,143  properties  connected,  with  a popu- 
lation of  approximately  2,941,  as  estimated  in  1936. 

The  average  daily  flow  during  the  year  has  amounted  to  135,964 
gallons,  and  the  total  amount  treated  in  the  year  49,030,000  gallons. 
Details  of  flow  and  rainfall  are  shown  in  the  following  tables  :

The  effluent  produced  has  remained  uniformly  good  and  6 samples 
taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  during  the  year  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  most  notable  developments  in  the  area  during  the  year  have 
been  the  connection  to  the  outfall  works  pumping  station  of  the  new 
Amen  Corner  sewers,  and  the  rapid  development  of  the  area  draining 
to  the  Bullbrook  Pumping  station. 

The  new  development  in  the  Bullbrook  area  consists  of  the  erection 
of  40  new  houses  and  a further  block  of  flats  at  Ramslade.  This 
development  will  result  in  an  estimated  increase  in  flow  amounting  to 
5,600  gallons  per  day. 

Plans  for  a further  82  houses  in  this  area  have  been  approved  and 
this  development  when  completed  will  result  in  a further  increase  in 
flow  amounting  to  8,200  gallons  per  day. 

During  times  of  storm  the  Bullbrook  Pumping  station  is  in  opera- 
tion for  long  periods  during  which  continuous  pumping  is  necessary 
to  cope  with  the  flow,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  increased  flow 
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expected  in  the  near  future  will  mean  that  the  pumping  equipment  is 
unable  to  cope  with  the  flow  in  times  of  heavy  rain.  This  would 
result  in  the  flow  backing  up  in  the  Bay  Road  sewers  and  overflowing 
into  the  Bullbrook.  As  pointed  out  in  last  year’s  report  there  is  no 
adequate  standby  should  the  existing  pump  have  to  be  dismantled 
for  repairs,  and  it  is  essential  that  immediate  consideration  should  be 
given  either  to  the  provision  of  automatic  electrically  operated 
pumping  equipment,  or  to  the  alternative  scheme  submitted  to  the 
Council  by  the  Consulting  Engineers. 

The  pumping  station  at  the  outfall  works  is  similar  in  lay-out  to 
the  Bullbrook  station.  The  main  pumping  gear  is  capable  of  dealing 
adequately  with  the  present  flow  and  would  also  cope  with  the 
additional  flow  from  the  Amen  Corner  sewers.  However,  the  same 
remarks  as  to  adequate  standby  equipment  apply  in  this  case,  and  it 
is  expected  that  when  the  full  flow  is  received  from  Amen  Corner 
arrangemen  s will  have  to  be  made  for  shift  working  to  cope  with  the 
night  flow. 

Flushing  Hydrants. 

Fourteen  flushing  hydrants  have  been  installed  during  the  year, 
at  a cost  of  £94.  It  is  intended  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  existing 
flushing  cart  which  entails  heavy  expense  in  horse  hire,  and  to  flush 
the  various  dead-ends  by  means  of  a metered  standpipe  from  the 
Company’s  mains. 

Farming. 

The  practice  of  farming  the  outfall  works  site  has  been  continued, 
and  a sum  of  £204  16s.  Id.  was  received  from  the  sale  of  crops.  The 
crops  consisted  of  175  cwts.  of  wheat,  34  cwts.  of  oats,  11  tons  of 
clover  hay,  1 ton  of  oat  straw,  9 tons  of  wheat  straw,  126  cwts.  of 
potatoes,  cabbages,  cauliflowers,  osiers,  sprouts  and  peas. 

Sewer  Extensions. 

No  extensions  to  the  existing  sewers  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year,  but  the  Council  has  decided  to  proceed  with  a small  extension 
to  serve  Skimped  Hill,  Bracknell.

(4)  CROWTHORNE  AND  SANDHURST  SEWERAGE. 

A full  description  of  this  scheme  was  given  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1933,  at  pages  107-115. 

Sludge  Digestion  Tank. 

The  most  important  alteration  to  the  drainage  scheme  has  bee  n 
the  construction  of  a Dorr-Oliver  type  sludge  digestion  tank,  together 
with  the  necessary  pumping  and  heating  equipment.  The  construc- 
tion of  this  tank  was  commenced  in  December,  1937,  and  completed 
in  June,  1938. 

The  installation  of  the  tank  was  considered  necessary  owing  to  the 
extremely  acid  and  offensive  nature  of  the  sludge  produced  at  the 
Works.  This  led  to  complaints  of  alleged  nuisance  caused  by  the 
smell  of  the  sludge  when  drying  on  the  open  beds,  and  considerable 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  drying  and  disposing  of  this  sludge. 

The  digestion  plant  consists  of  a small  pump  house  erected  at  the 
side  of  the  sedimentation  tanks  and  arranged  to  pump  sludge  from  the 
sedimentation  and  detritus  tanks  to  the  top  of  the  digestion  tank. 
The  pump  is  a ram  type,  electrically  driven,  and  with  provision  for 
varying  the  pumping  rate  by  adjusting  the  stroke  of  the  pump.  The 
tank  is  fitted  with  scraper  arms  at  top  and  bottom  and  with  heating 
pipes  to  keep  the  contents  at  the  optimum  digestion  temperature. 
The  heating  system  is  operated  by  a small  electric  motor,  and  the 
gas  fired  boiler  burns  sludge  gas  from  the  tank,  any  surplus  gas  being 
discharged  through  a flame  trap  into  the  atmosphere. 

The  Company’s  gas  supply  is  provided  for  the  initial  starting  up 
of  the  tank  and  for  emergency  use  should  the  supply  of  sludge  gas  fail. 
Digested  sludge  from  the  tank  will  be  drawn  off  into  the  existing 
sludge  main  leading  to  the  drying  beds,  and  it  is  expected  that  no 
difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  disposing  of  the  resulting  odourless 
dried  sludge. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  start  preliminary  digestion  without 
applying  heat  and  the  tank  was  gradually  filled  with  raw  sludge,  but 
considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  starting  the  initial  digestion, 
and  a ton  of  lime  had  to  be  added  to  reduce  the  acidity  of  the  tank’s 
contents.  Sufficient  gas  was  being  generated  to  fire  the  boiler  and 
keep  the  tank  heated  on  the  9th  November,  1938,  and  digested  sludge 
is  now  being  drawn  from  the  tank. 
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The  cost  of  the  scheme,  including  pumping  house,  boiler  house  and 
all  mechanical  equipment,  amounted  to  £3,459  14s.  lOd. 

OwLSMooR  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  sanction  was  received  from  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  proceed  with  the  sewer  extensions  in  Owlsmoor  Road  and  Brank- 
some  Hill  Road,  and  this  work  was  commenced  on  the  20th  December, 
1938.  The  cost  of  this  scheme  is  estimated  at  £4,536,  and  involves 
the  laying  of  2,122  yards  of  Tin.  cast  iron  and  stoneware  sewers.  The 
number  of  properties  served  by  this  sewer  is  approximately  78. 

Outfall  Works. 

The  total  flow  recorded  at  the  Works  during  the  year  was 
62,846,000  gallons,  this,  being  a decrease  of  3,456,000  gallons  from 
the  previous  year.  The  rainfall  recorded  for  the  year  is  the  extremely 
low  figure  of  14.20  inches,  as  against  the  recorded  rainfall  of  29.04 
inches  for  1937. 

The  average  daily  flow  amounted  to  172,181  gallons,  and  the 
highest  flow  for  one  day  was  348,000  gallons  on  26th  November. 

These  flow  figures  continue  to  show  a very  satisfactory  condition 
of  sewers  with  regard  to  infiltration,  but  a considerable  quantity  of 
storm  water  is  still  being  received  from  the  Royal  Military  College.

Sewer  Flushing. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Water  Company  whereby  flushing 
manholes  are  filled  to  a certain  mark  and  basing  the  charges  on  the 
capacity  of  the  manhole  with  an  added  5 per  cent,  for  leakage,  has 
been  continued,  and  approximately  575,000  gallons  of  Company’s 
water  was  used  for  this  year. 

House  Connections. 

Thirty  connections  were  made  during  the  year  serving  47  proper- 
ties, and  the  total  number  of  connections  is  now  860,  serving  1,227 
properties. 

Electrical  Consumption. 

The  consumption  of  electricity  was  26,317  units  as  compared  with 
28,761  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  consumption  is  set  out  below 
for  each  pumping  station.  The  high  consumption  at  No.  4 is  due 
to  the  flow  from  the  Royal  Military  College,  and  the  sewage  pumped 
at  No.  5 station  is  re-pumped  at  No.  6.  Approximately  5,720  units 
of  the  total  consumption  were  used  by  the  electrical  heaters  for 
keeping  the  plant  and  equipment  dry.

Pumping  Stations. 

The  pumping  stations  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition 

and  no  serious  breakdown  of  mechanical  equipment  has  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Two  pumps  were  dismantled  for  reconditioning  and  major  repairs 
to  shafts,  impellers  and  bearings.  A tender  has  been  received  for  the 
installation  of  floatless  pumping  control  to  No.  6 pumping  station, 
and  this  would  dispense  with  the  flooding  risk  at  this  station,  and 
save  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  private  wire  operating  the  alarm 
signal  at  the  outfall  works. 

Plant  Generally. 

No  alterations  to  the  plant  or  mechanical  equipment  have  been 
necessary  and  all  equipment  has  been  maintained  in  satisfactory 
order. 

Sludge  Disposal. 

No  sludge  has  been  removed  from  the  Works  during  the  year, 
and  the  whole  of  the  dried  sludge  has  been  spread  and  covered  with 
soil.  It  is  proposed  to  leave  this  covered  sludge  until  completely 
digested  when  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  for  its  disposal. 
It  is  anticipated  that  no  difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  disposing  of 
the  dried  digested  sludge. 

Irrigation  Areas. 

The  irrigation  area  for  dealing  with  the  humus  from  the  primary 
effluent  continues  to  be  the  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  works,  and 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  any  reconstruction  during  the  year 
except  for  the  routine  cleansing  of  the  channels.  An  experiment  was 
made  in  the  surfacing  of  one  channel  with  washed  grit  and  if  satis- 
factory results  are  obtained  this  will  probably  be  extended  during  the 
coming  year. 
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Final  Effluent. 

Seven  samples  of  effluent  were  taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Inspectors  during  the  year  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  sample, 
these  proved  to  comply  with  the  Conservancy’s  standards.  The 
sample  which  failed  to  comply  was  taken  on  21st  September,  while 
the  routine  cleansing  of  the  effluent  channels  was  taking  place,  and 
the  sample  contained  a high  percentage  of  harmless  inorganic  matter 
deposited  from  the  channels.  This  method  of  cleansing  the  channels 
has  been  discontinued. 

(5)  WINKFIELD  SEWERAGE. 

A full  description  of  this  scheme  was  included  in  last  year’s  Report. 
Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  connection 
of  properties  to  the  sewers.  Connections  were  commenced  on  the 
4th  October,  1937,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  304  connections  had  been 
made,  serving  507  properties  with  an  estimated  population  of  2,000. 

The  number  of  properties  served  by  the  sewers  as  at  present  laid 
is  632  houses,  with  an  estimated  population  of  2,500. 

Alterations  carried  out  during  the  year  have  included  the  con- 
creting of  the  banks  of  three  sludge  drying  beds,  the  re-erection  and 
repair  of  the  hut  at  the  outfall  works,  and  the  installation  of  a Paterson 
Chloronome  at  the  Brock  Hill  Pumping  station  to  enable  the  whole 
of  the  sewage  flow  to  be  chlorinated  when  necessary  for  the  control 
of  odour  at  the  works.

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The  flow  is  recorded  by  means  of  a venturi-meter  inserted  in  the 
rising  main  at  Brock  Hill  Pumping  Station,  and  the  number  of  pump- 
ing operations  is  also  recorded. 

These  flow  figures  show  evidence  of  a considerable  amount  of 
infiltration  which  mostly  occurs  at  the  sewer  manholes  on  the  valley 
line.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  valley  line  is  subject  to  serious 
flooding  during  wet  weather  owing  to  the  fact  that  land  owners  do 
not  clean  out  the  ditches,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  substitute 
water-tight  covers  at  several  of  the  manholes. 

No  rainfall  records  were  kept  at  the  works,  but  it  is  proposed  to 
instal  a recorder  in  the  near  future. 

Brock  Hill  Pumping  Station. 

The  plant  and  equipment  at  the  station  have  been  maintained  in 
good  condition  and  no  repairs  have  been  necessary  during  the  year. 

A byepass  was  fitted  to  the  main  reflux  valve  on  the  rising  main 
in  an  attempt  to  cure  trouble  experienced  owing  to  the  accumulation 
of  excess  air  in  the  flow  recorder. 

The  consumption  of  electricity  amounted  to  8,354  units,  which 
gives  a consumption  figure  of  477  units  per  million  gallons. 

Outfall  Works. 

The  outfall  works  has  functioned  without  serious  defect  and  no 
repairs  were  necessary  to  the  equipment  or  to  the  sludge  pumping 
station. 

The  fuel  consumption  for  the  pumping  of  sludge  and  under- 
drainage from  the  sludge  drying  beds  amounted  to  68  gallons  of  petrol. 
The  sludge  digestion  tanks  produced  an  excellent  digested  sludge 
which  dried  readily  on  the  beds,  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  disposing  of  this  dried  sludge  to  local  farmers.  The  total  quantity 
disposed  of  is  estimated  at  30  tons. 

Final  Effluent. 

An  excellent  final  effluent  was  produced  and  5 samples  taken  by 
the  Thames  Conservancy  proved  to  comply  with  the  Conservancy’s 
standards. 
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Works  Site. 

The  outfall  site  covering  an  area  of  7 acres  was  left  in  a very 
uneven  state  hy  the  Contractors  and  some  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  cutting  down  grass  and  weeds.  The  site  has  now  been  ploughed 
and  will  be  levelled  and  put  down  to  permanent  grass  this  year. 

Sewer  Extensions. 

A small  extension  to  serve  Mushroom  Castle  and  the  36  Council 
Houses  to  be  erected  in  Chavey  Down  Road  is  to  be  carried  out,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £1,000  Os.  Od.

18.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

These  were  described  at  some  length  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1930 
(page  136)  and  comments  have  been  added  from  time  to  time  in  the 
corresponding  paragraphs  in  subsequent  Reports,  e.g.,  that  for  1934 
(page  127).  There  is  nothing  further  to  add  to  the  comments  that 
have  already  appeared.  There  were  no  reports  Df  pollution  occurring 
during  the  past  year. 

19.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

As  may  be  gathered  from  this  and  previous  Reports,  the  whole  of 
the  Rural  District  will  soon  be  served  by  sewers,  the  only  exceptions 
being  outlying  areas  where  the  cost  is  not  justifiable.  The  old-time 
privy  has  practically  disappeared  and  where  the  sewer  is  not  available. 
Earth  (Pail)  Closets  or  Water  Closets  drained  to  cesspools  are  in  use. 
It  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  enumerate  the  different  types  in 
use  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  former  figures  are  unreliable  on 
account  of  the  sewering  now  in  progress. 

The  number  of  conversions  of  pail  and  other  types  of  closet  to 
water  closets  during  the  year  was  105,  which  compares  with  a figure 
of  95  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  conservancy  type  of  closet  is  now 
confined  to  a few  small  non-sewered  areas. 

No  arrangements  are  made  by  the  Council  for  the  emptying  of 
pail  or  other  closets. 
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20.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Owing  to  the  comprehensive  sewerage  schemes  which  have  been 
carried  out  by  the  Council  within  the  last  seven  years,  it  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  start  a scheme  of  cesspool  emptying,  and  the 
Council  does  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  or  the  collection 
of  pail  closet  contents. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  maintained  throughout 
the  District,  with  the  exception  of  a small  portion  of  Owlsmoor  where 
no  adequate  roads  exist,  and  where  a fortnightly  collection  is  carried 
out  by  a private  contractor. 

The  Council  has  for  some  time  been  considering  the  purchase  of  a 
more  suitable  refuse  tip,  and  on  9th  June  a Public  Inquiry  was  held 
at  the  Council  Offices  by  J.  C.  Dawes,  Esq.,  O.B.E.,  M.I.Mech.E., 
the  Inspector  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  into  a proposal 
to  acquire  14^  acres  of  land  at  Longhill  Road  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
posal of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping.  The  proposal  was  approved 
by  the  Minister  and  the  site  has  been  purchased  at  a cost  of  £660. 

Controlled  tipping  was  commenced  at  this  site  on  6th  September, 
and  since  that  date  the  whole  of  the  refuse  from  the  District  has  been 
dealt  with  at  this  tip.  Fully  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  tip 
being  laid  out  in  finger  formation  to  a depth  of  6ft.  The  covering 
material  is  excavated  on  the  site  and  some  additional  covering 
material  for  forming  banks  has  also  been  obtained.  The  tipping 
surface  is  covered  each  night,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  3,016  cubic 
yards  of  refuse  had  been  tipped  and  covered.  The  temporary  road 
on  to  the  tip  surface  is  formed  with  used  railway  sleepers,  and  a 
permanent  road  is  being  formed  from  Longhill  Road  to  the  tipping 
level.  A portable  hut  has  been  erected  as  a messroom  and  the  main 
water  supply  has  been  installed,  for  the  use  of  the  men  employed  at 
the  tip. 
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No  complaint  has  been  received  with  regard  to  the  tip,  and  there 
has  been  a complete  absence  of  any  odour  or  any  nuisance.  Since 
commencing  controlled  tipping  two  men  have  been  employed  per- 
manently at  the  tip  with  part-time  help  from  one  of  the  loaders 
amounting  to  one  day  per  week. 

The  refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  by  one  lOyard  Dennis 
side  loading  vehicle,  which  covered  over  15,000  miles  during  the  year. 
The  lorry  is  staffed  by  one  driver,  two  full-time  loaders  and  one  part- 
time  loader,  and  owing  to  the  increase  of  refuse  considerable  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  coping  with  the  work  with  this  staff. 

At  the  time  of  writing  (February,  1939)  the  Council  has  considered 
a full  report  on  the  present  arrangements  for  refuse  collection  and 
disposal,  and  has  decided  to  purchase  a second  lOyard  lorry  to  cope 
with  the  additional  work. 

The  present  collection  arrangements  are  to  collect  bins  from  the 
curbside,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health  model  byelaws  relating  to  refuse 
collection  have  now  been  adopted  and  came  into  force  on  1st  January, 
1939.

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22.  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

In  two  cases  it  Fas  been  found  necessary  to  require  the  provision 
of  additional  sanitary  accommodation,  and  in  each  case  the  require- 
ments was  met  by  the  provision  of  an  additional  water  closet. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  with  regard  to  the 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops  under  the  Shops  Acts,  1934. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  work  it  has  not  been  possible  to  complete 
the  inspection  and  registration  of  all  office  premises  in  the  District, 
but  these  inspected  have  generally  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

23.  CAMPING  SITES. 

The  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Council 
appointed  a sub-committee  to  report  on  the  action  necessary  to  deal 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
and  it  has  been  decided  to  enforce  certain  standards  with  regard  to 
the  submission  of  applications  and  issue  of  licences.  No  applications 
for  licences  have  been  received  during  the  year,  but  a list  of  premises 
to  which  Section  269  may  apply  has  been  compiled,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  Health  Committee  will  deal  fully  with  this  matter  in  the 
near  future. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  will  apply  to  a small  number  of  sites 
where  camping  of  a semi-permanent  nature  has  taken  place  for  some 
years. 

Under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Local 
Authority  may  attach  such  conditions  as  they  think  fit  to  any  licence 
granted  by  them  for  use  of  land  as  a site  for  moveable  dwellings.  In 
this  connection  any  application  for  such  licence  should  comply  with 
the  following  conditions  : — 

(1)  Plans. 

(а)  Plan  of  land  proposed  to  be  used,  properly  drawn  to  a scale  of 
1/500,  with  a key  plan  traced  from  the  1 /2500th  Ordnance 
Sheet  showing  land  and  premises  adjoining  site  ; 

(б)  The  site  of  the  water  supply  to  be  marked  on  the  plan  and 
also  the  position  and  number  of  sanitary  conveniences. 
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(2)  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

(а)  Sanitary  Conveniences  to  be  of  a type  approved  by  the  Local 
Authority  ; 

(б)  One  sanitary  convenience  to  be  provided  for  every  twelve 
persons  ; 

(c)  Sanitary  conveniences  to  be  separate  for  sexes  and  to  be 
clearly  marked. 

(d)  Sanitary  conveniences  to  be  situated  at  a distance  not  greater 
than  100  feet  in  relation  to  the  caravans,  tents,  etc. 

(3)  Water  Supply. 

An  adequate  supply  of  drinking  water  to  be  provided  within 
a reasonable  distance  of  the  caravans,  tents,  etc.,  and  to  be  taken 
from  a public  main  if  available.  Where  no  public  main  is  avail- 
able the  drinking  supply  must  be  provided  from  a well  or  other 
source  constructed  to  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Authority, 
the  cost  of  the  analysis  of  any  sample  of  such  water  to  be  borne 
by  the  applicant  for  licence. 

(4)  Waste  Water. 

The  occupier  of  the  land  to  undertake  to  make  provision  for 
the  disposal  of  waste  water  and  the  contents  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences in  such  manner  as  not  to  cause  pollution  to  any  ditch, 
water  course  or  water  supply,  and  not  to  cause  or  be  likely  to 
cause  any  nuisance. 

(5)  Fire. 

Where  more  than  four  caravans,  tents,  etc.,  are  used  on  any 
one  site,  a sufficient  chemical  or  other  fire  extinguishing  apparatus 
shall  be  provided  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(6)  Refuse  and  Litter. 

Suitable  covered  sanitary  dustbins  and  litter  receptacles  of 
a type  approved  by  the  Local  Authority  shall  be  provided  and 
maintained  in  good  condition.  At  least  one  such  receptacle  being 
provided  for  each  caravan,  tent,  etc. 

(7)  Density. 

Density  should  not  exceed  twenty  caravans,  tents,  etc.  to  the 
acre,  and  no  two  caravans,  tents,  etc.,  should  be  nearer  than  20 
feet  from  each  other. 
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(8)  Suitability  of  Site. 

The  following  will  be  considered  unsuitable  : 

(а)  Land  which  is  subject  to  flooding  ; 

(б)  Made-up  ground  ; 

(c)  Land  directly  adjoining  dwelling-houses. 

The  zoning  requirements  under  the  Town  Planning  Scheme  will  be 
considered  in  each  case. 

(9)  Administration. 

It  is  necessary  to  give  a decision  on  an  application  for  licence  within 
twenty-eight  days  from  the  receipt  thereof,  and  unless  so  given 
the  Act  provides  that  an  application  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
granted  unconditionally. 

24.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  only  factories  in  the  District  likely  to  cause  smoke  nuisance 
are  the  brickfields  in  the  Bracknell,  Binfield  and  Winkfield  areas,  and 
in  no  case  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  with  regard 
to  smoke  abatement. 

25.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  one  small  privately-owned  swimming  pool  situated  in 
Martins  Lane,  Bracknell,  which  has  now  been  used  for  two  or  three 
years.  It  consists  of  a concrete  tank  with  sloping  bottom,  about 
42  feet  in  length  and  24  feet  wide,  in  garden  grounds,  with  the  usual 
dressing  boxes  and  sanitary  conveniences.  The  pool  has  been 
inspected  and  the  arrangements  for  the  purification  of  the  water 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

26.  DISINFESTATION. 

No  case  of  infestation  of  bed  bugs  occurred  during  the  year, 
either  in  Council  houses  or  other  properties,  and  it  was  therefore 
unnecessary  to  carry  out  any  disinfestation.  The  condition  of  the 
District  in  this  respect  is  extremely  satisfactory. 
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27.  SCHOOLS. 

A general  survey  of  the  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Public  Elemen- 
tary Schools  in  this  District  was  given  in  the  Report  for  1932,  at 
pages  125-126,  and  supplementary  comments  have  been  made  from 
year  to  year  in  the  corresponding  paragraph.  During  1938,  there 
were  no  changes  requiring  notice. 

28.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

(1)  The  question  of  providing  a Public  Convenience  in  the  village 
of  Bracknell  is  still  outstanding.  (See  Annual  Reports  from  1934 
onwards.)  Further  comment  is  needless. 

(2)  The  development  of  building  sites  outside  the  line  of  sewers 
with  consequent  increase  in  the  number  and  proximity  of  cesspools 
(Pollard  Row  Avenue  and  Shepherd’s  Lane  being  particular  instances) 
raises  the  question  of  providing  facilities  for  emptying  cesspools 
until  such  time  as  the  necessary  extension  of  the  sewer  can  be  made. 

(3)  The  question  of  water  supply  to  scattered  cottages  in  the 
locality  known  as  Westley  Mill  was  considered  in  September  last,  but 
turned  down  on  account  of  cost  and  certain  engineering  difficulties. 
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SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

29.  GENEKAL  INFORMATION. 

A summary  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  Housing  Acts  is 
given  in  the  table  in  the  next  paragraph. 


Plans  and  Town  Planning. 

The  preparation  of  the  Planning  Scheme  for  the  District  has  not 
been  completed,  and  during  the  year  development  has  been  pro- 
ceeding under  the  protection  of  the  Interim  Development  Order,  1933. 

The  scheme  is  being  prepared  by  the  Planning  staff  of  the  County 
Surveyor  and  all  applications  for  development  are  submitted  to  the 
County  Town  Planning  Officer  for  his  observations  before  submission 
to  the  Committee. 


The  Plans  and  Town  Planning  Committee  of  the  Council  meets 
twice  each  month,  and  has  executive  powers  in  order  to  reduce  delay 
in  approval  of  plans  to  a minimum.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Committee 
to  co-operate  closely  with  the  Ribbon  Development  Authority,  and 
information  is  given  to  developers  if  the  proposed  development  is 
likely  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Restriction  of  Ribbon 
Development  Act. 

All  plans  which  require  Ribbon  Development  consent  are  for- 
warded to  the  local  Panel  of  Architects  for  their  observations  before 
being  approved,  and  all  other  plans  are  carefully  examined  and 
submitted  to  the  Panel  if  any  doubt  is  felt  as  to  the  suitability  of  the 
design  or  external  appearance. 

An  appeal  against  refusal  by  the  Council  to  permit  development 
at  Moss  End,  Warfield,  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Inquiry  held  on 
the  8th  December.  An  agreement  was  reached  on  a modified  proposal 
by  the  developer  at  the  Inquiry.

Building  Byelaws. 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  new  building  byelaws  and 
these  were  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  October.  These  byelaws  are  the  full  model  series  issued 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  with  the  omission  of  three  minor 
clauses,  one  relating  to  low  lying  sites,  and  two  relating  to  ashpits. 
The  new  series  supersedes  the  1930  series  which  were  based  on  the 
model  rural  series  of  that  date. 

The  administration  of  the  new  building  byelaws  has  thrown  a 
considerable  amount  of  additional  work  on  the  Department,  as  it  is 
necessary  to  make  more  frequent  inspections  of  work  in  progress,  and 
to  take  and  examine  samples  of  materials.  Copies  of  the  new  bye- 
laws were  issued  gratis  to  all  Architects  and  Builders  working  in  the 
District,  but  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  builders 
to  observe  many  of  the  new  clauses.  In  this  connection  it  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  a considerable  number  of  bitumen  damp-proof 
courses  have  been  condemned  as  not  complying  with  British  Standard 
Specification. 

Council  Houses. 

No  Council  Houses  were  erected  during  the  year  and  the  number 
of  Council  Houses  previously  erected  is  98. 

The  Council  has  given  further  consideration  to  the  development 
of  the  Chavey  Down  housing  site,  and  after  the  original  proposal  to 
erect  40  houses  on  this  site  had  been  refused  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
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owing  to  the  high  cost  of  tenders  received,  an  amended  lay-out  was 
approved  and  tenders  were  invited  for  the  erection  of  36  houses, 
together  with  the  necessary  service  road  and  sewers.

Tenders  for  this  work  were  obtained  and  approved  by  the  Ministry 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  (February,  1939)  work  has  commenced  at 
the  site. 

Eleven  of  these  houses  are  sanctioned  for  abatement  of  over- 
crowding, 6 to  re-house  from  houses  subject  to  Demolition  Orders, 
and  the  remaining  19  for  general  housing  needs. 

Housing  Rural  Workers  Acts. 

The  powers  of  the  Berkshire  County  Council  under  the  above 
Acts  have  been  delegated  to  the  District  Council,  but  no  applications 
for  loan  or  grant  have  been  received  during  the  year,  nor  has  any  case 
been  discovered  where  the  Acts  could  usefully  have  been  applied  to 
any  dilapidated  properties  in  the  area. 

Calculated  from  the  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  and  number  of  habitable  houses  on  the  Rate  Book, 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  works  out  at  3.67.  Last 
year  the  figure  was  3.86.

One  bad  case  of  overcrowding  has  been  dealt  with  temporarily  by 
moving  the  family  consisting  of  ten  persons  into  a vacant  three- 
bedroom  Council  House,  where  although  still  overcrowded,  the  family 
are  living  under  better  conditions  than  previously.  The  house 
concerned  is  now  the  subject  of  a demolition  order  and  will  shortly 
be  demolished.  It  is  intended  to  move  this  family  to  a five-bedroom 
house  on  the  Chavey  Down  Estate  now  being  built. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the  overcrowding  in  the 
District  cannot  be  regarded  as  serious,  and  it  is  expected  that  several 
of  the  outstanding  cases  will  be  cleared  up  when  the  Chavey  Down 
scheme  is  completed  in  1939. 
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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

31.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  routine  inspection  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  during  the  year  was 
seriously  affected  by  several  outbreaks  of  foot  and  mouth  disease, 
consequently  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  more  than  complete  the 
routine  inspection  and  revision  of  registers,  and  deal  with  minor 
contraventions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  consisting  chiefly  of 
lack  of  cleanliness  or  failure  to  carry  out  periodic  lime  washing. 

There  are  several  premises  registered  for  the  production  of  milk 
where  conditions  are  unsatisfactory,  and  this  is  often  due  to  the 
tenants  being  unable  to  persuade  the  owners  to  modernise  or  rebuild 
the  cowsheds  and  dairies.  It  is  hoped  that  many  of  these  premises 
will  be  dealt  with  during  1939. 

The  number  of  registered  premises  remains  the  same  as  last  year, 
i.e.,  72,  and  details  of  premises  and  cows  in  milk  for  each  parish  are 
set  out  in  the  following  table  : —

There  are  no  pasteurising  plants  in  the  District,  but  1 supple- 
mentary licence  is  issued  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk. 

Veterinary  Inspection  of  Cattle. 

No  information  was  received  from  the  Berks  County  Council 
relating  to  the  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle,  but  1 case  of  Anthrax 
was  reported  during  the  year,  which  was  not  confirmed. 

32.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  number  of  registered  slaughter-houses  remains  the  same  as 
last  year,  namely  10,  and  6 of  these  are  only  used  for  pig  killing  during 
the  season. 
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The  slaughter-houses  generally  have  been  kept  clean  and  in  good 
repair,  and  no  statutory  action  has  been  necessary.  Every  effort  has 
been  made  to  inspect  all  meat  killed  in  the  District,  but  this  is  not 
always  possible,  owing  to  the  fact  that  during  the  winter  practically 
all  the  slaughter-houses  are  killing  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays. 

There  has  been  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  pigs  and 
calves  killed  in  the  District,  and  the  tendency  of  butchers  to  buy 
either  Imported  or  Home  Killed  meat  ready  dressed  appears  to 
account  for  this  decrease. 

The  number  of  carcases  inspected  is  shown  in  the  following  table, 
and  all  meat  condemned  was  surrendered  voluntarily  and  disposed  of 
at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.

All  these  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and 
generally  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  only  action  necessary  was 
with  regard  to  the  periodic  lime  washing  of  bakehouses. 

Markets. 

The  regular  Thursday  market  held  at  Bracknell  has  been  closed 
for  several  weeks  during  the  year,  owing  to  outbreaks  of  foot  and 
month  disease. 

The  Market  has  been  inspected  regularly,  particular  attention 
being  paid  to  rabbits,  dressed  poultry  and  fish. 

Factory  and  Bakehouse  Inspection. 

The  register  of  Factories  in  the  District  has  been  completely 
revised  having  regard  to  the  Factory  Act,  1937.  As  a result  of  the 
inspections  made,  18  notices  to  cleanse  and/or  limewash,  and  14 
notices  in  connection  with  other  contraventions,  have  been  served 
in  addition  to  the  service  of  a total  of  10  notices  in  respect  of  sanitary 
accommodation.

33.  ANALYSES,  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 


Official  samples  of  Milk  are  taken  by  the  Police  and  submitted  to 
the  County  Analyst.  During  the  past  year,  38  such  samples  were 
taken,  of  which  one  was  7.67%  deficient  in  fat,  another  19.67%, 
while  two  more  were  low  in  fat  content. 

Samples  of  food,  drugs  and  other  substances  are  taken  by  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  County 
Council.  In  1938  the  Formal  Samples  so  taken  comprised  3 of  Jam 
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and  2 each  of  Castor  Oil,  Olive  Oil,  Pepper  and  Sal  volatile.  All  these 
were  genuine.  The  Informal  Samples  were  : 2 each  of  Cream  and 
Pepper,  and  1 each  of  Cheese,  Ground  Rice,  Lemon  Powder,  Macaroni, 
Mustard,  Olive  Oil  and  Tea.  These  also  were  all  genuine. 

Samples  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  are  taken  by 
the  local  Sanitary  Inspectors  ; these  were  1 from  a private  source 
which  was  unsatisfactory  and  4 from  public  sources  which,  except  for 
hardness,  were  quite  satisfactory.

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SECTION  F. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

35.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  this 
District  in  1938  is'  the  occurrence  of  a very  definite  outbreak  of 
Anterior  Polio-myelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  affecting  chiefly  a large, 
well-known  Public  School  as  well  as  a considerable  number  (14)  of 
odd  cases  in  the  neighbourhood,  i.e.,  in  this  and  the  adjoining  Rural 
District.  The  District  cases  occurred  at  intervals  in  August  and 
September,  but  the  School  was  not  affected  until  the  last  week  of 
term,  just  before  the  Christmas  vacation.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
(since  when  2 delayed  notifications  have  been  received)  there  were  in 
the  parish  of  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst  11  cases,  of  which  5 were 
pupils  at  the  School,  but  subsequent  cases  occurred  amongst  certain 
of  the  pupils  after  they  have  been  taken  home.  These  were  followed 
up  by  communication  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
District  where  their  home  was  situated,  and,  including  mild  and 
abortive  cases,  totalled  16  with  1 death  from  respiratory  paralysis. 
In  one  further  instance  only  did  a case  coming  home  from  the  School 
apparently  affect  another,  and  that  was  where  a pupil  fell  ill  at  home 
on  28th  December  and  brother  followed  on  3rd  January. 

After  diagnosis  of  the  primary  cases  at  the  School  was  established, 
detailed  enquiry  was  made  on  several  occasions  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  assisted  by  a Medical  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
full  information  and  many  valuable  suggestions  being  readily  supplied 
by  the  Master  of  the  School  and  the  Resident  School  Doctor.  The 
first  case  fell  sick  on  15th  December,  two  further  cases  occurred  within 
a day  or  two,  and  two  more  a little  later,  making  5 school  cases  in  all. 
In  each  instance  a provisional  but  accurate  diagnosis  was  made  by  the 
Resident  School  Doctor  on  the  first  day  of  illness,  which  was  subse- 
quently confirmed  by  a specialist  who  was  immediately  called  in. 
The  cases  were  isolated  in  the  School  Sanatorium  for  the  time  being. 
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A circular  letter  stating  the  fact,  but  carefully  worded  to  avoid  un- 
necessary alarm,  was  sent  forthwith  to  all  parents  with  the  result 
that  practically  all  the  pupils  were  taken  home  within  the  period 
17th  to  22nd  December,  the  term  officially  ending  on  19th  December. 
The  total  population  at  risk,  including  pupils,  staff,  indoor  and  outdoor 
workers,  etc.,  would  be  about  800,  of  which  670  were  pupils.  Of  this 
number  450  are  accommodated  in  the  central  college  building,  the  rest 
being  distributed  in  five  separate  “ Houses  ” within  the  grounds. 
All  the  cases  referred  to  pupils  in  the  central  college  building,  and 
not  a single  case  occurred  amongst  the  “ House  ” pupils  nor  amongst 
staff,  etc. 

No  connection  whatsoever  could  be  traced  between  the  intra- 
mural and  the  extra-mural  cases  that  had  occurred  some  three  months 
or  more  previously.  No  direct  contact,  other  than  casual  meeting, 
could  be  established  amongst  the  pupils  affected,  not  even  in  the 
sleeping  quarters  where  each  has  his  own  cubicle,  nor  in  class  nor  at 
table.  In  negation  of  the  “ salivary  spray  ” theory  as  a mode  of 
infection,  the  following  incident  is  worth  quoting.  One  pupil,  who 
was  known  to  have  been  singing  lustily  in  the  chapel  choir,  a very 
confined  space,  on  the  day  previous  to  the  onset  of  his  illness,  appar- 
ently did  not  infect  any  of  his  near  neighbours,  for  the  spot  map  of 
position  of  pupils  in  chapel  showed  that  the  subsequent  cases  occupied 
irregularly  scattered  positions  remote  from  him.  Once  more  as  in  so 
many  recorded  instances  of  the  kind,  the  most  painstaking  investi- 
gation failed  to  reveal  any  salient  feature  that  might  be  regarded  as 
throwing  light  upon  the  mode  of  spread  of  this  alarming  and  elusive 
disease.  Generally  speaking,  the  attacks  were  mild  and  weakness 
rather  than  paralysis  of  the  muscle  groups  affected  was  present  in 
half  the  cases.  The  five  patients  in  the  School  Sanatorium  were 
subsequently  transferred  to  a Special  Hospital  or  to  a private  Nursing 
Home  at  the  option  of  the  parents. 

The  re-opening  of  the  School  was  delayed  until  three  weeks  had 
elapsed  since  the  last  case  had  left  the  Sanatorium,  and  in  the  mean- 
time an  extensive  and  thorough  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  premises, 
furnishing,  books,  clothing,  etc.,  was  carried  out. 
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Summarised  the  position  in  regard  to  the  School  cases  is  : — Net 
Number  of  boys  at  risk,  450  ; Distribution,  5 in  Central  College 
Building,  remainder  at  home  after  dispersal ; known  number  of  cases, 
22  ; period  covering  dates  of  onset,  December  15th  to  28th  (except 
one  case  which  developed  on  3rd  January,  as  a result  of  infection 
from  a brother  at  home)  ; Results  : One  death,  moderate  to  slight 
paresis  in  certain  groups  of  limb  muscles  in  rather  more  than  half  the 
cases,  apparently  complete  rceovery  in  the  re^.  No  recurrence  of 
infection  on  re-assembly. 

With  regard  to  the  outside  cases,  the  position  is  : — Number  of 
persons  at  risk  {i.e.,  census  population  of  the  parish  of  Crowthorne 
where  the  cases  occurred),  3,481.  Number  of  notified  cases,  6. 
Distribution,  single  cases  in  separate  households.  Period  covering 
dates  of  onset,  1st  August  to  9th  September.  Two  nursed  at  home 
(1  death),  4 removed  to  Hospital  (2  deaths)  ; total  deaths,  3.  Of  the 
three  others,  one  has  “ weakness  in  leg  ” and  two  have  definite  paraly- 
sis in  one  leg. 

With  the  exception  of  two  delayed  notifications  received  on  6th 
and  12th  January,  1939,  of  a case  that  fell  ill  on  28th  December  (a 
boy  at  the  School  and  living  in  a neighbouring  parish)  and  one  who 
was  probably  taken  ill  in  September,  no  further  cases  have  been 
notified  in  East  Berks  for  a period  of  three  months. 

The  other  notifiable  infectious  diseases  do  not  figure  largely  in  the 
returns.  There  were  7 notifications  of  Diphtheria,  which  is  just  the 
average  annual  number  for  the  past  five  years.  Two  of  the  cases 
occurred  simultaneously  in  a residential  school,  and  two  others  in 
the  same  household,  but  the  rest  were  widely  apart,  both  in  point  of 
time  and  place.  All  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Maiden- 
head, where  one  died.  Scarlet  Fever  comes  out  at  the  same  level 
with  33  cases  as  against  a five  yearly  average  of  32.  Two  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  an  institution,  there  were  two  groups  of  3 in  one 
family  and  two  of  2 cases,  while  the  others  had  no  relationship  to  each 
other. 
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One  case  of  Dysentery  in  a child  (probably  Sonne’s  disease)  was 
notified  and  removed  to  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading,  where 
he  died.  One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified,  nursed 
at  home  and  recovered  without  impairment  of  vision.  One  case  of 
Cerebro -spinal  Fever  was  notified  and  removed  to  the  Royal  Berks 
Hospital,  where  the  patient  recovered. 

There  were  3 cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  two  nursed  at  home  and 
one  in  hospital ; all  recovered.  Of  the  12  cases  of  acute  Primary 
or  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  2 died.  There  were  no  cases  of  Typhoid  or 
Paratyphoid  Fever  this  year  and  only  1 of  Erysipelas. 

The  Case-rate  per  1,000  of  pouplation  of  the  principal  infectious 
diseases  for  this  District  are  : Scarlet  Fever  1.66,  Diphtheria  0.42, 
Enteric  Fevers  (Typhoid,  Paratyphoid,  etc.)  0.00,  Erysipelas  0.05. 
The  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  are  : 
2.41,  1.57,  0.03  and  0.40  respectively. 

With  regard  to  non-notifiable  diseases,  especially  such  as  affect 
children,  the  following  information  is  culled  from  the  returns  sent  in 
weekly  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  Schools  and  tabulated  below. 

Measles,  it  will  be  noticed,  affected  practically  all  the  Junior 
Schools  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  but  Chickenpox 
rather  than  Whooping  Cough  was  the  “ follow-up,”  while  Mumps 
appeared  in  some  of  the  schools  at  odd  times.  One  of  the  cases  of 
Anterior  Polio-myelitis  occurred  in  a Crowthorne  School  in  September 
but  contacts  of  this  case  were  not  excluded.

38.  OTHER  SPECIAL  DISEASES. 

Cancer. 

There  were  26  deaths  from  cancer  (10  males,  16  females)  during  the 
past  year.  Calculated  per  1,000  of  population  the  Cancer  Death 
Rate  for  1938  is  1.35,  while  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  1.81. 
For  the  previous  year  the  figures  were  respectively  17  males,  18 
females,  total  35,  and  rate  1.87.  The  facilities  provided  by  the 
neighbouring  hospitals  appear  to  be  adequate  for  treatment  so  far  as 
they  are  called  for  and  no  special  propaganda  work  has  been  under- 
taken. 
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Blindness. 

There  was  1 notification  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  this  year, 
which  was  nursed  in  hospital  and  recovered  without  impairment  of 
vision.  Work  in  connection  with  the  care  of  the  Blind  is  under- 
taken by  the  County  Authority. 

Other. 

The  other  comparatively  rare  notifiable  diseases  that  were  notified 
during  the  year  comprised  11  cases  of  Anterior  Polio-myelitis,  with 
2 deaths,  which  are  discussed  in  paragraph  35,  1 case  of  Dysentry 
from  abroad  which  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  died  and  1 case  of 
Cerebro-spinal  fever  which  was  treated  in  hospital  and  recovered.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT. 

A very  large  part  of  this  District  is  taken  up  by  Crown  Lands, 
i.e.,  Windsor  Forest,  etc.,  and  much  of  the  rest  by  large  country 
houses,  e.g.,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ascot.  The  residential  rather 
than  agricultural  nature  of  the  District  is  reflected  in  the  Census 
Returns  of  occupations  where,  compared  with  neighbouring  Districts, 
the  proportion  of  agricultural  labourers  is  low,  but  the  difference  is 
more  than  balanced  by  the  high  proportion  of  gardeners  ; also  the 
proportion  of  population  engaged  in  personal  service  is  nearly  double 
that  of  the  County  generally.  (See  further.  Annual  Report,  1925, 

p.  121.) 

With  regard  to  unemployment,  separate  figures  for  the  Rural 
District  are  not  available,  as  they  are  combined  with  those  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Windsor,  but,  in  general  terms,  unemployment  in 
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the  Rural  Area  is  negligible  and  at  no  time  has  there  been  on  the 
Registers  at  the  local  Employment  Office  more  than  30  unemployed 
from  this  area.

6.  DEATHS.

7.  INFANT  AND  MATERNAL

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

8.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

The  changes  in  Staff  were  referred  to  in  the  corresponding  para- 
graph of  last  year’s  Report.  Mr.  W.  H.  Rowsell  (“  West  Lodge,” 
Sunningdale  ; Tel.  Ascot  663),  holds  the  combined  offices  of  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Building  Surveyor  and  Superintendent  of  Scavenging  for 
the  parish  of  Old  Windsor.  Mr.  E.  J.  Toy  (“  Mascal,”  Ascot ; 
Tel.  Ascot  357),  remains  as  Superintendent  of  Sewering,  Scavenging, 
etc.,  for  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale. 

9.  LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE. 

A full  list  was  published  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1937,  pages 
190-192,  of  the  Adoptive  Acts,  Byelaws  and  Regulations  in  force  in 
this  District  previous  to  the  Public  Health  Act  (1936)  coming  into 
operation  and  the  modifications  thereby  effected  were  noted. 

The  Council’s  Byelaws  in  respect  of  New  Buildings  have  been 
revised  recently  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Model 
Series,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  sealed  copies  are  on  deposit  for 
one  month  prior  to  submission  for  the  Minister’s  formal  approval. 
Certain  additions  and  alterations  have  been  informally  agreed  during 
revision. 

The  following  information  is  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  70,  to  be  appended  to  the  printed  copies  of  Byelaws  to 
be  kept  open  for  inspection  and  furnished  to  applicants. 

Sub-section  (1)  (a). — No  Urban  Powers  under  the  Act  of  1936  by 
reason  of  provisions  of  earlier  Acts  having  been  in  operation. 
Sections  263  and  264  were  put  into  force  in  the  whole  District 
by  the  Windsor  Rural  (Urban  Powers)  Order,  1938,  on  13th 
April,  1938. 

Sub-section  (1)  (b). — Section  15  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act,  1907,  was  put  into  operation  in  the  whole  District 
on  11th  September,  1914,  by  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  dated  23rd  July,  1914. 

Sub-section  (1)  (c). — No  local  Acts  in  force  within  the  meaning  of 
this  paragraph. 

10.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  laboratory  facilities  are  the  same  for  this  as  for  the  other 
Districts  in  the  combination,  and  are  described  under  the  appropriate 
heading  in  the  Preface,  where  a list  of  Special  Clinics,  Consultants, 
etc.,  will  also  be  found. 
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A statement  of  specimens  examined,  analyses  made,  etc.,  is  given 
in  Section  E,  paragraph  33,  under  the  heading  “ Analyses,  Adulter- 
ation, etc.” 

11.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  is  no  local  ambulance.  For  the  removal  of  patients  the 
ambulance  belonging  to  the  Hospital  to  which  the  patient  is  to  be 
removed  is  employed.  In  case  of  emergency  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
stationed  at  Bracknell  would  be  available  on  application  to  :

12.  HOME  NURSING. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  local  nursing  associations,  of  which  there 
are  two,  one  at  Ascot  for  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale 
and  one  at  Old  Windsor  for  the  parish  of  that  name.  Details  of  these 
are  given  in  the  list  in  the  Preface. 

13.  TREATMENT  CLINICS. 

The  local  Treatment  Clinics  held  in  Windsor  Borough  are  available 
for  residents  in  this  District,  as  are  also  the  County  (Special)  Clinics 
held  in  Reading.  (See  list  in  the  Preface.) 

14.  -HOSPITALS  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  Hospitals  available  for  inhabitants  of  the  District  include  : 

1.  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor  (General). 

2.  Royal  Victoria  Cottage  Hospital,  South  Ascot  (General). 

3.  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Maidenhead  (Infectious  Disease). 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  on  the  Ham  Island  at  Old  Windsor 

mentioned  in  previous  Reports  is  now  abandoned,  the  Berks  County 
Council  having  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Borough 
of  Reading  for  joint  use  of  a new  Smallpox  Hospital  recently  erected 
in  Reading,  and  this  will  be  available  for  any  cases  arising  in  Windsor 
Rural  District. 

15.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  (Voluntary)  are  held  at  St.  Michael’s  House, 
Ascot,  and  the  Cordes  Hall,  Sunninghill.  (See  list  in  Preface  for 
particulars.)

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

16.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

A description  of  the  Water  Supply  in  this  District  was  given  at 
length  in  the  Report  for  1937  at  page  94,  and  need  not  be  repeated 
as  the  conditions  remain  unchanged.  The  chief  source  of  supply  is 
the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company.  The  new  connections 
to  this  supply  during  the  year  were  : In  the  parishes  of  Old  Windsor 
10,  Sunninghill  10,  Sunningdale  4.  Internal  water  supply  was 
provided  to  9 houses  previously  supplied  from  standpipes  in  the 
garden. 

Formerly  a number  of  houses  situated  on  Crown  Land  in  the 
parish  of  Old  Windsor  were  supplied  from  the  Crown  Pumping  Station 
at  Old  Windsor  Lock,  but  these  now  obtain  their  water  from  the 
South-West  Suburban  Company,  which  delivers  water  in  bulk  by 
meter  at  three  points  to  the  Crown  mains. 

In  order  to  check  the  quality  of  water  supplied  by  the  South-West 
Suburban  Water  Company,  it  was  agreed  at  a joint  meeting  held  at 
the  Council  Offices,  Egham,  on  the  18th  July,  1938,  that  the  six 
Districts  (namely,  Egham  U.D.C.,  Feltham  U.D.C.,  Hayes  and 
Harlington,  Bagshot  R.D.C.,  Easthampstead  R.D.C.  and  Windsor 
R.D.C.),  served  wholly  or  partly  by  the  South-West  Suburban  Water 
Company,  should  take  between  them  and  in  rotation  twenty-five 
samples  per  year  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses,  the  former 
to  include  hardness.  The  Clinical  Research  Association,  London, 
was  appointed  to  make  the  analyses  and  to  send  the  collecting  outfits 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  whose  turn  it  is  to  take 
a sample,  also  to  send  duplicates  of  reports  to  all  six  districts.  It 
was  further  agreed  to  notify  the  Water  Company  when  a sample  is  to 
be  taken  and  that  the  total  cost  of  analyses  (including  hardness) 
should  be  paid  approximately  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  premises 


served  in  each  District,  viz.  :

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17.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Surafce  water  drainage  in  this  District  is  confined  to  ditches  and 
natural  water  courses. 

The  parish  of  Old  Windsor  is  not  sewered,  but  Cesspools  and  Earth 
(or  Pail)  Closets  are  emptied  by  the  District  Council’s  employees. 

The  whole  of  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale,  includ- 
ing the  village  of  Ascot,  is  sewered,  as  described  in  the  Survey  Report 
for  1930  (pp.  170-171),  and  in  the  Report  for  1932  at  page  142. 

In  subsequent  Reports,  comments  on  the  sewerage  system  have 
been  included  in  this  paragraph,  these  being  supplied  by  Mr.  E.  J. 
Toy,  Works  Manager  and  Sanitary  Superintendent,  whose  address 
and  telephone  number  are  “ Mascal,”  Ascot,  357.  In  continuation, 
Mr.  Toy  supplies  the  following  Report  for  1938  : —

Dear  Sir, 

With  reference  to  the  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale  sewerage 
system  I beg  to  report  as  follows  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1938. 

With  the  exception  of  about  24  for  which  no  sewer  is  available, 
all  the  houses  in  this  area  are  now  connected  to  the  sewer,  the  number 
being  1,685,  an  increase  of  12  during  the  year.  This  total  includes 
62  from  the  Egham  District  as  well  as  a few  from  the  neighbouring 
districts  of  Eastharnpstead  and  Windlesham.  The  sewage  all 
gravitates  to  the  pumping  station  at  Blacknest,  and  is  there  pumped 
to  the  outfall  works  at  Whitmore  Bog  (on  land  adjoining  the  Southern 
Railway  half-way  between  Ascot  and  Bracknell)  through  a 12in. 
cast-iron  main  4|  miles  long  which  rises  120ft. 

The  year  was  exceptionally  dry,  the  rainfall  as  recorded  at  the 
Meteorological  Society’s  gauge  at  the  pumping  station  only  amounting 
to  18.74  inches  as  against  28.13  inches  in  1936  and  31.76  in  1938. 
As  a consequence  the  total  quantity  of  sewage  dealt  with,  which  had 
been  over  103  million  gallons  in  1936  and  nearly  113  million  gallons 
in  1937,  fell  to  93,871,592  gallons  in  1938,  the  dry  weather  flow  being 
about  260,000  gallons  a day.

Mr.  C.  Castle  and  his  staff  keep  the  whole  of  the  powerful  pumping 
plant  at  the  station  in  first-class  order,  and  the  cost  of  the  working 
is  so  low  that  the  fuel  only  incurs  the  expenditure  of  one  penny  for 
every  2,020  gallons  of  sewage  pumped  to  the  outfall  works. 

The  total  quantity  of  anthracite  coal  used  for  making  the  gas 
which  drives  the  engines  was  65  tons,  the  cost  being  £192,  and  the 
plant  was  working  for  7,886  hours.  One  or  other  of  the  large  pumps, 
which  each  deal  with  18,000  gallons  an  hour,  was  in  use  for  just  a third 
of  that  time,  whilst  the  two  small  pumps  which  work  coupled  together 
and  have  a joint  output  of  10,000  gallons  an  hour,  were  working  for 
the  other  two-thirds.  Pumping  is  continuous  except  from  6 till 
8.30  each  morning,  when  it  is  stopped  to  allow  the  gas  generators  to 
be  cleared. 

The  chlorination  of  the  incoming  sewage  at  the  pumping  station 
continues  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  it  has  been  found  possible  to 
get  an  equally  good  result  by  using  rather  less  liquid  chlorine  than 
hitherto  ; the  cost  of  the  chlorine  and  water  used  in  the  process  during 
the  year  was  £60. 

At  the  outfall  works,  where  Mr.  F.  Wallace  continues  to  get  an 
effluent  which  is  thoroughly  satisfactory  to  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Thames  Conservancy,  the  drying  of  the  sludge  during  the  winter 
months  by  artificial  heating  has  again  been  a very  great  help.

18.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  and  streams  in  this  District  have  been  described  in 
previous  Reports.  They  comprise  : — 

(1)  The  Thames  which  forms  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  parish  of 

Old  Windsor. 
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(2)  The  Blackmoor  Stream  whicli  receives  the  effluent  from  the 
Sewage  Works  at  Whitmoor  Bog  and  flows  into  the  Cut,  an 
artificial  tributary  of  the  Thames. 

(3)  Virginia  Water,  a large  lake  in  Windsor  Forest  adjacent  to  the 
receiving  and  pumping  station  of  the  Sewage  Works  at  Blacknest. 

(4)  Englemere  Lake  situated  on  the  boundary  between  Ascot  and 
Winkfield  (Easthampstead  K.D.) 

(5)  Several  small  unnamed  streams  which  feed  these  lakes  as  well  as 
other  ornamental  lakes  and  ponds  within  the  grounds  of  the  large 
private  estates. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  pollution  reported  during  the  past 
year. 

19.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  policy  of  substituting  water  carriage  Closets  for  the  Conser- 
vancy system  is  followed  wherever  practicable.  During  1938,  16 
Pail  Closets  were  abolished  ; 12  by  conversion  and  4 by  demolition. 
The  last  Privy  Pit  in  this  District  was  abolished  on  the  26th  May, 
1936.  Twenty-four  new  houses  have,  during  the  past  year,  been 
provided  with  Water  Closets.  The  position  at  present  is  : Water 
Closets  2286,  Pail  (Earth)  Closets  46.  For  the  previous  year  (1937) 
the  respective  totals  were  2,262  and  60. 

20.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

As  indicated  in  the  previous  paragraphs  the  whole  of  the  parishes 
of  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale,  including  the  village  and  locality 
known  as  Ascot,  are  sewered,  while  the  parish  of  Old  Windsor  is  wet- 
scavenged,  i.e.,  cesspools  emptied  and  contents  of  pail  closets  removed 
by  Council  employees. 

Cesspool  contents  are  discharged  into  a convenient  manhole  near 
the  Winsdor  Borough  Sewage  Works  and  there  disposed  of,  at  an 
annual  charge  levied  upon  the  parish  served. 

Dry  scavenging,  i.e.,  removal  of  dry  household  refuse,  is  in 
operation  throughout  all  the  parishes  of  this  District.  The  refuse 
collected  in  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale  is  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  on  bog-land  belonging  to  the  Fuel  Allotment 
Trustees  adjoining  Brockenhurst  Road,  South  Ascot,  with  the  object 
of  raising  the  general  level  of  this  land  so  that  it  may  be  utilised  for 
public  purposes  at  some  future  time. 
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A considerable  portion  has  now  been  completed  and  is  certainly 
a great  improvement  upon  the  conditions  previously  existing.  This 
portion  of  the  work  is  supervised  by  Mr.  Edmund  J.  Toy,  who 
reports  : — 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  dry  scavenging  is  con- 
tinually increasing  it  was  necessary  at  the  beginning  of  last  May  to 
make  fresh  arrangements  for  dealing  with  the  collection  of  refuse, 
which  for  some  years  past  had  been  done  partly  by  the  Council’s  lorry 
and  partly  by  hired  haulage. 

Thanks  largely  to  the  attention  given  them  by  Mr.  T.  H.  West- 
macott  (the  Council’s  foreman)  the  motor  emptier,  although  it  has 
done  fifteen  year’s  hard  work,  is  still  “ going  strong  ” ; but  the  dust 
lorry,  which  had  unavoidably  been  constantly  overloaded  and  had 
been  in  daily  use  for  ten  years,  was  evidently  getting  beyond  further 
continuous  service.  The  Council  therefore  decided  to  purchase  a 
considerably  larger  vehicle,  to  stop  the  necessity  of  overloading,  and 
a 7-yard  cube  Shelvoke  and  Brewery  freighter  was  brought  into 
operation  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  hired  haulage  was  abolished.  The 
old  lorry  is  now  being  used  to  do  the  work  hitherto  performed  by 
horses,  including  the  removal  of  refuse  from  the  Ascot  racecourse 
buildings  and  the  carting  of  the  large  amount  of  covering  material 
used  on  the  tip.  The  change  has  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory  in 
every  way. 

During  the  year  the  filling  up  of  the  low-lying  land  on  the  west  of 
the  Brockenhurst  Road  at  South  Ascot  has  been  completed  and  the 
tip  has  been  transferred  to  the  east  side  of  that  road.

Ratepayers  in  this  District  are  not  required  to  put  their  dust  bins 
outside  their  premises  on  the  day  when  the  freighter  is  due  to  call, 
as  the  refuse  is  carried  from  the  back  of  the  houses  by  the  dustmen, 
a process  which  has  great  advantages,  but  does  add  considerably  to 
the  cost  of  collection.

With  regard  to  scavenging  in  the  parish  of  Old  Windsor,  this  is 
now  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Rowsell,  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  is  carried  out  partly  by  the  Council’s  employees  (wet 
scavenging)  and  partly  by  a private  contractor  (dry  scavenging), 
who  is  under  obligation  to  find  a satisfactory  disposal  site.  This 
arrangement  can  hardly  be  deemed  satisfactory,  but  as  the  Council 
has  so  far  been  unable  to  acquire  a site  for  controlled  tipping  it  must 
continue. 

In  May,  1937,  a regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  through- 
out the  year  was  substituted  for  the  weekly  collection  during  summer 
months  and  fortnightly  during  winter  months. 

Negotiations  with  the  adjoining  Local  Authority  regarding  the 
burning  in  their  incinerators  of  the  collected  dry  refuse  were  con- 
cluded at  the  end  of  the  year,  by  an  offer  to  burn  for  three  years,  at 
5s.  per  ton.  Alternative  revised  Scavenging  schemes  were  sub- 
mitted in  detail  to  the  Council  in  June,  1938  and  January,  1939,  the 
final  decision  being  to  continue  existing  schemes,  but  to  make  addit- 
ional payment  to  the  dry  refuse  contractor  for  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  proper  collecting  vehicles. 

During  the  calendar  year  1938  a total  of  1,464,750  gallons  of 
sewage  was  removed  in  the  course  of  1,953  cesspool  emptyings  and, 
on  an  average,  36  pail  closets  were  emptied  weekly.  As  only  one  cess- 
pool emptying  vehicle  of  750  gallons  capacity  is  employed  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  keep  pace  with  all  the  cesspools  attached 
to  the  500  odd  houses  in  this  parish. 
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21.  SANITARY  INSPECTION.

Housing. 

During  1938,  12  houses  were  dealt  with  formally  under  Section  11 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  In  2 cases  undertakings  to  render  the 
houses  fit  were  accepted  by  the  Council,  in  1 case  an  undertaking  was 
accepted  relating  to  the  future  user  of  the  house,  and  the  house  duly 
vacated.  In  the  9 remaining  cases.  Demolition  Orders  were  made, 
4 being  complied  with  by  the  year’s  end,  and  from  these,  occupants 
amounting  to  llj  units,  were  re-housed  by  the  Council.  Demolition 
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is  in  hand  in  two  other  cases.  Further  particulars  appear  under 
paragraph  30  (“  Housing  Statistics  ”)  and  see  also  my  Report  as 
Building  Surveyor. 

Rural  Workers’  Cottages. 

With  a view  to  ascertaining  the  possibilities,  in  this  District, 
afforded  by  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  a detailed  inspection 
was  made  of  21  likely  properties  in  1937.  The  conditions  obtaining, 
having  regard  to  the  terms  and  conditions  attaching  to  the  Acts,  were 
found  not  to  justify  the  institution  of  a Scheme,  and,  where  necessary, 
action  was  taken  under  Section  9 and  11  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1936. 
Most  of  the  cottages  inspected  are  short  term,  leasehold  property,  and 
in  4 instances  the  Crown  are  owners.  Seven  of  these  cottages  are  on 
one  Estate  and  re-conditioning,  by  the  owner’s  Surveyors,  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

Assistance  has  been  given  in  respect  of  one  house,  under  Section  3, 
Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938,  erected  by  the  owners  to 
replace  a cottage,  in  respect  of  which  an  undertaking  as  to  the  future 
user,  was  accepted  in  1937. 

Drainage. 

Thirty-six  premises  were  re-drained  following  Informal  Notice, 
in  17  cases  Pail  Closets  were  previously  in  use,  and  in  3 cases  new 
Sanitary  conveniences  with  flushing  apparatus  and  new  sinks  with 
internal  water  supply  were  provided. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Premises  where  meat  and  other  foods  are  prepared  and  sold  were 
regularly  inspected  and  details  of  these  inspections  are  given  in 
paragraph  32. 

Milk. 

Fifty-three  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  at  Farm  and 
Dairy  premises.  Amendments  to  2 Dairies,  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
Report,  were  duly  completed.  Partial,  and  complete  re-building  of 
Dairy  and  Wash-house  premises  is  pending,  following  advice  given, 
in  3 further  instances.  Notice  to  renew  cooling  apparatus  was  given 
and  complied  with  at  2 Farms.  A personal  letter  is  sent  to  each  cow- 
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keeper  in  April  and  September,  reminding  him  or  her  of  the  require- 
ments of  Article  22,  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  as  to  Limewashing, 
etc.  Generally  speaking  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  within  the  area 
are  kept  in  a cleanly  condition,  and  are  reasonably  well  appointed. 

Factories. 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Factory  Act,  1937,  compil- 
ation of  a Register  of  premises  affected  by  the  Act  was  undertaken 
in  accordance  with  Section  8.  In  connection  therewith,  60  visits  were 
made,  and  33  premises  registered.  Seventeen  defects  were  found,  of 
which  12  were  remedied  by  the  year's  end,  without  service  of  Formal 
Notice.  In  only  1 case  was  a Certificate  required  under  Section  34 
of  the  Act  (means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire),  and,  following  the  com- 
pletion of  certain  required  amendments  to  the  premises,  this  has  now 
been  issued. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

For  details  of  work  under  this  heading,  see  paragraph  22. 
Infectious  Disease. 

With  a view  to  determining  the  source  of  infection,  and  preventing 
the  spread  of  Infectious  Disease,  enquiries  were  made  concerning  ail 
notified  cases.  In  six  cases  repairs  as  well  as  cleansing  of  premises 
was  called  for.  Disinfection  of  rooms  and  contents  was  carried  out 
as  under  :

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In  9 instances  plans  were  referred  to  the  Panel  of  Architects 
and  their  suggestions  were  adopted  by  the  persons  developing 
the  Estates  concerned. 

The  repair  and  maintenance  of  88  houses  (comprising  five  Schemes) 
and  6 individual  properties,  owned  by  the  Council,  entails  fairly 
constant  supervision,  and  the  investigation  of  many  complaints,  not 
all  of  which  are  justifiable.  Repairs  and  decorations  are,  as  far  as 
possible,  carried  out  on  the  basis  of  periodical  surveys,  for  internal 
and  external  work  at  each  house.  This  involves  considerable 
inspectorial  work,  and  the  preparation  of  specifications,  invitation 
of  tenders,  etc.,  but  it  is  deemed  to  be  a fairer  and  more  economical 
procedure  than  haphazard  response  to  complaints  from  tenants.  ,

22.  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Fifty-two  inspections  were  made  of  premises  under  the  Shops 
Act,  1934.  The  requirements  of  the  Act  as  to  Ventilation,  Temper- 
ature and  Sanitary  Accommodation,  are  now  generally  observed  in 
the  District.  In  2 cases,  however,  it  was  necessary  during  the  year, 
following  prolonged  correspondence,  to  serve  Statutory  Notice  under 
Section  10,  requiring  means  to  be  provided  for  maintaining  a reason- 
able temperature.  In  each  case  some  means  have  now  been  provided, 
but  its  suitability  and  sufficiency  have  not  yet  been  proved.  General 
means  of  heating  have  not  been  called  for  in  this  District  in  the  case 
of  Meat  or  Fish  Shops.  The  Shops  Register  now  contains  particulars 
of  72  premises. 

23.  CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  two  sites  within  the  District  occupied  from  time  to  time 
by  moveable  dwellings.  In  one  case  the  dwellings  comprise  caravans 
used  in  connection  with  a travelling  circus,  the  caravans  themselves 
being  therefore  not  subject  to  licence  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  A licence  for  the  site  was  granted  in  1938.  In 
the  second  case,  an  occasional  caravan  is  sited  in  a large  car  park 
which  has  been  laid  out  for  use  during  Ascot  Race  Week.  A licence 
has  not  yet  been  applied  for  in  this  instance.  Both  sites  are  provided 
with  water  from  the  public  supply  and  sufficient  sanitary  accommo- 
dation is  available. 
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24.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  under  review  further  complaint  was  received  as 
to  the  emission  of  smoke  from  a boiler  chimney  at  Ascot.  It  has  now 
been  ascertained  that  much  of  the  work  done  by  the  boilers  in  question 
in  generating  electricity  will  shortly  be  rendered  unnecessary  by  the 
introduction  of  bulk  supply,  and  this,  it  is  hoped,  will  considerably 
reduce  the  volume  of  smoke  emitted.  Observations  have  been,  and 
will  continue  to  be,  kept  from  time  to  time. 

25.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Pools  in  this  District ; there  are, 
however,  private  ones  in  connection  with  St.  George’s  School,  High 
Street,  Ascot,  and  Earleywood  School,  Sunningdale. 

26.  DISINFESTATION. 

In  cases  of  infestation,  action  varies  according  to  circumstances, 
i.e.,  structural  conditions  of  house,  position,  possibility  of  sealing,  etc. 
In  most  instances  cleansing  and  re-decoration  is  called  for,  involving 
stripping  of  walls  (if  papered)  and  attention  to  all  loose  woodwork 
and  plaster  in  the  infested  rooms.  According  to  circumstances, 
re-decoration  (by  means  other  than  papering)  will  be  preceded  by 
the  use  of  either  or  a combination  of  the  following  ; Blow  Lamp, 
“ Cimex  ” blocks,  liquid  Vermicide  (spraying),  detailed  attention 
being  given  to  bedding  and  articles  of  furniture. 

Upon  receipt  of  notice  that  a Council  house  is  to  be  occupied, 
inspection  for  vermin  is  made  at  the  house  occupied  by  the  pros- 
pective tenant,  and  where  necessary,  appropriate  action  taken. 

In  all  cases  where  disinfestation  is  carried  out,  subsequent  visits 
are  paid  to  the  premises  and  the  occupants  advised  as  to  preventive 
measures. 

Other  Pests. 

No  action  was  called  for  this  year  in  respect  of  such  pests  as  rats, 
mice,  cockroaches,  bugs  or  fleas. 

27.  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  9 Public  Elementary  Schools  in  this  District  under  the 
control  of  the  Berks  County  Council,  and  a considerable  number  of 
private  boarding  schools.  There  is  a proposal  to  build  a new  Church 
School  at  Ascot. 
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With  regard  to  water  supply  and  sanitary  conditions,  there  is 
nothing  to  be  added  to  the  comments  made  in  this  paragraph  in 
previous  Eeports.  The  prevalence  of  infectious  and  other  diseases 
affecting  the  school  children  is  indicated  in  Table  IV  that  appears 
in  paragraph  36. 

28.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

(1)  Public  Seivers. — Parish  of  Old  Windsor.  (See  paragraphs  19 
and  26  of  Report  for  1937.)  No  action  has  been  taken  in  this  matter. 

A section  of  the  parish  of  Sunninghill,  near  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  District,  contains  several  large  houses  for  which  no  sewer  is 
available  and  an  Estate,  in  course  of  development,  comprising  about 
20  houses  of  the  four  and  five-bedroom  type.  Seven  of  these  are 
already  erected  and  are  drained  to  septic  tanks  with  sub-irrigation. 
The  vicinity  is  traversed  by  several  watercourses,  the  pollution 
of  which  has  from  time  to  time  given  rise  to  complaint.  Application 
for  an  extension  of  the  public  sewers  has  been  made  by  the  developers. 

(2)  Office  Accommodation  and  Staff  iot  Sanitary  Inspector,  Building 
Inspector  and  Superintendent  of  Scavenging  for  Old  Windsor.  (See 
paragraph  26  (2)  of  Report  for  1937.)  No  further  action  has  been 
taken  in  this  matter. 

(3)  Clearance  Areas. — There  are  some  13  dwellings  at  South  Ascot 
constructed  wholly  or  mainly  of  short-lived  material  and  in  varying 
stages  of  deterioration.  The  general  bad  arrangement,  sanitary 
defects  and  items  of  disrepair  obtaining  at  these  premises  is  such  as 
to  raise  the  question  of  Clearance  Areas  being  declared  under  Part  III 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

The  initial  stage  of  such  a procedure  is  the  provision  of,  or  an 
undertaking  to  provide,  by  the  Local  Authority,  suitable  accommo- 
dation for  the  persons  displaced.  Such  accommodation  does  not 
at  present  exist,  and  can  apparently  only  be  provided  by  the  erection 
of  at  least  12  new  Council  houses  within  a reasonable  distance  of 
South  Ascot.  Some  of  the  dwellings  were  granted  temporary  licences 
during  the  post-war  period  which  have  never  been  terminated,  the 
present  would  be  a suitable  opportunity  to  deal  with  them  as  Clearance 
Areas. 
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SECTION  D. 
HOUSING. 

29.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Comment  has  already  been  made  upon  the  fact  that  except  in  the 
parish  of  Old  Windsor  the  greater  part  of  the  property  in  the  District 
consists  of  large  dwelling  houses  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Housing 
Acts,  and  in  the  Report  for  1933  (page  147)  a table  prepared  by  the 
(then)  Accountant,  was  reproduced  showing  the  number  and  propor- 
tion of  properties  in  the  various  parishes  at  Rateable  Values  of  £10 
and  under  to  £51  and  over. 

There  is  not  much  scope  in  this  District  for  re-construction  work 
under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  but  during  the  past  year 
assistance  under  Section  3 of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act, 
1938,  was  given  in  respect  of  one  agricultural  cottage  built  at  Old 
Windsor  to  replace  a condemned  dwelling. 

The  number  of  individual  unfit  houses  dealt  with  under  Sections 
11  and  13  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  amounted  to  12.  Formal 
Demolition  Orders  were  issued  in  respect  of  9 and  in  3 cases  under- 
takings were  accepted  from  the  owners  either  as  to  repairs  or  future 
use. 

The  question  of  “ Clearance  Areas  ” has  been  broached  and  is 
dealt  with  in  paragraph  28  (3)  of  this  Report. 

The  new  houses,  erected  or  in  process  of  erection  by  private  enter- 
prise in  1938  number  23.

There  are  7 dairy  farms  in  this  District,  of  which  1 is  licensed  for 
" Accredited  ” milk. 

There  were  no  cases  of  disease  such  as  Tuberculosis,  Anthrax, 
Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  reported  amongst  the  dairy  herds  this  year. 

Fifteen  official  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Police  ; all 
proved  genuine. 

32.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  5 Registered  Slaughter-houses  and  6 Bakeries  in  the 
District.  The  premises  are  reasonably  well  maintained. 

Only  3 of  the  slaughter-houses  are  in  regular  use.  The  quality 
of  the  animals  slaughtered  is  of  a regularly  high  standard.  Two  whole 
carcases  were  condemned  during  the  year. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  at  each  of  the  slaughter-houses  for 
a record  to  be  kept  of  all  the  animals  slaughtered  during  any  one  year, 
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in  compliance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1660.  Twenty- 
nine  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  occasional  killing  by  cot- 
tagers. 157  inspections  were  made  at  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
or  stored,  including  Slaughter-houses  and  Butchers’  Shops.  In  no 
instance  was  statutory  action  necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
18  Informal  Notices  given. 

There  are  no  Food  Stalls  or  Open  Markets  within  the  District. 
There  is  one  small  Fish  Frying  establishment  at  Old  Windsor,  where 
frying  takes  place  on  three  days  per  week  ; also  one  at  Sunninghill. 
A reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.

Official  milk  sampling  is  done  by  the  County  Police,  and  in  the 
course  of  the  year  15  samples  were  taken,  of  which  all  proved  to  be 
genuine. 

Sampling  of  other  foods  and  drugs  is  done  by  the  Inspectors  of 
the  County  Weights  and  Measures  Department.

Reports  were  received  on  7 samples  taken  by 
other  Authorities  under  the  “ Six  Districts  Agreement  ” (see  para- 
graph 16  in  this  Report). 

34.  HEALTH  PROPAGANDA,  NUTRITION,  ETC. 

Apart  from  the  instruction  given  at  the  Welfare  Centres  held  at 
Ascot  and  Sunninghill  and  that  given  by  the  County  Health  Visitor 
in  the  course  of  their  duties,  no  special  work  is  undertaken  in  this 
connection. 

The  children  attending  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  are  supplied 
with  School  Milk  under  the  County  Scheme. 
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SECTION  F. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

35.  GENEEAL  INFORMATION. 

In  this  District  the  Diphtheria  cases  usually  run  about  five  or  six 
a year,  but  in  1938,  20  were  notified,  of  which,  however,  13  occurred 
sometimes  singly  but  occasionally  in  small  groups  in  a large  institution 
which  takes  in  children  from  all  over  the  country.  The  other  cases 
were  in  private  houses  and  had  no  relation  to  each  other.  Altogether 
18  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Maidenhead,  where 
one  died,  a male  adult  aged  37,  who  was  also  suffering  from  an 
advanced  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were 
also  somewhat  more  numerous  than  usual,  namely,  29  as  against  a 
yearly  average  of  about  23.  Here  again  the  number  was  inflated  by  two 
groups  of  cases,  one  from  the  children’s  department  of  an  institution, 
the  other  from  a Well-known  residential  school.  The  latter  were 
accommodated  in  the  School  Sanatorium  and  12  of  the  others  were 
removed  to  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital.  One  of  these,  a female 
child  of  six  years,  died  of  complications  ensuing  in  the  course  of  the 
disease.  All  four  cases  of  Erysipelas  (with  one  death)  occurred  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution  ; three  of  them  being  amongst  aged 
persons. 

Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  amongst  the  children 
in  one  family,  the  patients’  ages  being  8 and  18  respectively,  but  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  two  other  cases  had  occurred  in  the  same 
household.  The  family  affected  live  on  the  boundary  of  this  District 
near  a stream  which  was  obviously  being  polluted  by  sewage  from 
the  adjoining  District.  Although  no  direct  connection  could  be 
traced,  the  condition  was  too  suspicious  to  be  neglected  and  steps 
have  been  taken  to  prevent  further  contamination  of  the  stream. 
Both  the  patients  referred  to  were  removed  to  Maidenhead  Isolation 
Hospital  and  both  recovered. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified,  one  at  an 
institution,  the  other  in  a private  house,  both  of  which  recovered 
without  impairment  of  vision.  Puerperal  Pyrexia  accounted  for  4 
cases,  two  in  private  houses,  one  in  a Nursing  Home  and  the  fourth 
in  an  Institution.  One  was  removed  to  Maidenhead  Isolation 
Hospital  and  detained  ten  days  only.  All  recovered. 
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There  is  little  to  remark  about  the  7 Pneumonia  cases,  of  which 
6 were  notified  from  an  Institution  and  none  of  whom  died. 

With  regard  to  the  non-notifiable  diseases  affecting  children,  the 
following  information  is  gathered  from  the  weekly  returns  from  the 
Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  District.  As  in  the  other  districts. 
Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  in  all 
the  schools  except  in  the  parish  of  Sunninghill,  which  apparently 
escaped.  Curiously  enough,  Whooping  Cough,  which  generally 
follows  Measles  after  an  interval,  was  practically  absent,  but  Mumps 
was  prevalent  in  all  the  schools  at  or  about  the  same  time  as  Measles. 
Further  statistical  details  relating  to  the  diseases  mentioned  are  given 
in  the  tables  below. 

The  Case-rate  per  1,000  of  population  of  the  principal  infectious 
diseases  for  this  District  are  ; Scarlet  Fever  3.22,  Diphtheria  2.14, 
Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid,  Paratyphoid,  etc.),  0.21  ; Erysipelas  0.43. 
The  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  are  : 
2.41,  1.57,  0.03,  and  0.40  respectively.

38.  OTHER  SPECIAL  DISEASES. 

Cancer. 

There  were  again  this  year  14  deaths  from  Cancer  (5  males,  9 
females).  The  cancer  death  rate  works  out  at  1.50  per  1,000  of 
population,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  the  average  rate  of  1.47  for 
the  past  ten  years.  For  the  previous  year  the  figures  were  : 8 males, 
6 females,  total  14  ; and  rate  1.51. 

Blindness. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (infectious  inflammation  of 
the  eyes  of  a newly  born)  were  notified  this  year  ; both  recovered 
without  loss  of  vision.  Work  in  connection  with  the  Blind  is  under- 
taken by  the  County  Authority.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Although  styled  a “ Rural  District  ” the  proportion  of  persons 
engaged  in  agriculture  according  to  the  Census  returns  is  lower  than 
that  of  the  County  as  a whole,  but  like  the  neighbouring  rural  districts 
there  is  a correspondingly  high  percentage  of  “ gardeners  ” and  of 
those  engaged  in  “ personal  service,”  thus  indicating  that  there  is  a 
high  proportion  of  large  country  residences  as  compared  with  farms. 
Amongst  trades,  brick  and  tile  workers  and  others  connected  with 
building  occupy  the  chief  position.  Considerable  numbers  are 
returned  as  ” workers  in  food  and  food-stuffs,”  which  may  be  traced 
to  the  influence  of  the  adjoining  borough  of  Reading.  Of  late  there 
has  been  a large  influx  of  factory  workers  and  mechanics,  due  to  the 
establishment  of  a large  aeroplane  works  in  the  parish  of  Woodley. 
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With  regard  to  unemployment,  enquiry  at  the  local  office  shows 
that  this  is  not  prevalent.  Figures  for  the  Rural  District  are  not 
obtainable  apart  from  those  of  the  Borough  of  Wokingham,  but  such 
as  are  available  (see  corresponding  paragraph  for  Wokingham  Borough) 
indicate  that  they  range  between  200  and  300.  For  a combined 
population  of  over  32,000,  these  figures  are  comparatively  small. 

There  has  been  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  during  the  year 
and  no  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  arising  out  of 
occupation  or  environment.

6.  DEATHS. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  locally  has  to  be  corrected  for 
non-residents  who  die,  for  instance,  in  institutions  in  the  District,  and 
also  for  residents  who  die  elsewhere.  The  number  so  obtained  ex- 
pressed in  terms  per  thousand  of  the  population  as  at  mid-year  gives 
the  net  Death  Rate.  In  order  to  make  this  strictly  comparable 
with  death  rates  in  other  districts,  a further  correction  has  to  be  made 
for  " age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population,”  otherwise  a resi- 
dential district  with  a large  population  of  retired  elderly  people 
would  compare  unfavourably  with  an  industrial  district  where  young 
healthy  males  preponderate.  As  explained  at  length  in  the  Report 
for  1934  (pages  198-202)  this  correction  is  applied  by  a factor  supplied 
by  the  Registrar-General  and  the  figure  so  obtained  is  known  as  the 
Standard  Death  Rate.

The  net  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  the  District  for  1938  is 
263,  which  gives  a net  Death  Kate  of  10.43  per  1,000  of  estimated 
population.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

8.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

The  present  Staff  consists  of  three  whole-time  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  one  Junior  Clerk  (female). 

The  Water  Supply,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  Wet  Scav- 
enging Scheme,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  of  this  District  are 
under  the  control  of  Mr.  Edwin  A.  Hoskins,  M.Inst.M.  & Cy.E. 
F.I.S.E.,^  Engineer  and  Waterworks  Manager,  whose  office  is  at  12, 
Wellington  Road,  Wokingham  (Tel.  Wokingham  368). 

The  staff  of  the  Engineering  Department  consists  of  Mr.  T.  C. 
Arrandale,  A. M.Inst.M.  & Cy.E.,  Deputy  Engineer,  one  temporary 
Assistant  Engineer,  one  Junior  Assistant  and  four  clerical  assistants. 

The  inadequate  and  inconvenient  office  accommodation  referred 
to  in  previous  Reports  will  be  amended  when  a move  is  made  into  the 
new  premises  recently  acquired  by  the  District  Council  to  house  the 
whole  of  Staff  and  Departments  under  one  roof. 

A list  of  the  Laboratories,  Consultants,  etc.,  available  in  con- 
nection with  the  Public  Health  Service  in  this  District  is  given  in 
the  Preface. 


9.  LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE. 

Recent  additions,  alterations  and  modifications  in  the  application 
of  Adoptive  Acts,  Byelaws,  etc.,  have  rendered  the  list  given  in  the 
Survey  Report  (1930,  pp.  164-167)  obsolete.  A full  account  and 
tabular  statement  of  these  was  prepared  by  the  Clerk  to  Council  and 
reproduced  in  the  Report  for  1935,  pp.  180-194,  to  which  reference 
should  be  made. 

The  new  Public  Health  Act  (1936)  which  came  into  force  on  1st 
October,  1937,  supersedes  the  previous  Public  Health  Act  of  1875, 
together  with  its  amending  Acts  of  various  dates  and  also  several 
other  relative  Acts,  so  that  the  list  of  adopted  sections,  etc.,  given  in 
the  Report  for  1935  must  now  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the 
“ Comparative  Table  ” published  in  connection  with  the  new  Act. 
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Byelaws. 

The  following  Byelaws  apply  to  the  whole  District  as  from  the  date 
mentioned  ; — 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  Houses  which  are  occupied  or  are  of  a 
type  suitable  for  Occupation  by  Persons  of  the  Working  Classes. 
1st  October,  1937. 

Removal  of  House  Refuse  (under  Public  Health  Act,  1936). 
1st  October,  1938. 

New  Streets  and  Buildings.  26th  February,  1935. 

Slaughter  Houses.  19th  December,  1925. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds.  20th  June,  1902. 

Byelaws  and  Regulations  relating  to  the  new  Burial  Ground  at 
Shinfield  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1928. 

Orders. 

The  following  Orders  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
the  dates  specified  : — 

Order  declaring  expenses  in  connection  with  the  cleansing  of 
Cesspools  to  be  Special  Expenses,  21st  April,  1936.  In  force 
in  the  parishes  of  Wargrave  and  Sonning,  and  in  Shinfield, 
26th  August,  1938. 

Wokingham  Rural  (Urban  Powers)  Order,  1936,  declaring  pro- 
visions of  Section  14  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  to  be  in 
force  in  the  contributory  place  of  Wargrave.  Date  of  Order, 
5th  May,  1936.  Date  became  operative,  25th  May,  1936. 

Wokingham  Rural  (Urban  Powers  Rescission)  Order,  1938, 
rescinding  Order  under  Section  161  (1)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  and  transferring  powers  of  Street  Lighting  to  the 
Earley  Parish  Council.  This  Order  was  dated  11th  February, 
1938,  and  became  operative  on  that  date,  and  relates  solely  to 
the  parish  of  Earley. 

Wokingham  Rural  (Urban  Powers)  Order,  1938,  relating  to 
Naming  of  Streets  and  Numbering  of  Houses  in  the  parish  of 
Woodley,  came  into  force  27th  June,  1938. 
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10.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  arrangements  for  the  examination  of  swabs,  sputa,  blood  and 
other  morbid  materials  are  the  same  as  for  the  other  Districts  in  the 
combination.  A brief  description  of  these  facilities  as  well  as  a list 
of  the  Laboratories,  Consultants,  etc.,  available  for  the  work,  is  given 
in  the  Preface. 

A statement  of  specimens  examined,  analyses  made,  etc.,  is  given 
in  Section  E,  paragraph  33,  under  the  heading  “ Analyses,  Adulter- 
ation, etc.” 

For  the  convenience  of  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in  the 
western  side  of  the  District  adjacent  to  Reading,  swabs  and  other 
morbid  specimens  for  examination  may  be  sent  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading,  to  avoid  delay 
in  the  post  when  the  circumstances  of  the  case  are  urgent. 

In  this,  as  in  other  cases,  the  District  Council  defrays  the  cost  of 
examination  and  report. 

11.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  patients,  the  ambulance  attached  to  the  hospitals  mentioned 
in  the  succeeding  paragraph  is  available,  and  for  road  accidents,  the 
Reading  Ambulance  Service  may  be  called  upon.  The  St.  John 
Ambulance  stationed  at  Bracknell  (see  corresponding  paragraph  in 
Easthampstead  R.D.  Section)  is  also  available,  so  that  there  is  no 
need  for  a special  Ambulance  Service  in  this  District. 

12.  HOME  NURSING. 

Home  Nursing  in  this  area  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Nursing 
Associations,  a list  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Preface. 


13.  TREATMENT  CLINIC. 

There  are  no  Treatment  Clinics  actually  held  in  this  District,  but 
those  in  Reading  and  in  Wokingham,  e.g.,  Tuberculosis,  Orthopaedic, 
are  available  and  a list  of  them  is  given  in  the  Preface. 
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14.  HOSPITALS. 

The  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading,  is  the  General  Hospital  which 
supplies  the  needs  of  this  area,  but  occasionally  patients  are  sent  to 
the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor,  or  to  the  Special  Hospitals 
in  London. 

Infectious  Diseases  {e.g.,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria)  are  sent  by 
arrangement  to  the  Maidenhead  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
Smallpox  cases,  should  they  occur,  to  the  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Reading.  A description  of  these  new  arrangements  was  given  in  the 
Report  for  1934  (pp.  10-11).  Tuberculosis  cases  are  sent  to  the 
County  Sanatorium  at  Peppard  Common,  Oxon. 

15.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

A voluntary  Welfare  Centre  is  held  monthly  at  the  Village  Hall, 
Finchampstead.  Health  visiting  is  done  by  the  District  Nurses,  and 
a list  of  these  is  given  in  the  Preface  under  the  heading  “Nursing 
Associations.”

Water  Supply. 

The  preparation  of  the  site  for  the  construction  of  the  Water  Tower 
at  Earley  has  been  commenced,  and  the  Contractors  for  the  Tower 
are  expected  to  begin  work  in  the  course  of  a few  weeks.  The  6in. 
main  linking  the  existing  main  in  Elm  Road  to  the  Tower  site  and  to 
Shinfield  Road  has  now  been  laid,  as  also  have  many  of  the  smaller 
diameter  mains  on  the  Shinfield  Rise  Building  Estate. 

During  the  past  year,  on  the  instructions  of  the  Committee,  a 
Report  on  the  Water  Undertaking  was  submitted  by  Messrs.  A.  P. 
Cotterell  & Sons,  of  54,  Victoria  Street,  S.W.I.,  in  which  it  was 
recommended  that  the  capacity  of  the  proposed  reservoir  at  Bowsey 
Hill  should  be  increased  to  1,000,000  gallons,  and  that  the  following 
new  mains  be  laid  : a new  Pumping  Main  from  Sheeplands  Pumping 
Station  to  the  new  Reservoir,  and  a new  Trunk  Main  from  the 
Reservoir  to  the  Shinfield  Water  Tower,  with  a connection  to  the 
Sonning  Water  Tower.  Authority  has  been  received  to  carry  out  the 
above  work  and  the  plans,  etc.,  are  in  course  of  preparation. 

In  June  last  it  was  necessary  to  discontiune  the  supply  from  the 
5in.  diameter  borehole  at  Sonning  Waterworks,  owing  to  pollution. 
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and  the  water  supply  for  the  District  was  only  maintained  with 
difficulty  from  the  Arborfield  and  Sheeplands  Boreholes.  A new 
12in.  diameter  Borehole  was  sunk  at  Sonning,  and  a chlorination 
plant  installed  with  the  result  that  a greater  quantity  can  now  be 
pumped  and  a wholesome  supply  assured. 

Tenders  for  the  installation  of  Chlorination  Plants  at  Arborfield 
Filtration  Station,  Sheeplands  Pumping  Station  and  Tagg  Lane 
Pumping  Station,  have  been  obtained  but  the  work  has  been  deferred 
as  the  Ministry  of  Health  require  a report  on  the  matter  from  a 
Consultant  Chemist. 

An  additional  filter  has  been  installed  during  the  year  at  the 
Arborfield  Filtration  Station  to  deal  with  the  increase  in  consumption 
of  water  due  to  the  normal  increase  in  consumption  in  the  District 
and  to  the  large  quantities  required  at  the  Remount  Depot, 
Arborfield. 

During  the  year  three  miles  of  new  mains  were  laid,  bringing  the 
total  mileage  now  in  use  to  approximately  97  miles,  and  270  new 
connections  were  made. 

Owing  to  the  provisions  of  the  Fire  Brigades  Act,  a number  of 
additional  hydrants  will  have  to  be  fixed,  especially  on  the  old  mains 
in  the  Shinfield  District,  and  the  work  of  fixing  these  hydrants  will 
be  carried  out  during  the  ensuing  year.

17.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Under  this  heading  in  previous  Reports  an  account  has  been 
given  of  the  drainage  and  sewerage  work  carried  on  by  the  District 
Council  under  the  management  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Hoskins.  The  following 
notes  supplied  by  him  are  supplementary  to  what  has  already 
appeared. 

The  Comprehensive  Scheme  for  Main  Drainage  described  in 
previous  Reports  has  now  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
after  a Public  Enquiry  held  on  the  14th  July,  1938.  The  Consulting 
Engineers,  Messrs.  Howard  Humphreys  & Son  have  been  instructed 
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to  prepare  the  Specification  and  Quantities  in  order  that  tenders  may 
be  invited  for  the  works  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  commenced  in  the 
summer  of  1939. 

During  the  past  year  many  combined  Drainage  Agreements  have 
been  approved  and  carried  out,  and  many  of  the  drains  laid  in 
connection  with  these  schems  will  eventually  form  part,  or  be  incor- 
porated in,  the  Sewerage  Scheme.  Until  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme 
is  completed,  the  sewage  from  the  properties  forming  part  of  the 
Drainage  Agreements  is  dealt  with  by  septic  tanks  and  land  irrigation 
wherever  practicable. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  of  the  Sewers  in  the  Wargrave 
and  Sonning  parishes  since  the  last  report,  but  the  overhaul  of  the 
Crossley  paraffin  engine  at  the  Sonning  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has 
been  carried  out. 

Authority  has  been  given  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  laying  of  a 
sewer  in  Shinfield  Road  and  temporary  Disposal  Works  in  order  to 
take  the  drainage  from  the  existing  houses  and  “ Shinfield  Rise  ” 
and  “ Goodrest  ” Estates  which  are  being  developed. 

18.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  and  streams  passing  through  this  District  comprise  a 
small  portion  of  the  Thames,  and  its  tributaries,  the  Loddon  and  the 
Blackwater,  into  which  the  subsidiary  streams  the  Embrook  and 
Barkham  Brook  flow.  The  effluent  from  the  Wokingham  Borough 
Sewage  Works  is  discharged  into  the  Embrook  and  as  this  effluent 
consistently  shows  a high  standard  of  purification,  contamination 
from  this  source  may  be  regarded  as  negligible.  The  only  other 
possible  sources  of  contamination  are  those  of  drainage  from  farms 
and  large  private  houses  having  their  own  system  of  sewage  disposal. 

The  exceptional  building  development  on  the  western  side  of  the 
District  in  recent  years  with  the  consequent  increase  in  the  number 
of  cesspools  to  be  emptied  and  also  the  interference  with  natural 
water  courses,  ditches,  etc.,  on  the  land  so  developed,  are  circum- 
stances that  have  added  to  the  difficulty  of  preventing  pollution  on 
the  one  hand  and  flooding  in  times  of  heavy  rain  on  the  other.  The 
satisfactory  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  also  presents  great  difficulties 
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as  most  of  the  land  available  for  such  a purpose  is  of  clay  and  therefore 
not  sufficiently  absorptive  in  nature.  A close  watch  on  such  sources 
of  pollution  is  kept  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board,  and  they  act  in  co-operation  with  the  Engineering  Manager 
and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

19.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  make  a survey  of  all  the  houses 
in  the  District  to  ascertain  the  exact  number  of  the  different  types 
of  closets,  but  a survey  was  made  of  the  Parishes  of  Ruscombe, 
Twyford,  Woodley,  Winnersh  and  Earley,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
information  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry,  which  was  held  in 
July,  relating  to  the  Council’s  proposals  to  sewer  these  parishes. 
Below  is  a schedule  showing  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  properties 
in  those  six  parishes.

As  has  been  remarked  on  previous  occasions,  house  building  has 
been  proceeding  apace  in  this  District,  especially  in  the  parishes 
adjoining  the  Borough  of  Reading,  and  the  District  Council  has  in 
hand  an  extensive  scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  parish  mentioned  in 
the  table  above,  together  with  the  reconstruction  of  the  sewage  works 
at  Wargrave  and  the  installation  of  two  new  sewage  works  to  be 
situated  at  Sonning  and  Lower  Earley.  Practically  all  new  dwelling 
houses  are  provided  with  water  closets  and  are  drained  to  cesspools. 
The  Council  have  a “ wet  scavenging  ” scheme  in  operation  for 
emptying  cesspools  in  six  parishes,  and  this  service  is  likely  to  be 
extended  in  the  near  future.  In  the  villages  of  Wargrave  and  Sonning 
where  a public  sewer  is  available  the  W.C.’s  are  connected  with  it. 
A few  dwellings  are  provided  with  chemical  closets,  whilst  the  older 
and  more  scattered  country  cottages  have  earth  (pail)  closets.  There 
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are  very  few  privies  left,  and  these  are  being  abolished  as  the  houses 
are  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act.  Taking  the  District  as  a whole, 
approximately  75%  of  the  closets  are  of  the  water  type  and  drained 
to  a cesspool  or  sewer  and  25%  are  of  the  earth  (pail)  type,  including 
a few  chemical  closets. 

20.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Under  this  heading  a description  has  been  given  from  year  to  year 
both  of  the  Dry  and  of  the  Wet  Scavenging  that  is  carried  out  in  this 
District  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Hoskins,  the  Engin- 
eering Manager.  In  continuation  of  what  has  already  appeared  he 
has  supplied  the  following  Report  : — 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  District  continues  to 
increase  and  212  cubic  yards  more  refuse  was  collected  and  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  than  in  the  previous  year.  In  spite  of  the 
progress  maintained  in  building  development,  the  increase  in  the 
amount  of  refuse  collected  was  not  so  pronounced  as  in  the  previous 
year  ; this  may  have  been  brought  about  by  response  on  the  part  of 
some  householders  to  the  Council’s  appeal  for  the  burning  of  rubbish. 

Three  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  now  continually  employed  on 
this  work,  each  having  a capacity  of  10  cubic  yards,  the  Morris 
7-cubic  yard  vehicle  having  been  replaced  in  October  by  another 
Dennis  vehicle  of  10-cubic  yards  capacity.  The  Morris  vehicle  is 
now  used  for  carting  soil  to  one  of  the  disposal  sites. 

The  new  Byelaws  in  regard  to  Refuse  Collection  which  were 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  approval  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  were  approved  and  adopted  in  November,  and 
notices  have  been  served  on  owners  and  occupiers  in  the  District  who 
in  the  past  have  stored  their  refuse  in  various  unsatisfactory  recep- 
tacles, calling  upon  them  to  provide  proper  Sanitary  dustbins  of  regu- 
lation size. 

The  question  of  the  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  had  been  under 
consideration,  as  an  increase  has  been  noted  in  the  number  of  recep- 
tacles used  for  refuse  at  certain  business  establishments.  It  is  not 
proposed  to  make  a charge  for  the  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  unless 
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the  practice  continues  and  proprietors  of  shops  and  other  business 
premises  have  been  requested  to  reduce  the  quantity  of  refuse  for 
collective  disposal.  Many  have  replied  stating  that  they  have 
instructed  their  assistants  to  make  every  endeavour  to  comply  with 
the  Council’s  request.

Wet  Scavenging. 

The  work  of  Cesspool  Emptying  continues  to  increase,  and  in  my 
opinion  the  service  has  worked  satisfactorily,  the  number  of  cesspools 
emptied  being  16,748,  an  increase  of  350  over  the  number  emptied 
during  the  pervious  year. 

One  of  the  1,000-gallon  Dennis  cesspool  emptiers  was  taken  off 
the  service  early  in  the  year  for  complete  overhaul ; on  completion 
of  this  work  in  October,  the  vehicle  was  re-licensed  and  again  put  into 
service.  Meanwhile  trouble  had  been  experienced  with  one  of  the 
S.D.  Freighter  cesspool  emptiers  and  this  vehicle  was  taken  off  the 
service,  as  it  was  found  to  require  complete  reconditioning.  Tenders 
were  obtained  for  this  work,  but  it  was  decided  that  there  was  no 
justification  for  spending  a considerable  amount  of  money  on  an  old 
vehicle.  It  was  therefore  resolved  that  the  vehicle  be  kept  at  the 
Council  Depot  so  that  the  parts  which  were  still  sound  could  be  use 
as  replacements  when  required  on  the  S.D.  Freighter  still  in  service. 

The  fleet  of  cesspool  emptiers  now  comprise  5 Dennis  machines  and 
1 S.D.  Frieghter.  Double  shifts  are  now  operated  on  all  cesspool 
emptiers. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  extended  to  the  parish  of 
Shinfield  in  September  and  another  machine  is  being  obtained  to  cope 
with  the  additional  work. 
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The  disposal  of  Cesspool  Sewerage  stiU  requires  continual  and 
careful  attention,  and  the  diflhculty  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable 
additional  sites  makes  the  task  of  avoiding  pollution  of  water-courses 
adjacent  to  existing  sites  a particularly  hard  one. 

The  new  site  off  Watmore  Lane,  Winnersh,  has  been  acquired  and 
the  use  of  the  site  of  the  Council  Depot,  Winnersh,  has  been  dis- 
continued.

Water  Supply. 

One  hundred  and  one  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private 
wells  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  were  submitted  to  the  Royal 
Institute  of  Public  Health  for  bacteriological  analysis.  Twenty-five 
samples  were  classified  good,  4 passable  and  72  bad.  Appropriate 
action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  bad  samples. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  14  Statutory  Notices  under 
Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  owners  to  make 
proper  provision  for  water  supply  on  the  sites.  Ten  Notices  were 
complied  with.  Three  appeals  were  lodged  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  2 were  dismissed  and  1 is  still  pending. 

The  Henley  Regatta  Committee  were  again  kind  enough  to  have 
a temporary  water  supply  laid  on  from  the  main  to  the  public  part 
of  the  course,  for  the  convenience  of  refreshment  caterers,  occupiers 
of  caravans  and  the  public  generally.  This  action  of  the  Committee 
was  very  much  appreciated  by  all  concerned. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  routine  enquiries  being  made  on  the 
occurrence  of  a case  of  Infectious  Disease,  Terminal  Disinfection  was 
carried  out  at  95  houses  during  the  year.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.  Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  1 1 Slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  7 being  licensed  and 
4 registered.  These  premises  were  frequently  inspected  and  on  the 
whole  were  kept  in  a clean  condition. 
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Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

During  the  year  the  carcases  of  1,134  pigs  (including  37  killed  by 
cottagers  on  their  own  premises),  136  calves,  293  sheep  and  85 
bullocks  were  inspected,  and  diseased  and  unsound  meat  was  volun- 
tarily surrendered  for  condemnation  as  follows  : — • 

Beef. — Carcases  nil,  2 heads,  12  lungs,  7 livers  and  2 mesenteries 
for  Tuberculosis  ; 8 livers  for  Distomatosis  ; 1 liver  for 
abscesses  ; 1 , liver  for  Cysts  ; and  30lbs.  of  beef  for 
bruising  and  decomposition. 

Mutton. — 1 liver  for  Distomatosis  and  5|lbs.  of  imported  lambs’ 
livers  for  decomposition. 

Veal. — 1 pluck  for  Tubercoulsis. 

Pork. — 1 carcase  for  Tuberculosis  and  1 carcase  for  Rickets  ; 
24  heads,  7 plucks  and  1 mesentery  for  Tuberculosis  ; 9 lungs, 
etc.,  for  inflammatory  conditions  ; 10  livers  for  Cirrhosis 
and  about  61bs.  of  pork  for  abscesses.

In  one  instance  a dairyman  was  found  to  be  filling  bottles  direct 
from  a churn  in  the  course  of  delivery.  The  matter  was  reported  to 
the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Council,  and  the  Clerk  instructed 
to  inform  the  dairyman  of  the  serious  view  taken  by  the  Committee 
of  this  offence.  Subsequent  inspections  have  proved  the  business  to 
be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

A milk  producer  occupying  a farm  in  Finchampstead  was  sum- 
moned on  four  counts  for  contraventions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 
The  charges  were  : — 

(1)  Inadequate  lighting  of  a cowshed  ; 

(2)  Manure  not  being  removed  from  cowsheds  ; 

(3)  Aiding  and  abetting  an  employee  in  milking  cows,  his 
clothing  not  being  in  a clean  condition  ; 

(4)  Not  properly  cleansing  the  udders  and  teats  of  cows  prior 
to  milking. 

An  employee  was  also  summoned  for  not  wearing  clean  clothing 
during  the  process  of  milking. 

The  Magistrates  dismissed  the  case  against  the  employee,  but  the 
producer  was  ordered  to  pay  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £1  19s.  Od. 
in  respect  of  the  above  offences. 

Housing  Act,  1936. 

During  the  year,  12  houses  were  officially  represented  as  being 
unfit  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  repaired  at  a reasonable 
cost.  Seven  Demolition  Orders  were  made. 
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Five  Undertakings  were  received  from  owners  of  cottages  and 
accepted  by  the  Council  to  the  effect  that  the  properties  would  not  be 
used  for  habitation  until  made  fit.  Seven  cottages  were  demolished 
by  the  owners.  Thirteen  cottages  were  made  fit  after  formal  action 
taken. 


Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926. 

Four  applications  were  received  during  the  year.  One  house 
was  completed  ; 2 houses,  Work  in  progress  ; 1 application  was  with- 
drawn, but  substantial  repairs  and  alterations  are  being  carried  out. 


Housing. 

Thirty-six  houses  representing  8 areas  have  been  represented  to 
be  dealt  with  as  Clearance  Areas  and  the  Council’s  resolution  agreeing 
thereto  has  been  sent  to  the  Ministry.  The  8 areas  are  as  follows  : —

22.  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 


During  the  year,  16  visits  were  made  to  shop  premises  under  the 
Act  of  1934. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  Statutory  Notices  under 
the  Act  in  relation  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  conveni- 
ences. Minor  defects  were  dealt  with  by  informal  notice. 


23.  CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  3 sites  in  this  District  in  use  for  temporary  or  moveable 
dwellings  such  as  caravans,  huts  or  tents  ; these  are  : — 
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(1)  Gypsy  Encampment,  Mole  Road,  Winnersh. 

This  consists  of  about  an  acre  and  a half  of  meadow  land  and 
adjoining  the  roadway,  occupied  by  caravans  and  sheds  belonging  to  a 
colony  of  gypsies  who  travel  the  countryside.  There  are  usually 
about  half  a dozen  caravans  stationed  on  the  site  in  the  summer, 
and  perhaps  double  that  number  in  the  winter. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  private  wells  on  the  site. 
Several  samples  for  analysis  have  been  taken  from  time  to  time, 
but  have  always  been  found  at  least  “ passable.” 

Provision  is  made  for  depositing  refuse  and  no  actual  nuisance 
has  occurred,  although  the  place  is  unsightly  from  the  collection  of 
scrap  iron,  derelict  motor  cars  and  other  junk  collected  by  these  people 
on  their  travels. 

The  premises  are  frequently  visited  for  purposes  of  inspection. 

(2)  Robinson  Crusoe  Holiday  Camp,  Park  Lane,  Finchampstead. 

There  are  35  chalets  for  single  men,  women  and  for  married 

couples.  A few  tents  and  caravans  are  also  allowed  ; the  site  can 
accommodate  about  100  persons. 

Sanitary  accommodation  consists  of  W.C.’s  and  Elsan  Closets 
for  each  sex,  and  each  chalet  is  provided  with  a ” Ship’s  ” wash-basin. 

The  water  supply  for  drinking  is  derived  from  a well  which  was 
analysed  bacteriologically  in  1938,  and  found  satisfactory.  Water 
for  cleansing  and  other  purposes  is  pumped  from  the  lake. 

The  site  is  about  51  acres  in  extent. 

(3)  Loddon  Lido,  Loddon  Bridge,  Winnersh. 

This  is  a licensed  camping  site  of  about  an  acre  in  extent  for 
12  moveable  dwellings.  It  is  under  the  management  of  the  Loddon 
Lido  Tea  Rooms.  There  are  W.C.’s  for  each  sex,  drainage  to  a cess- 
pool and  main  water  supply  is  available. 

There  are  facilities  for  bathing  in  the  River  Loddon. 

Several  land  owners  allow  camping  on  a very  small  scale,  com- 
prising about  6 moveable  dwellings,  during  the  summer  season.  These 
sites  are  visited  but  no  nuisances  have  been  found  to  exist. 

Where  it  is  thought  that  a site  might  be  occupied  for  more  than 
42  consecutive  days,  or  60  days  in  a year,  the  owner’s  attention  is 
called  to  the  necessity  for  obtaining  a license,  but  it  is  very  seldom 
that  the  sites  are  used  for  this  period. 
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24.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  was  no  need  for  any  action  to  be  taken  with  a view  to  the 
abatement  of  nuisance  from  smoke  in  this  area. 

25.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

An  account  of  the  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools  situate  in  this 
District,  namely — 

“ California  in  England,”  Nine  Mile  Ride  ; 

Robinson  Crusoe  Holiday  Camp,  Longmoor  ; 

Loddon  Tea  Gardens,  Winnersh  ; 

Henley  Bathing  Station,  Remenham  ; 
was  given  in  last  year’s  Report.,  at  pages  237-8.  As  the  conditions 
remain  practically  unchanged,  there  is  no  need  to  repeat  the  infor- 
mation then  given. 


26.  DISINFESTATION. 

Six  visits  were  made  to  3 houses  to  carry  out  disinfestation  for 
bugs.  None  of  these  were  Council  Houses. 

The  methods  employed  are  to  request  the  owners  to  loosen  all 
woodwork  such  as  skirting  boards,  picture  frames,  architraves,  etc., 
and  strip  off  all  wall  paper  in  the  infested  rooms.  The  walls  and  all 
cracks  and  crevices  and  all  furniture  are  then  sprayed  with  a recog- 
nised insecticide,  and  then  fumigated  with  sulphur.  This  action  is 
repeated  after  an  interval  of  14  days. 

No  action  is  taken  with  regard  to  the  disinfestation  of  clothing  or 
furniture  of  tenants  removing  from  private  houses  to  Council  houses. 

The  work  of  disinfestation,  is  usually  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

No  educational  propaganda  is  issued  to  the  general  public  on  this 
matter,  but  when  disinfestation  has  been  carried  out,  the  tenant  is 
advised  in  future  to  exercise  scrupulous  cleanliness  and  be  extremely 
careful  in  the  purchase  of  second-hand  bedding  and  furniture. 

There  were  no  other  complaints  as  to  other  insect  pests  such  as 
cockroaches,  crickets,  etc.,  and  no  action  was  called  for  in  respect  to 
rats  and  mice. 
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27.  SCHOOLS. 

The  conditions  of  the  public  elementary  schools  in  this  area,  with 
an  account  of  the  water  supply  and  sanitary  arrangements,  has 
already  been  given.  See  Survey  Report,  1930,  page  198  and  Report 
for  1932,  pages  176-7  ; also  Report  for  1937,  page  239. 

Two  samples  of  well-water  were  taken  for  analysis  from  Riseley 
School,  Swallowfield,  and  Remenham  School ; both  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

The  schools  generally  throughout  this  District  are  in  a satisfactory 
condition  both  as  regards  water  supply  and  sanitary  arrangements. 
A new  school  is  in  course  of  erection  in  the  parish  of  Woodley. 

28.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  following  remarks  are  complementary  to  the  matters  arising 
under  this  heading  in  last  year’s  Report 

(1)  With  regard  to  the  sewering  of  the  parish  of  Shinfield,  a firm 
of  Consulting  Engineers  was  engaged  to  survey  and  report,  but  after 
consideration  of  the  Report,  the  District  Council  decided,  largely  on 
the  question  of  cost,  to  leave  the  matter  in  abeyance.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  Council  has  extended  its  Cesspool  Emptying  Service  to 
include  this  parish. 

(2)  A preliminary  report  on  the  sewering  of  that  part  of  the  village 
of  Crowthorne  in  the  parish  of  Wokingham  Without,  has  been  con- 
sidered and  a firm  of  Civil  Engineers  has  been  instructed  to  prepare 
a scheme.  The  other  part  (roughly  two-thirds)  of  Crowthorne  village 
lies  in  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District  and  is  sewered. 

(3)  The  Public  Enquiry  relative  to  the  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the 
parishes  of  Twyford,  Ruscombe,  Earley,  Woodley  and  Winnersh, 
was  held  in  July,  1938,  and  the  Scheme  is  now  going  forward. 

(4)  With  regard  to  flooding  caused  by  obstructions  to,  and  altera- 
tion of,  ditches  and  natural  watercourses  in  various  parts  of  the 
District,  some  improvement  has  been  effected  by  the  Berks  County 
Council,  in  dealing  with  the  roadside  ditches,  but  the  problem  as  a 
whole  requires  much  more  drastic  treatment. 
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SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

29.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

As  supplementary  to  what  appeared  in  the  corresponding  para- 
graph in  last  year’s  Report,  the  following  note  has  been  supplied  by 
Mr.  G.  R.  Tween,  the  Building  Surveyor  : — 

During  the  year,  as  previously  has  been  the  case,  the  largest 
amount  of  building  development  has  taken  place  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  Borough  of  Reading,  and  the  pace  has  not  appreciably  slackened. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-five  plans  of  buildings  of  various  cater- 
gories  and  development  were  submitted  for  the  Council’s  considera- 
tion and  337  new  properties  were  completed  during  the  year.  At  the 
time  of  compiling  this  report  270  additional  buildings  are  in  course 
of  construction. 

With  the  rapid  growth  of  Reading  Aerodrome  a considerable 
demand  for  houses  to  let  has  arisen  in  the  parish  of  Woodley,  and  a 
number  of  houses  are  now  being  built  by  private  enterprise  expressly 
for  that  purpose. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  erected  and  owned  by  the  District 
Council  is  402. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a survey  was  begun  with  a view  to  presenting 
certain  small  groups  of  cottages  throughout  the  District  to  be  dealt 
with  as  “ Clearance  Areas.”  The  first  batch  conprise  some  36 
dwellings,  but  in  the  course  of  the  next  five  years  probably  over  a 
hundred  will  be  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

Calculated  from  the  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  and  number  of  habitable  houses  on  the  Rate  Book, 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  works  out  at  3.00.  Last 
year  the  figure  was  3.18.

* One  family  consisting  of  4 equivalent  adults  own  a small 
wooden  bungalow.  They  vacated  this  during  the  year,  and  rented 
a house,  and  as  they  could  not  dispose  of  the  bungalow,  they  re- 
occupied it.  They  are  in  very  straightened  circumstances. 

t Eight  of  the  existing  overcrowding  cases  consist  of  persons  of 
the  gipsy  type  occupying  caravans,  tents  and  sheds.  All  these 
families  own  their  own  plots  of  land.  They  are  resident  in  the  District 
for  about  six  months  in  the  year,  when  they  leave  for  fruit  and  hop 
picking. 

It  would  be  useless  the  Council  offering  them  alternative  accom- 
modation in  Council  houses,  as  the  majority  have  never  slept  in  proper 
dwelling  houses  and  they  do  not  wish  to  do  so. 
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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

31.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

As  this  is  largely  a milk  producing  district,  special  attention  is 
being  paid  to  the  conditions  of  the  dairy  farms,  in  co-operation  with 
the  National  Research  Institute  for  Dairying,  which  has  its  head- 
quarters at  Shinfield  Manor,  in  this  District.  There  are  156  farms 
where  milk  is  produced. 

From  the  1st  July,  1936,  the  County  Council  became  the  Licensing 
Authority  for  Designated  Milk.  There  are  now  52  farms  in  the 
District  where  Designated-Milk  is  produced. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  communi- 
cations were  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  respecting 
complaints  as  to  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  in  samples  of  Milk 
purporting  to  come  from  two  Dairy  Farms  in  this  District. 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

The  County  Veterinary  Officer  visited  the  farms  and  made  the 
usual  investigations.  As  a result  of  these,  1 animal  from  each  farm 
was  slaughtered.  In  both  cases  the  cows  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  advanced  tuberculosis  within  the  meaning  of  the  Order.  Tuber- 
culous lesions  were  also  found  in  the  substance  of  the  udder,  and  in 
one  case,  in  the  supramammary  gland.

32.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  altogether  11  slaughter-houses  in  this  District,  of  which 
4 are  registered  and  7 licensed.  They  are  all  reasonably  well  kept 
and  are  inspected  as  frequently  as  possible  having  regard  to  the  other 
demands  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  time  ; in  fact,  about  500  visits 
were  paid  by  him  during  the  year  to  slaughter-houses  and  butchers’ 
shops.  Various  parcels  of  unsound  meat  were  surrendered  volun- 
tarily, and  these  are  enumerated  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 
(paragraph  21).

There  are  19  Bakehouses  (retail)  in  use  in  this  District,  some  of 
them  very  old  and  ill-adapted  with  regard  to  modern  standards,  but 
on  the  whole  they  are  kept  in  a cleanly  condition  ; 9 informal  notices 
were  served  during  the  year  for  sanitary  defects. 

33.  ANALYSES,  ADULTERATION,  ETC.

Official  samples  of  Milk  are  taken  by  the  Police,  and  in  this 
District  34  were  tested  during  the  year.  Of  these,  2 were  deficient 
in  fat,  4 were  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids  in  amounts  varying  from 
3.06%  to  5.29%. 
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Samples  of  other  Food  Stuffs  and  Drugs  are  taken  by  Inspectors 
of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  County  Council.

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34.  HEALTH  PKOPAGANDA,  NUTRITION,  ETC. 

Apart  from  that  at  the  Welfare  Centre  in  Finchampstead,  there 
is  no  formal  instruction  given  on  matters  of  nutrition,  etc.,  but 
occasional  addresses  on  health  subjects  are  given  at  the  Women’s 
Institutes  in  the  villages.  Pressure  of  other  work  prevented  the 
holding  of  a “ Health  Week  ” this  year,  as  was  done  with  such 
success  in  1937  in  the  principal  villages  of  the  District. 
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SECTION  F. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

35.  GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

For  some  years  past,  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  notified  in  this  District  has  been  comparatively  low,  but 
this  favourable  record  has  been  broken  in  1938  by  a substantial 
increase  in  both  these  diseases.  There  were  71  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  notified — a number  which  is  rather  more  than  double  the 
annual  average  for  the  past  five  years.  They  occurred  almost 
entirely  in  the  parishes  of  Shinfield,  Earley  and  Woodley,  parishes 
adjoining  the  County  Borough  of  Reading,  with  an  occasional  case 
in  the  adjacent  parish  of  Arborfield,  while  the  rest  of  the  District 
remained  practically  free.  The  notifications  were  fairly  frequent  in 
April  and  May,  but  increased  to  a maximum  in  June  and  July,  since 
when  they  tailed  off  to  an  occasional  case  at  long  intervals  in  the 
later  months  of  the  year.  By  far  the  larger  proportion  were  single 
cases  in  the  family,  but  there  were  five  instances  of  more  than  two 
cases  in  the  same  family  at  or  about  the  same  time.  All  the  cases 
were  of  a mild  type,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria,  there  was  a 50%  increase  on  the  usual 
annual  average,  namely,  27  cases,  all  of  which  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Maidenhead.  In  this  case  the  number  is 
enhanced  by  the  occurrence  of  6 cases  (1  death)  in  one  family  in  the 
village  of  Twyford  during  November.  Altogether  there  were  10  cases 
in  this  neighbourhood,  and  the  others  were  mostly  distributed  in  the 
parishes  of  Woodley,  Winnersh  and  Hurst.  There  were  altogether 
5 deaths  from  this  cause. 

Another  unusual  feature  was  the  occurence  of  7 cases  of  Polio- 
myelitis (Infantile  Paralysis),  with  1 death.  In  five  of  the  recovered 
cases  the  right  leg  is  more  or  less  paralysed,  while  the  sixth  case  is  still 
under  treatment  at  the  Wingfield  Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oxford, 
where  three  others  were  also  sent  for  treatment.  In  one  instance, 
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the  right  shoulder  and  arm  are  affected  as  well  as  the  leg,  and  in 
another  instance  the  patient  is  said  to  be  suffering  from  “ weak 
stomach  muscles.”  As  is  usual  in  such  outbreaks  no  connection 
could  be  traced  between  the  cases  which  were  distributed  in  the 
parishes  of  Twyford  (2),  Woodley  (1),  Finchamsptead  (1),  Earley  (1), 
Swallowfield  (1),  Wokingham  Without  (1).  The  cases  comprised 
4 males  and  3 females,  and  the  ages  were  : 5,  17,  21,  22,  30,  35  and 
46  years.  Four  were  notified  during  the  month  of  August,  one  in 
October  and  one  in  December.  It  may  also  be  mentioned  here  that 
a further  case  in  the  parish  of  Finchampstead  (male,  12  years,  legs 
slightly  affected)  was  notified  in  January,  1939,  after  an  illness 
similar  to  that  which  he  had  in  the  previous  September,  then  said  to 
be  influenza,  the  weakness  of  the  legs  not  having  been  noticed  until 
the  occurrence  of  the  second  illness,  hence  the  notification. 

Amongst  the  unusual  notifications  there  were  2 cases  notified  as 
Polio-encephalitis,  one  in  a little  boy  aged  3 years  and  the  other  a 
girl  of  15  years.  The  former  was  taken  ill  after  returning  from  a visit 
to  Farnham,  in  August  where,  it  was  said,  there  were  two  cases  in 
adjacent  houses.  Apparently  the  illness  was  slight,  but  some  " facial 
paralysis  ” was  noted.  The  other  case  was  not  notified  until 
September,  although  the  onset  was  stated  to  have  occurred  five 
weeks  before.  In  this  case  the  onset  was  dated  two  days  after  return 
from  a visit  to  Bournemouth,  and  eyes  and  left  leg  were  affected. 

Every  year,  as  a rule,  two  or  three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  are 
notified  in  this  District,  of  which  at  least  one  is  in  the  village  of 
Wargrave.  (See  table  at  end  of  this  paragraph.)  The  same  hap- 
pened this  year,  the  other  two  being  in  the  parishes  of  Finchamsptead 
and  Hurst  respectively,  the  dates  of  notification  were  October, 
November  and  December.  It  is  a curious  fact  that  in  spite  of  the 
most  diligent  enquiries  extending  over  a period  of  many  years, 
nothing  to  account  for  the  ” annual  ” case  in  Wargrave  has  ever  come 
to  light.  The  greater  part  of  the  village  is  sewered,  the  rest  wet 
scavenged,  the  public  water  supply  is  in  use  throughout  and  no 
suspicion  is  attached  to  the  milk  supply.  As  far  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained the  Wargrave  case  this  year  was  ill  at  or  about  the  time  he  came 
to  reside  in  the  village,  and  there  was  a history  of  eating  oysters  in 
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two  different  towns  shortly  before.  This  clue  was  followed  up  by 
enquiry  at  the  one  Oyster  Bar  definitely  mentioned,  and  the  reply 
was  to  the  effect  that  only  ‘‘  re-laid  ” oysters  were  used  and  no 
complaint  had  ever  been  made.  As  the  illness  was  of  a severe  type, 
the  patient  was  removed  forthwith  to  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital, 
Reading,  where  he  died.  Of  the  other  two  cases,  one  was  removed 
to  hospital  and  recovered,  and  the  other,  an  old  lady  of  65  years,  was 
nursed  at  home,  being  too  ill  to  remove,  and  died  there. 

There  are  no  unusual  features  calling  for  comment  amongst  the 
other  notified  cases,  statistical  particulars  of  which  are  set  out  in 
Tables  I,  II  and  III  below. 

With  regard  to  infectious  and  other  diseases  amongst  school 
children.  Table  IV  below  gives  a summary  of  the  records  received 
through  the  County  Medical  Officer  from  the  Head  Teachers  of  the 
respective  schools.  Measles  affected  practically  all  the  schools  in 
the  District,  chiefly  during  the  earlier  months  of  the  year,  but  with 
one  or  two  exceptions,  the  outbreaks  were  very  limited.  Chickenpox 
and  Mumps  were  the  only  other  diseases  where  the  number  of  children 
affected  reached  double  figures,  and  there  the  incidence  was  irregular, 
both  as  to  locality  and  period  of  year  though  January,  February  and 
November  were  the  worst  months. 

Although  not  officially  a notifiable  disease,  one  of  the  local  medical 
practitioners  called  the  attention  of  the  Medical  Ofiicer  of  Health  to 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  called  to  attend  seven  cases  of  Jaundice  in 
two  months,  August  and  September.  These  were  grouped,  3 in  one 
house,  2 in  another,  and  single  cases  in  two  other  houses,  all  in  the 
same  neighbourhood.  Young  adults  and  children  were  affected  and 
the  disease  was  of  a mild  type.  Two  of  the  households  were  supplied 
with  water  from  a well,  but  this  was  shown  by  analysis  to  be  of  good 
quality.  The  frequency  of  this  disease  was  also  reported  in  a neigh- 
bouring parish,  but  definite  facts  and  figures  could  not  be  obtained. 

The  distribution  of  cases  of  the  Enteric  group  (Typhoid  and  Para- 
typhoid Fever)  in  this  District  for  the  past  15  years  is  shown  in  the 
following  list  in  five-year  periods.

38.  OTHER  SPECIAL  DISEASES. 

Cancer. 

The  average  cancer  death  rate  for  the  past  ten  years  is  1.62,  and  for 
the  present  year  the  net  cancer  deaths  number.  Males  22  ; Females, 
25  ; total,  47,  giving  a rate  of  1.89  per  1,000  of  population.  In  the 
previous  year  the  corresponding  figures  were  : Males,  16  ; Females, 
27  ; total,  43,  and  a rate  of  1.78.  The  facilities  provided  by  the 
neighbouring  hospitals  appear  to  be  adequate  for  treatment  so  far 
as  they  are  called  for  and  no  special  propaganda  work  has  been 
undertaken. 
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Blindness. 

There  was  one  notification  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  this  year. 
The  case  was  not  removed  to  hospital.  No  impairment  of  the  eye- 
sight resulted.  Work  in  connection  with  the  care  of  the  Blind  is 
undertaken  by  the  County  Authority. 

Other. 

Amongst  the  less  usual  notifiable  infectious  diseases  there  are  to 
be  noted  7 cases  of  Anterior  Polio-myelitis  and  2 cases  of  Polio- 
encephalitis, which  are  commented  upon  in  paragraph  35.  There 
was  one  death  in  the  former  group  of  cases,  none  in  the  latter.

WITH  REGARD  TO  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1938. 

The  annual  distribution  of  the  statistics  of  population,  births, 
deaths  and  notifiable  diseases  for  the  past  year  affords  the  Registrar- 
General  an  opportunity  of  directing  the  attention  of  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  and  others  using  the  returns  to  some  points  upon  which 
experience  has  shown  that  misunderstandings  arise. 

1.  The  numbers  of  live  births,  still-births  and  deaths  are  those 
REGISTERED  (but  excluding  re-registrations)  during  the  calendar 
year  (i.e.,  1st  JAN. — 31st  DEC.,  INCLUSIVE)  adjusted  for 
inward  and  outward  transfers.  They  will  differ,  therefore,  from 
unadjusted  figures  compiled  locally  either  for  the  calendar  year 
or  for  a period  of  fifty -two  weeks. 

2.  The  deaths  are  classified  under  the  headings  given  in  the 
Abridged  List  of  Causes,  as  used  in  England  and  Wales  and  Northern 
Ireland  (see  page  xxiv  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of 
Causes  of  Death,  1931).  The  attention  of  Medical  Officers  is  drawn 
to  the  “ Rules  for  the  selection  of  one  from  two  or  more  jointly 
stated  causes  of  death  ” which  appears  on  page  xxviii  of  the  Manual. 
The  classification  of  some  deaths  is  modified  in  the  light  of  fuller 
information  obtained  from  the  certifying  practitioner  in  response 
to  special  enquiries,  the  principal  subjects  of  these  enquiries  being 
indicated  in  a table  published  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Registrar- 
General.  This  possible  source  of  discrepancy  between  the  returns 
of  the  Registrar-General  and  those  compiled  locally  should  be  borne 
in  mind  particularly  in  regard  to  the  causes  of  death  dealt  with  in 
that  table. 

3.  The  analysis  of  deaths  now  supplied  on  S.D. 30  is  that  pro- 
duced and  automatically  recorded  by  the  counting  machine.  The 
causes  identified,  though  not  in  their  usual  order,  are  clearly  dis- 
tinguishable by  the  printed  headings  and  in  reading  the  record  all 
cyphers  (O’s)  are  to  be  disregarded  when  they  appear  to  the  left  of 
a significant  number,  e.g.,  00004  is  to  be  read  as  4 and  00160  as  160, 
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4.  If  a serious  discrepancy  is  discovered  between  any  of  the 
figures  above  referred  to  and  those  compiled  locally  it  should  be 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Registrar-General  immediately.  Every 
efiort  will  then  be  made  to  clear  up  any  points  of  serious  difference, 
but,  after  the  lapse  of  a fortnight  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  this 
memorandum,  the  work  of  machine  tabulation  in  this  Department 
will  be  so  far  advanced  that  any  desired  alteration  of  the  figures 
will  be  impracticable.  To  facilitate  such  an  investigation  it  is 
requested  that  the  entry  numbers  and  the  dates  of  death  of  the  cases 
assigned  by  the  Medical  Officer  should  be  stated. 

5.  In  contrast  to  the  records  of  births  and  deaths,  the  statistics 
of  notifiable  diseases  relate  to  the  numbers  of  cases  notified  in  the 
district  during  the  52  weeks  ended  31st  December,  1938. 

6.  Alterations  in  Boundary. — ^Where  an  area  has  been  subject 
to  a change  in  boundary  during  the  year,  the  statistics  supplied 
are  composite  figures  comprising,  unless  otherwise  indicated  on 
Form  S.D.30A,  the  records  of  the  former  area  for  the  portion  of  the 
year  prior  to  the  date  of  change  and  those  of  the  altered  area  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  In  such  case  dual  population  figures 
will  be  found  on  S.I).30A ; (a)  being  the  mid-year  estimate  of 
population  for  the  area  as  now  constituted  and  (6)  being  a modified 
estimate  specially  designed  for  use  with  the  composite  records  of 
births,  deaths  and  notifiable  diseases  of  the  year  1937. 

7.  Comparability  Factor. — The  Comparabihty  Factor,  or,  as  it 
is  now  styled,  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor  (A.C.F.)  applicable 
to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  current  year  will  be  found  inserted 
at  the  bottom  of  S.D.30A.  The  factor  applies  to  the  crude  rate  for 
“ All  Causes  ” only  and  not  to  individual  cause  rates.  An  explan- 
atory note  on  the  use  of  these  Factors  was  given  in  the  Report  for 
1934,  pp.  198 — 202.  The  Factors  for  the  respective  Districts  are  : — ■
